THE FATAL GRADE CROSSINGS, 

WHICH CONSTANTLY THREATENS THE 
LIVES UK NEWTON PKOPI.F. 


Thursday eveuiug at 5.57 o'clink a 
wrecking train coming out of Boston on 
the No 3 track ran into James Claffy’a 
milk team, driven by Johu' Douavau, a 
young man 22 years of age, at the Church 
street crossing of the Boston A Albany 
lailtoad. The burse was killed aud tho 
wagon badly demolished, the body and 
portions of the running gear being piled 
up against the corporation fence along- 
side the inward track. Douavau was 
thrown out of the wagon and was picked 
up unconscious, hut recovered. lie was 
attended by Dr. Scales, and subsequently 
taken to his home, corner of Cook anil 
Green streets. He complained of a se- 
vere pain in his shoulder and back, und 
it is thought he may have received inter- 
nal injuries. 

W lien the team was approaching the 
crossing, the gateiuan, Louis Slater, kept 
the gates up in order to lot him cross 
over. Hu saw tne tra*u approaching. but 
supposed it was the accommodation 
train from Boston, about due, and w hich 
stops at the New ton station. The wreck- 
ing train came through at afiapid late of 
speed, ami tho gateman, realizing the 
danger, urged the driver > f the milk 
wagon to hurry across. lie apparently 
did uot understand his danger and the 
warning failed to avert the accident. Thu 
accident only emphasizes the constant 
danger from the many grade 
crossings in Newton, over a (our truck 
road, und shows the imperative need of 
tunnels or bridges, which the Boston Jfc 
Albany corporation should provide 
without delay. With their numerous 
express trains such accideuts are almost 
unavoidable.

SKUVICKS IX COMMEMORATION OF 
SEVENTY FIFTH ANNIVERSARY. 


The 75th atm Iveisary of the laying of 
the corner-atone of St. Mary’s Episcopal 
Church, Newton Lower Falls, was 
appropriately celebrated lust Saturday 
morning. The services commenced at 
U 0.15 o’clock, with the rendition of the 
•hymn, “Christ is Made the sure Founda- 
tion,” followed by the morning prayer 
nnd reading of the proper psalms. Tho 
special music for the occasion iubluded 
To Ileum and anthem by Dudley Buck, 
finely rendered by tho choir of tho 
church. The service of communion fol- 
lowed, after which an address was 
•delivered by Rev. Geoige \V. Shinn, D. 
1)., Rector of (trace Church, Newton. 
After tho offerings for the restoration of 
the church nnd chapel, the uuthoni, “The 
-Lord is My Shepherd’’ was rendered, and 
the choir sang the Snnctus and Gloria in 
Excelsis. Tho benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. W. G. Wells. 

The first meeting of tho organization 
| of tho parish of Sr. Mary’s was held 
April 7, 1812, and the church was incor- 
porated June 10, 1818. 'I lie corner-stone 
was laid on the feast of St. Michael nnd 
all Angels, Sept. 20, 1818.

Ho supplied 
this church till May 1822. He resigned 
Ids office as a rector of St. Mary's after a 
ministry of nearly 30 yoars, April 21, 1851. 
From 1855 to 1858 ho was rector of St. 
Mark's Church in Boston, dividing his 
labors botweon this church and St. Paul’s, 
Hopkinton. From 1833 to 1843 he was 
secretary of tho Protestant Episcopal 
Convention of Massachusetts. In 1848, 
he received tho degree of A. M. from 
Norwich University and D. I). from Yale 
College. He was elected vice-president 
of the Massachusetts Cincinnati, July 4, 
1853, and president of tho snme July 4, 
18(15. He died in Boston Dec, 2(1. 1805, 
and was buried amo ng his parishioners 
in the cemetery at Newton Lower Falls. 

Dr. Baury married Catharine Honshaw, 
Middlebury, Vt,, July 1, 1820, by whom 
he had six children. The youngest, 
Frederick D. Baury, his only son, born 
Feb. 20, 1848, distinguished himself in 
tho U. S. Navy in the late civil war. He 
participated in several attacks upon 
Charleston in 18(12-04, both attacks on 
Fort Fisher, in the last one of which ho 
was shot through tho body, while lead- 
ing his company of marines in the 
assault, but recovered and was honora- 
bly discharged Feb. 8; 1800. 

The donations and gifts to the church 
have boen numerous. The late Gov. 
Wiuthrop presented to the parish a silver 
tlagon for the communion table; Mrs. 
Hannah Smith gave a lan»o oval basin 
for the same use, and two silver cups nnd 
paten were presented by Shubael Bell, 
Esq., of Boston, formerly sheriff of Suf- 
folk County and a member of Christ 
church, Boston. The church has also 
been presented with several beautiful 
memorials, including the brass alms-bas- 
in, tho gift of Mrs. Wallis, in memory of 
her father, Mr. Tliomas Durant; a beau- 
tit ul brass lectern, the gift of Mr.Francis 
Blake in memory of his father and motli- 
ei ; a brass altar-cross, the gift of Mrs. C. 
Danforth in memory of her husband; the 
new and elegant oak pulpit, in memory of 
the late Mrs. Abbott, the gift of her 
children; and the stone altar, the gift of 
Mr. Robert II. Slack, in memory of his 
father and mother. Tho last gift has 
not yet been placed in the church. It is 
nearly ready, and is said to be of very 
beautiful design. 

The history of the Sunday school, or- 
ganized in tiie spring of 1818, is full of 
interest. Mr. William Mills was supo in- 
tendent of this school for 40 years. The 
aim of the pupils was to excel in commit- 
ting to memory tho verses from the old 
and now testaments. In 1818, from May 
to August, 0,414 verses and 808 hymns 
were learned. The Sunday school to 
day has an excellent membership and 
possesses an efficient and pains-taking 
corps of teacher. 

On Sunday evening, at 0.:50 o’clock, the 
concluding services took place, and were 
of an expressive character. Tiie audi- 
torium was well Idled. Many !*»•»»« 
present from various sections of the city. 
Special music was sung by the choir, and 
Stoarncs, D. D., of'tfie’cIioeese’oYEaston; 
Rev. Winslow W. Sever, rector of St. 
George's church, Central Falls, R. I., and 
formerly lector of St. Mary’s church; 
Hon. Alexander II. Rice and Mr. D. 15. 
Hngar. both i*f the latter gentlemen hav- 
ing spent tlu ir Sunday school days in the 
old church. Ex-Gov. Rice alluded to tho 
impressions made upon him in the days 
of his childhood in tiie old church, tiie 
memories and associations of a period 
gone by, but freshened and rendered 
more toalistic by tiie events and incidents 
called up upon the occasion of this 75th 
anniversary. 

Rev. Winslow W. Sever, who was rec- 
tor of St. Mary’s from Aug. 0, 1800, to 
January 10, 1805, gave a very interesting 
account of his experiences and memor- 
ies while connected with the church. He 
recalled the names of his parishioners, 
aud located them in each accustomed 

f >ew, many of them having departed this 
ife. They were men and women of pure 
and simple character, refined manners 
and real Christian attributes. 

I’rof. D. B.Hagar, whose boyhood days 
were also spent in Newton Lower Falls, 
and who, with Hon. Alexander II. Rice, 
attended tho private school of the late 
Seth Davis, gave one of his pleasant ad- 
dresses, replete with tho humor and vi- 
vacity for which ho is noted. Ho told of 
tho funny things that the Sunday School 
children occasionally resorted to when 
the spirit of religion rested lightly upon 
their young shoulders. The exercises 
closed with the rendition of tiie hymn, 
“Blest be the Tie that Binds,” and tho 
pronouncing of the benediction. 


Issues of the Uauipnigu. 

To the Editor of the Graphic; 

The Republican tariff reform hill is 
now in the hands of the full Senate com- 
mittee, and will be given to the public as 
soon as tho Democratic minority have 
had a reasonable opportunity to formu- 
late their views. The details of the bill are, 
of course, not announced, but enough is 
known to make it clear that this bill 
would, if enacted, produce a material re- 
duction in the revenue, whereas under 
the Mill* bill, it is by no means certain 
that importations would not be so greatly 
increased as to produce tbe doubly dis- 
astrous result of increasing the surplus 
revenue aud destroying our home manu- 
factures. The Seuato bill will effect a 
reduction of about *05,000,000, which is 
about half way between *108,000,000, 
the surplus as estimated by President 
Cleveland in his latest efforts to persuade 
us to abandon a policy under which wo 
have prospered as no other nation under 
any policy, has ever done, and *12,000, 
000, which is the actual surplus for this 
year. Tho reduction is to be made in 
the directions which have been indicated 
by the speeches of the Republican 
leaders, aud is a prompt and full redem- 
ption of tho pledges of the party made 
in its platform, it is understood that 
tiie hill proposes to repeal the entire to- 
bacco tax and tho tax on alcohol used in 
the arts, which will effect a reduction of 
from thirty-live aud thirty-eight mil- 
lions, and by a reduction of t he duties on 
sugar will bring tho total reduction up 
to about sixty-fly© millions, which, in 
view of the fact that the present expen- 
ses, lor which the Democratic party, in 
spite of its loud promises of economy, is 
responsible, leave only twelve million 
pm plus, is certainly as fur as it is safe to 
go at present. 

\\ e nave used tho word tax In speaking 


of tobacco and alcohol used in tho nrts, j 
and Imve spoken of tho duties on sugar, 
hut the entios on sugar, unlike moat of 
our custom revenue, arc really aud prac- j 
tically a tax. Tho payments made by 1 
the producers under the internal revenue 
system are included by them in the cost 
of production, and therefore enhance the 
cost of tiie article to the consumer. This 
is also true of some, hut of some only, of 
our custom duties. It is true only of 
those which are levied on articles pro- 
duced in this country to so small an ex- 
tent that we are practically dependent on 
tho foreign supply for our consumption, 
and where by reason of a specific, not an 
ad valorem duty, which Mr. Mills con- 
siders tho only proper duty, undervalua- 
tions are impossible. Tho duties on 
sugar are of this class, for our produc- 
tion is insignificant in comparison with 
our consumption, and probably almost 
tho whole of tho money which the 
Government receives from this source is 
paid hy the consumer in the shape of an 
enhanced price. Ho prohaiy pays mote 
than the amount of the duty, for he lias 
to pay the profit which the importer, and 
tiie wholesale and retail dealers charge 
on the amount paid hy them. That is, 
tiie foreign producer or importer pays 
the duty, adds interest or profit on tiie 
cost and sells to the wholesale dealer for 
the aggregate. He calculates his profit 
on the amount paid by him, i. e. on the 
cost plus tho previous profit on that, 
plus tho duty, plus the previous profit 
on that and sells to tiie retailer for the 
total, who, in his turn, goes through the 
same process. If tiie amount of sugar 
raised in this country could be material- 
ly increased, it would resuit in a reduc- 
tion of the price, as the foreign producer 
would he obliged to reduce his profits in 
order to retain a share of our market. 
This happened in the well-known case 
of Bessemer steel rails, and in case of 
nickel, which Mr. Everett I*. Wheeler 
produced so triumphantly as a free trade 
argument, but which, as soon as 
tho Home Market Club had shown 
what the truth of the matter was, 
proved so destructive a boomerang, 

A duty which, like that on sugar, is thus 
ultimately paid by tiie consumer, does 
not differ much in practice except in be- 
ing more oppressive than a direct tax on 
him. It is more oppressive because it 
costs him more than tiie government re- 
ceives, and there is no possibility of his 
receiving a benefit, whether more or less 
direct is not material for our present pur- 
pose from the increase of our domestic 
industries. The free-traders who are 
now masking under tho guise of tariff- 
reformers, are crying loudly for a reduc- 
tion of the surplus. That is tho reason 
which compels them, they say, however 
reluctant they may he to attack tho in- 
dustries of tho country. Their first step 
is for free “raw materials,” aud especial- 
ly free wool. What they mean by “raw 
materials” wo have never been able to 
discern. The materials whose commer- 
cial value is not due almost entirely to 
labor are very few, and what few there 
are are chiefly like diamonds, which arc 
not of very general use. Iron ore in the 
mine, lumber in tiie forest tree, or wool 
on the back of a wild sheep are perhaps 
what they really mean by raw materials 
but they are and will remain practically 
valueless till a great deal of labor has 
been applied to them. 

Now if they are sincere in saying that 
tliev arc tariff reformers only, not free- 
traders, if they only want to get rid of 
the unnecessary revenue of the govern’ 
ment which is, we all agree, an evil, why 

ouickest ami most effectual way? Why 
will they not take off the tax on alcohol 

hi tlio arts— a high tax, ami a tax 

which enters into tiie cost of very many ! 
articles? The gentlemen from the south, 
where wiiiskey has always flowed, and i 
still Mows in copious streams, may per- j 
haps persuade some persons that they 
object to the removal of the tax on whis- i 
key on high moral grounds,— -though the | 
Prohibitionists and many of the Repub- ; 
Beans think that it is a disgrace that we j 
should raise auy re euue from the incen- 
tive to so many crimes— or they may be 
unwilling to remove one of the strong- 
est bulwarks of tho whiskoy trust, but 
the tax on alcohol used in the arts is 
covered by neither of these objections. 
They make such a cry about free raw- 
wool that one would suppose that the 
removal of the duties on that would 
wipe out tiie surplus. It is the old ad- 
age over again, “groat cry, little wool.” 
Tho truth is that less than three per 
cent, of tho total duties collected aro re- 
ceived from raw wool, while more than 
tweuty-seven per ceut. of tho total duties 
come from sugar, molasses, etc. Any one 
who was sincerely desirous 6f reducing 
tho revenue would, of course, at ouce re- 
duco the duty on sugar, because it is al- 
most. tho highest duty, because it pro- 
duces the greater pait of tiie revenue 
surplus, and because it is on an article 
which is. and can ouly be so little pro- 
duced in this country tlmt tho removal 
or the reduction of the duty will not dis- 
turb tho prosperity of the country bv di- 
stroyiug or injuring a wide spread ami 
prosperous industry. Tho prosperity of 
tho South is due chietly to cotton, and 
tho growing of cotton was fostered and 
developed by a protection tariff on raw 
cotton of throe cents a pound. Tbe Mills 
bill is the first movement of a crusade 
! against Northern industries, and a vote 
for a Democratic congressman means 
simply that the voter is doing what he 
can to strengthen tiie hands of a party 
who aro trying not only to limit tho field 
for Northern industry and thrift, and 
capital in the North, but also to block up 
the avenues which have lately been 
opened, notably in Alabama, through 
which tho new South, with the aid of 
that northern industry and thrift and 
capital, would be able to reach that pros- 
perity which its advantages offer, and 
thereby equal and perhaps exeel the 
th iu material strength, as well os in

PRESENTING THE ISSUES. 


Prominent citizens of Newton have 
consented to give their views on the is- 
sues of the campaign, over their own 
signatures, in coming numbers of the 
Graphic. 

Next week Hon. E. B. Haskell of the 
Boston Herald will discuss Tariff Reform, 
Mr, J. R. Leeson will present some of the 
benefits of our tariff system, and Prof. C. 
C. Bragdon will write about the Prohibi- 
tion party. The articles will not be over 
a column in length, and will help to 
make an unusually interesting number 
of the Graphic. 

The following week Hon. Levi C. 
Wade will discuss the Congressional 
situation, and we are also promised arti- 
cles from Representatives Walworth and 
Slocum, Mr. .lames C. Ivy, and others. 
The campaign thus far has been such a 
quiet one in Newton that something is 
needed to iuject a little life in it and the 
Graiipic would like to help tlio cau«o a- 
long. It is the favorite boast with party 
leaders that this is an educational cam 
paign, and letters from such men as have 
been named will convey a good deal of 
valuable information upon campaign 
issues. 

Each writer will discuss the issues 
over his own signature, and the only 
stipulation made is that they shall not 
exceed a column in length. 

TIIE SENATORIAL CONVENTION. 

The senatorial convention resulted just 
as was predicted it would, if Newton 
went there with a divided delegation. 
The nomination was captured by a Con- 
cord man, and Newton, in spite of its 
population being nearly equal to the 
combined population of the rest of the 
district, was forced to take a back seat. 
The delegation stood six for Mr. Wal- 
worth, six for Mr. Marcy, two for Mr. 
Wood and the rest of the delegates 
thought they could safely leave Newton 
to tight it out. and turned their attention 
to Mr. Hosraer of Concord. 

It was the old story of the congression- 
ional convention over agaiu, ami this is 
evidently not a good year for Newton 
candidates. 

Mr. Walworth load the other Newton 
candidates on the iofoimal ballot, and 
bad be been supported by the total New- 
ton delegation he would doubtless have 
been nominated. The same is true of 
Mr. Marcy, and although lie was support- 
ed by the whole Newtou delegation on 
the later ballots, it was then too late. 

The present practice of clocting dele- 
gates to conventions is evidently a fail- 
ure, and there is need of a strong ward 
and city committee who shall have pow- 
er to settle all contests beforehand, and 
see that the city is not made ridiculous | 
in all conventions to which delegates are 
sent. Greater care should be taken in 
selecting the delegates, and men who ask 
for the position, merely that they may 
avenge some fancied injury, as one of the 
senatorial delegates is reported to have 
done, should be kept at home, and men 
chosen who have more regard for the in- 
terests of th-* city than for petty private 
quarrels. A strong central committee 
would dispose of such men effectually. 
As things are at present managed, Wa- 
terton with its three delegates has more 
intlueuce iu the district than Newton with 
fourteen. While the Newton delegates 
are settling their putty disputes, the oth- 
er delegates carry off all the honors. 

Mr. Marcy reooived the honor of being 
chosen a member of the State central 
committee, which is a position of liouor 
and responsibility. 


WATERTOWN’S LITTLE GAME. 


Watertown played a very amusiug part 
at the Senatorial convention — that is it 
was amusing for the three Watertown del- 
egates. They Hocked all by themselves 
till the very last of tho balloting, when 
it was discovered that they held the bal 
am e of power. Watertown stock imme- 
diately went up to a higher point than it 
ever went before, and on the next ballot 
the Watertown men amused themselves 
by dividing up, one going to Marcy, one 
to llosmer. and one continuing to Hock 
for Stockin. This was to show the im- 
portance of the historical old town that 
Attorney Uoodiicb dilates upon so elo- 
quently in the annexation healings, be 
fore the Legislature. Mr. Marcy had 


then 10 votes, Mr. llosmer 18, and Stock- 
in 1. On tho next ballot the three Wa- 
tertown men went over to llosmer, thus 
demonstrating to him that his nomina- 
tion was due to Watertown, and he will 
of course feel very kindly to the old 
town should the Newton annexationists 
appear next year beforo the Legislature. 

It was a voiy sharp game to play and 
too much credit cannot bo given to the 
Watertown delegates for the successful 
manner in which they carried it out. 
Had they gone to Ilosmov, on the ballot 
before the last. Mr. Ilosmer’s indebted- 
ness tu them would not have been em- 
phasized so sharply, and they would not 
have been half so worthy of admiration. 

Of course this littlo event will not in- 
crease Newton’s love for Watertown and 
should the annexationsists want any 
funds this year to carry on thoir warfare, 
they will uot find it difficult to secure 
them. Tho Morse field district would 
give Newton anothor delegate to tho 
conventions, and it is rather absurd that 
a district that belongs to Newton’s free 
delivery district, patronizes the Nowton 
depot, attends Newton’s churches and 
has all its interests in Newton, should 
pay taxes in Watertown. 


GOOD CITIZENSHir. 


Tho question of teaching the public 
school children the principles of good 
citizenship is quite as important to tho 
state as teaching them to read, and it is 
encouraging to see that the society 
which has the matter in its special care 
is omitting no means of calling attention 
to the subject. There is a greac field for 
work in this direction, and one to which 
too little attention is paid. We boast of 
our model schools in Newton, and yet 
their management can hardly be called 
progressive, in spite of the great sums of 
money which are spent annually upon 
them. It is hoped that at the coming 
city election, especial care will be used 
in selecting members to fill tho vacancies 
and that men of enlarged views on edu- 
cation will be chosen. 

In regard to the instruction in citizen- 
ship in public schools, Mr. William E. 
Sheldon of West Newton read a very val- 
uable and suggestive paper before the 
Massachusetts Society for promoting 
good citizenship, last week. Mr. 
Sl.eldon is one of the highest authorities 
on educational questions in the State, 
and what he has to say always commands 
attention. The summary of iiis essay 
presents so many valuable points that 
we give it here; 

“The child should be taught the prin- 
ciples of civil government. Every citi- 
zen should be a politician in tho best 
sense of that word. Patriotism is not a 
spontaneous growth, but must be incul- 
cated. American government being gov- 
ernment by the people, it ought to be the 
work of the school to prepare for citizen- 
ship. The performance of the duties of 
citizenship demands intelligence among 
the people, and it is to insure the perpe- 
tuity of popular institutions that schools 
are maintaiaed by the state. The rising 
generation must be educated so as to be 
proof against the tyrant and the dema- 
gogue \on\ant of t-L- ■*— — — 
ship leaves political power m the hands 
of the bosses. Our youth should be in- 
structed in the duties pf citizenship that 
there may be an intelligent and vigorous 
public sentiment. Public education, sup- 
ported by public funds, cauuot be re- 
stricted to the elementary branches. The 
public school system lies at the founda- 
tion of our national existence. The time 
lias come when civic education should 
be given in our public schools. This can 
be done without much change in tho 
present curriculum. A larger place must 
also be giveu to training in morals. In- 
struction in good manners is also greatly 
needed iu this country. The speaker 
went on to illustrate the way in which 
the change could be made, and spoke of 
the time wasted in elementary schools in 
teachiug children what they already 
knew. He held that the great defect of 
the public schools was lack of proper 
scientific metiiods, and attributed that 
defect not to the teacher, but to those 
who control the teacher. 


Hon. Levi P. Morton in his clearly 
written letter of acceptance, proves that 
he does not belong to the extremist sec- 
tion of protectionists, who regard the 
present tariff so perfect that it must not 
be meddled with. He says, “Admitting 
that the present tariff, by lapse of time 
and the large expansion of trade which it 
has stimulated, needs revision, is it not 
wiser and more patriotic to revise it with 
a careful regard to the interest of pro- 
tection, than with the purpose of lessen- 
j ing its protective features?” The great 
j majority of the people of both parties 
believe that the tariff should be revised, 
and that while the protective part should 
not be lost sight of, that it should bo re- 
vised iu the interest of the whole country, 
which is probably what Mi. Morton 
means. Free traders iu this country are 
I few aud far between, and no legislation 
; that would break down our manufactures 
would be tolerated, but whichever party 
I carries the election will have to pass a 
tariff revision hiil. aud the fact that the 
Senate has reported one, shows that the 
Republican senators realize the extent 
and direction of popular suutimeut. 


Edward Atkinson has an essay in tho 
October Forum ou “ The Progress of the 
Nation,” wherein lie takes a more con • 
prekensive view of our material advance- 
ment aud the forces that have helped it 
than iu any of his previous writings. All 
over the world labor is productive in 
proportion as laborers are well-fed; 
and he shows how enormously the per 
oapita consumption of food lias increased 
since 1870. Iu a review of the forces that 
have thus helped us so rapidly, he places 
the general preservation of the quality of 
our money (the quantity, he holds, will 
i always take care of itself if t lie quality 
! he seen to), and the progress of iuveutiou. 

Among the most helpful inventions of 
I the time is the sulf-biuder, which saved 
us enough to enable us to resume specie 
payments. 


Tuk Boston Advertiser, explaining 
I the great difference iu wages between 
* the United States aud Germauy, both 
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highly protected countries, says that 
when there is a surplus of labor wages 
are low, and that oven behind high tariff 
walls tho growth of population and com- 
petition tends to depress wages, “but the 
expanding demands of n new country 
like ours constantly set ngninst this ten- 
dency.” We fear that this is horetical 
doctrine, as it very much resembles the 
argument of tho despised English free- 
trader, that tho rate of wages depend on 
tho laws of supply and doniand and not 
upon the height of tho tariff. We are 
afraid that tho Advertiser is not careful 
in its choico of arguments, although it 
means well. 


One of the enthusiastic youngor Re- 
publicans of Nowton discusses the issues 
of the campaign on another page of this 
issuo, in a very forcible way. Tho boast 
that this is a campaign of intelligence is 
evidently true, for every one is studying 
the issues, and finding out tho roasons 
for his voting for one or tho otlior party. 
The campaign hero is a very quiot ono 
and people are depending more upon the 
newspapers than in former campaigns, 
and are studying tho organs of both par- 
ties. Tho man who only reads his own 
party organ is not ns numerous as he 
usedjto be and perhaps this accounts for 
the spnit of tolerance that prevails 
among the pooplo. Ignorance and intol- 
erance are generally found in company.

To ovoid sickness rendered possible through 
defective sewerage and lack of the obser- 
vance of the requirements of law, too much 
care cannot he taken. Prompt and vigor- 
ous measures should he tlie universal mot- 
to in all such cases.

AN INTERESTING ACCOUNT Ol WHAT HE 
SAW THEBE. 


Mr. Thomas B. Fitz of West Newton 
had the following interview in a recent 
tiunibei of tlie Boston Pilot, descriptive 
of what he saw during his visit in Ire- 
land. It will lie found to be very inter- 
esting reading and gives an excellent idea 
of tlie condition of affairs in that coun- 
try: 

tj. I understand. Mr. Fitz, you have 
recently returned from a sojourn in Ire- 
land, which, I learn, you visited not only 
for tlie purpose of seeing the land of 
your parents, but to ascertain, from per- 
sonal observation and inquiry, something 
of her present condition and future hope. 

A. You interpret tlie purpose of my 
misMon correctly, as it has been to me a 
fond hope for years to visit tlie native 
land of my parents, nnd I believe this 
natural affection for li eland on the part 
of Iiisli-Americans is strikingly appai ent 
*a tlie sensiti'*** •«*••■«»» "*» a 

tiicir ctuuiren take iu Irish affairs. 

Q. What do you think of her present 
condition? 

A. To answer this question definitely 
would require more time and space than 
could possibly be accorded a newspaper 
in erview; but. to speak in a gen r 1 u ay ■ 
it may he represented as a people work- 
ing. watching ami wailing for a national 
verdict, which will allow them to live in 
their own land and respect themselves 
as men. Their hope that this verdict 
will be favorable rests largely upon the 
consciences and intelligence of tlie Eng- 
lish and Scotch people, whose gradual 
change of sentiment in tlie direction of 
Home Rule for Ireland lias been plainly 
attested by the several Tory strongholds 
which in the past four years have elected 
to Parliament Home Rule members. 

Q. How do you account for this 
change of English and Scotch opinion in 
favor of Home Rule for Ireland? 

A. Because iu the first place, tlie issue 
lias been presented to the reading and 
thinking people of Great Britain, not 
alone by the patriotic and determined 
Irish leaders, but by many of the ablest 
English and Scotch statesmen, ami earn- 
estly advocated in some of the leading 
English and Scotch journals. Thus it 
lias become iu England, Ireland and Scot- 
land, tlie foremost question of public 
education, not indeed, limiting its inter- 
est to Ireland’s case alone, but embody- 
ing a principle alike applicable to 
England and Scotland ns well. As an 
index of this mutual interest, it is a fact 
worthy of note that, at a meeting about 
a month ago iu Edinborough, 30,000 
people assembled as a protest to the uu- 
just imprisonment of John Dillon. 

Q. What is the effect in Ireland of 
this liberal English ami Scotch senti- 
ment? 

A. The effect seems to lie, not only 
with the advanced Nationalists, but with 
tlie humble peasantry, who seem to 
grasp the situation witli surprising intel- 
ligence, to cement a good feeling and 
confidence towards their Euglish and 
Scotch neighbors, thus indicating most 
forcibly that a bond of union may by this 
means be generated between tlie present 
discontented elemonts of Groat Britian, 
that armies, police, prisous, and a score 
of Balfours would be powerless to estab- 
lish. 

Q. From your language in this res- 
pect, you liave evidently out little confi- 
dence in tlie sincerity of the Tory plea, 
that what the Nationalists party really 
want is separation and not Home Rule. 

A. This unscrupulous ami unjust 
campaign assertion is pretty well ex- 
ploded already, from the fact that it is 
not regarded as a compliment to even a 
backwoods Tory constituency to have 
such an absurdity presented. 

Q. You were present, l believe, at tlie 
evictions on the vandeleur estates? 

A. Yes, it was my sad privilege to 
witness these scenes that no citizen of 
the United States would thiuk possible 
in any civilized land. With your permis- 
sion l will briefly detail my experience 
there. I arrived tlie dny before tlie evic- 
tions were to take place aud, therefore, 
had an opportunity of visiting several of 
tlie barricaded houses. These were lo- 
cated iu a thinly-settled district from 
two to live miles out of the little towu of 
Kilrush. The windows were strougly 
fortified with heavy timbers, aud the 
only avenue for light and air was the 
open door, which, however, was provid- 
ed with a movable barricade that could 
be adjusted at a moment s notice. The 
tenants were calm hut determined. They 
said to me: "We are not so foolish as to 
think for a moment t hut however stroug- 
ly we barricade our little houses, they 


will lie proof against tho sledges of the 
Emergency men ami tlie battering ram, 
lint we make this protest against tlie in- 
human treatment of a landlord who is 
simply demanding of us impossibilities 
and di Wing us from demolished homes 
for not complying with them. To our 
protest will be added tlie protest of hu- 
manity against a system of injustice more 
cruel than was your American slavery. 

“What is your rental for this thirty- 
acre farm?” I asked of one of the doom- 
ed tenants. “Forty-five pounds. taxes and 
poor rates.” lie answered, “and that with- 
out any house or building on it. It was 
formerly fifty pounds, but on applying 
to tlie Land Courts in Novembnr for an 
abatement of rent, it took until tlie fol- 
lowing July to get a decision, when 10 
per cent, reduction was made at a cost 
to me, however, of seven pounds." 

He emphasized tlie significant fact 
that this answer was delayed in the 
courts until his crops were nearly ready 
to harvest, and they would go to tlie 
landlord, without any indemnity to tlie 
tenant, should he not accept tlie deci- 
sion. These abnormal rates for the lease 
of unimproved land without any build- 
ings, and a low price of butter, pork, and 
produce lias simply made it an utter im- 
possibility for farmers and small holders 
to pay the rent demanded, and the result 
is the old story— eviction. 

Q. For the sake of illustration, Mr. 
Fitz. how would you compare the rental 
of any possible revenue from land on the 
Vandeleur estates, for instance, with that 
in farming sections of Massachusetts? 

A. Having had something to do in a 
practical way with every department of 
farm work for many years, it was natu- 
ral for me to make for mv own satisfac- 
tion tlie comparison whicli you now sug- 
gest, and as a resnlt, I will say, that even 
under tlie most favorable conditions of 
farming in close proximity to good mar- 
keting towns and cities in Massachusetts 
there is not a farming section in out State 
where as high a rate is asked for land 
with buildings upon it as these poor ten- 
ants liave been required to pay for land 
without buildings. 

Q. What was tlie process of eviction. 

A. The tenant was duly notified that 
unless lie paid up arrears lie would be 
evicted on a certain day without notice. 
In presenting this notice in the district 
referred to, several companies of troops, 
200 police, a squad of Emergency men 
provided with sledges, crowbars, and 
batii ring-ranis, marched upon the hum- 
l» e dwellings. It was a most unnatural 
siglir. At one of tlie houses, when smoke 
was observed issuing from the chimney, 
an Emergency man ascended the roof 
with an armful of hay and stuffed it in 
the chimney: a second one followed him 
and placed a heavy green sod over tlie 
hay. the purpose of which was to smoke 
tlie inmates out. The battering-ram 
commenced its work. and witli its repeat- 
ed blows we heard one section after an- 
other of tlie interior stone partitions fall, 
and shuddered at tlie thought that the 
lives within might thus lie smothered. — 
An hour or so finished the painful scene, 
tlie side of the stone house was knocked 
in, the partitions levelled, the inmates 
roughly pulled out, and while a prelimi- 
nary trial was being held in the yard, the 
battering-ram continued its work until 
"Not one stone was left upon auotlier.” 

Q. What becomes of the deposed fam- 
ily? 

■A. They are not left to starve, shelter- 
lesson the roadside, as in tlie past. The 
representative of the Plan of Campaign 
was on tlie ground ready to build tempo- 
rary structures for the evicted tenants on 
a more fortunate neighbor’s land. 

These are some of the heartrending 
scenes that are daily beheld in Ireland, 
anu makes aesoiatd ana comparatively 
deserted one of the most beautiful coun- 
tries in the world. It is but little won- 
der that a system so unnatural and inhu- 
i man has resulted in the emigration of 
millions of tlie Irish race from tlie homes 
they loved to find in glorious America 
the birthright of freedom which was de- 
, nied at home.

The Much Needed High Water Service. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Will you allow still another expression 
of the feeling, univeusal(in Chestnut Hill, 
in regard to tho much needed high 
water service ? Leaving out of consider- 
ation all question of the treatment which 
Chestnut Hill has had in times past at 
the hands of the City in regard to public 
improvements, it remains a fact that at 
present tlint section is in great| need of 
this particular improvement; and that it 
is exceedingly difficult to arouse any 
general interest in the matter. And yet 
apart from the question of whether those 
now living in Chestnut Hill, and in oth* r 
parts of Newton, without a sufficient 
wacer service, should be accomodated iu 
in this matter or not as an net of simple 
to them or as the supplying of their 
immediate need, it would seem for the 
best interests of the City as a whole and 
id 


in the long run to provide a high water 
service with as little delay as possible. 
There is high land in Chestnut Hill, and 


doubtless in other parts of Newton, 
which would bo built upon, and built 
upon in such a way as to he a benefit to 
all tax payers, were it not for just this 
fact of the absence of a high water ser- 
vice. Highland, as a rule, is desirable 
land, and is almost sure, in a surhurhan 
town, to attract those who are willing to 
lay out money upon it iu building and 
improvements. Hence the more high 
land is available in a city like Newton the 
more every tax payor in the city is benc- 
fitted. But peoplo in those days will 
not buy or improve or build upon land 
which has not a good and sufficient 
water service; and therefore is Newton, 
by its present policy, injuring the inter- 
ests of each and all of its tax payers.

THE LATE GEORGE E. ALLEN. 


IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL SERVICE HELD IN 
k TIIE UNITARIAN CHURCH. 

The funeral of the Into George E. Al- 
len took place from the Unitarian church, 
West Newton, last Saturday morning, 
and was very largely attended. The 
members of the present city council and 
many of the former associates of the de- 
ceased in tho city government were pres- 
ent and occupied seats in the front of the 
church. The family was represented by 
tho 10 brothers and sisters of the de- 
ceased and other relatives to the number 
of 50 persons. The pupils of tho English 
and classical schools attended in a body. 
Tho casket occupied a plnce directly in 
front of tho pulpit, and at cither end 
beautiful palms were arranged, while the 
pulpit platform was decorated with a 
variety of potted plants. The services 
opened with prayer and reading of tho 
Scriptures by Rev. J. C. Jaynes. Short 
addresses relating to the life and charac- 
ter of tho deceased were delivered by 
Rev. Joseph II. Allen. I). D., of Cam- 
bridge, a relative of tho deceased, and 
Ilovs. II. J. Patrick and Francis Tiffany 
of West Newton. 

Mr. Allen’s remarks concerning the de- 
ceased and his life work were of great in 
terest, as he had been closely and inti- 
mately associated with him during U0 
years. Ho said in prefacing his remarks: 
“My friends, what a serious thing and 
yet what a consoling tiling to stand in 
the presence of death. The deceased 
has been my intimate friend for full BO 
years, and was endeared to me almost by 
the ties of brotherhood. During all these 
years, more than the life of the ordinary 
man, no thought or suspicion, or cold- 
ness, has ever marred our brotherly eon- 
ildence and regard. He whom we to-day 
mourn was possessed of those genial 
traits of character which command es- 
teem and love, llis honesty, even tem- 
perament, gentleness, kindly feeling and 
generosity, combined with good judge- 
ment and keen common sense, were ele- 
ments which ionned his strong character. 
Possessing steadtast principles and in- 
tegrity in business matters, his opinions 
were frequently sought and his judge- 
ment always relied upon. His character 
developed many virtues, winning him 
the universal respect and conlidenco of 
all who knew him. Jin public life lie 
proved himself worthy of the public con- 
lidonce,and honored tiie official positions 
which his fellow citizens felt he deserved. 
It is right that we should gather here to- 
day to do him honor at his burial.” 

“It is perhaps well to remind you that 
you have known him as one of a family 
who for 30 years have exercised an in- 
fluence upon the life of the community. 
Fifty-seven years have passed since the 
last death in the family circle of ten 
brothers and sisters. A remarkable 
length of time. Whatever of strength, 
character, wisdom and integrity you may 
have derived from this family has been 
renewed and strengthened to its mem- 
bers by their tenacious attachment for 
the family homestead not many miles 
away. The associations and tender mem- 
ories makes the home sacred. The indi- 
vidual does not live alone for self; it is 
kmitlVrtins" tT^’cl.riVv 1 ±hafc he 

“.More than twenty-four years ago the 
family gathered within the old home- 
stead at Medlield to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the wedding of the par- 
ents of the deceased. Tho aged mother, 
now 05 years of age, appreciated the 
blessings vouchsafed to her. This was 
the first of her stiong company of sons 
to pass away before her, and no one will 
feel the sorrow more than she who is 
not with us here to-day, the journey be- 
ing deemed too much, coining with the 
grief and sorrow which she lcels so 
keenly and must yet bear bravely.” 

Rev. Mr. Patrick spoke very pleasantly 
of the deceased. He said he was not the 
property of the family or church, he be- 
longed to the public and his death is a 
great public loss. 1 well remember, thir- 
ty years ago, his cordial welcome to me, 
and lie impressed me as an earnest, sin- 
cere man. We recall his int rest in the 
Ilorticul uud Society, in the public 
schools, tho West Newton Athcmcum 
and in every public matter for the inter- 
est and prosperity of the community in 
which he lived. He was the counsellor 
of the poor, their friend iu the hour of 
need, a kindly man, full of sympathy for 
the troubles and misfortunes of others 
ami benevolent in contributing towards 
all good objects. I remember a remark 
he once sn tde to me that impressed me 
very strongly. We were speaking of a 
minister and Mr. Allen said, “he looks as 
if his religion did not hurt him.” Ilis 
thought was that a mail who was truly 
religious looked contented and happy 
from the faith and purity within His 
life has been full of lessons to the young 
and his example should be to all an in- 
spiration for the best and purest princi- 
ples in life 

The music was rendered by a quartet, 
and tho selections, “Nearer* My God to 
Thee,” and “Thy Will he Done,” were 
finely rendered. The floral tributes were 
very beautiful. The first city govern- 
ment of Newton, of which deceased had 
been a member, sent a basket of flowers. 
The present city government sent a foli- 
age tablet with a sheaf of wheat, arouud 
which a knotted ribbon was tied, bearing 
the words, “Citv of Newton.” The 
daughter of the deceased sent a pillow of 
roses and ferns, on which was the word, 
“Father.” The brothers sent a hand- 
some ivy wreath. Mrs. Henry F. King 
sent a beautiful foliage mound, and the 
pupils of the English and classical school 
sent an upright anchor of sunset roses, 
ferus and white flowers. The remains 
were takeu to Medfield for interment in 
tiie family lot in the Medfield cemetery. 
The pall hearers were Messrs. L.G. Pratt, 
E. P. Bond, Asahel Wheeler and Benja- 
min F. Otis.

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In The Newton Graphic of August 24, 
1888, in a letter written by Miss Hup- 
good to tlie Newton school board con- 
cerning her dismissal from lirst assist- 
antship in the Adams school, there occur 
statements for which I am made respon- 
sible, that havo misled readers, and in- 
justice is done the Superintendent of the 
Newton schools and the district school 
committee of Newtonville. 

Miss Hapgood,ueverthelcss,I feel suro, 
has not consciously misstated any fact, 
but the following elucidation is due to 
all persons coucerned. 

o tlie r n rfi ar ge i s 'l act* o Hm rin oil y with Mr. 
Spinney, master of tlie Adams school. 
An interview with him lias failed to fur- 
nish evidence to support tliis charge.” 
Owing to the ill health of tlie first assist- 
ant during tlie last year or two of her 
teaching in tlie Adams school, “harmo- 
ny” was impossible. This and its inev- 
itable accompaniments were noticed by 
tlifi superintendent and district commit- 
tee and I was questioned on the subject 
from time to time, supplementing my an- 
swers by always adding that in my opin- 
ion a year’s rest would restore health and 
“harmony.” In the “interview” referred 
to I may not have been plain enough but 
I did not think “harmony” was estab- 
lished as a fact. 

2. “I fancy doubts on this point exist 
in the minds of the committee. I am 
happy to be able to refer you to Mr. 
Spinney for the confirmation of my state- 
ment.” 

1 do not think any “doubts on this 
point” existed iu the minds ot the local 
committee. They knew of disharmony. 
In the “interview” 1 said t lint I should 
be happy to have any committee referred 
to me. in L would call if desired and tell 
what I khew on tlie subject; but a mis- 
understanding lias put me into a letter 
and finally into print in a very misleading 
way. 

3. “My dismissal was accomplished 
without consultation with him who must 
necessarily be bettor informed concerning 
my methods and imperfections than any- 
one else, and his surprise at my nou- 
election was as great as my own,” 

That 1 was not consulted about the 
dismissal is only true as to tlie time im- 
mediately before dismissal. During tlie 
school years of 1885-87 I was conversed 
with many times ou tlie condition of 
affairs in tlie Adams School ami I stated 
facts which may liave influenced tlie 
committee’s action, but that was not in 
my mind. 

I think my knowledge and ouiuions of 

methods’, and “imperfections” referred 
to had been properly (perhaps not expli- 
citly enough) imparted to the persoii 
most interested. 

My surprise at “non-election” was 
great, not knowing any such decision 
probable. 

4. “Ought not tlie master witli whom 
tlie teacher has worked for a number of 
years to be allowed to give bis testimony 
as to her fitness or un-fitness for Im- 
position?” 

It is difficult for a master of a school 
when talking over school matters with 
school officers concerning any teacher iu 
his school, not to express Ins opinion as 
to “her fitness or uii-litness tor her pos- 
ition,” though not even dreaming lie is 
causing a “dismissal.” 

1 |Ii't what I liave written even seems to 
njure anyone I regret it exceedingly but 
a sense of fairness impels me to do what 
I here liave done, and 1 wisli that 1 alone 
may be injured it any-one must be.

THE C'LAFLIN GUARD 

CELEBRATE THEIlt EIGHTEENTH ANNI- 
VERSARY ON WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

The 18th anniversary of the Claflin 
Guard was celebrated Wednesday even- 
ing by a banquet at Armory Hall, at 
which a large number of 5th Regiment 
officers and other military men, member* 
of the city government and prominent 
citizens were present. The supper wa* 
served in Paxton’s best style in the main 
hall, which was decorated with Chinese 
lanterns, and from a bower of evergreen 
and greenhouse plants on the platform, 
an orchestra furnished excellent music 
during the supper. 

Commander Kennedy presided and af- 
ter the tables had been cleared, wel- 
comed the guests in a cordial manner, 
and said that he was glad to see that the 
Claflin Guard had so many friends. He 
spoke of the excellent condition of the 
company at present and of the great 
changes that had been made in the 
last thirty years, and the amount 
of knowledge now exacted from the of- 
ficers and the strict attendance to drill 
expected of the men. compared with the 
laxity that prevailed among the militia 
before the war. The past had been a 
very successful year. The company had 
gone into camp with 01 out of 62 men, 
and they had made a good record. In 
conclusion he read a letter from Paymas- 
ter H. B. Parker of the first regiment, 
regretting his inability to be present, ami 
saying that he was glad to hear such 
good news of Company C. A comman- 
der was powerless unless he was cordial- 
ly assisted by his men, and it was upon 
the union and interest displayed by the 
men that the standard of a company de- 
pended. 

Captain Kennedy then introduced 
Mayor Kimball, who was received with 
cheers. He congratulated the company 
on its excellent record, and on possessing 
such active and energetic young men. 
He thought that there was no doubt bnt 
that if the company were ever called up- 
on to help enforce the law, which he 
hoped would not be the case, they would 
be fouud ready to respond in an effect- 
ive manner. He welcomed the guests on 
behalf of the city and said that in hon- 
oring the Claflin Guard they honored the 
city of Newton. He was glid to see that 
the company in the Boston parade were 
a credit to the city.and thought that mil- 
itary training must be acknowledged to 
be a good thing, when the company had 
given to Newton of its former cap- 
tains such an excellent city clerk and 
treasurer; and had also furnished a ma- 
jor (prolonged cheers) who was instruc- 
tor of the high school battalion.

troops to protect the National capital. 
He also gave a practical temperance sto- 
ry about one of his officers du: ing the war 
and warned the men to beware of rum. 
He was glad to know of the excellent 
reputation of the Clafliu Guard and con- 
gratulated the members ou the honora- 
ble position they occupied. 

Captain Kennedy said he was glad to 
say that there had been a great improve- 
ment in this respect and that there was 
very little over-indulgence in liquor now 
in the State militia.

THE moil WATFR SERVICE HEARING 
LARGELY ATTENDED. 


Both bran ch on of the city government 
were in session Monday night. In the 
hom'd of aldermen all the members were 
present and Mayor Kimbnll presided, 
.lames W. Freifch was declared elected 
alderman from Ward 7 and was sworn m 
by Mayor Kimball. 

Alldermen Nickerson, Johnson and 
French were appointed a committeo to 
unite with a committe from the common 
council in nominating a member of the 
Board of Overseers of the poor.to till the 
vacancy caused by tho death of Geo. E. 
Allen. 

Tho appointments of ward officers^ 
made to fill vacancies at tho last meeting, 
were confirmed. 

Alderman Potteo presented an order 
for tho purchase of a life-saving appar- 
atus for the fire department in accord- 
ance with an act passed by the last leg- 
islature, and the cost, $175, was charged 
to the general appropriation for the fire 
department. The apparatus consists of 
a jumping net, $100, a canvas sliute, $37.- 
50, a Dixon arrow and gun. $25 00. Al- 
derman Pettee explained that the appa- 
ratus must be provided before Nov. 1st, 
1$SS, and that it was intended to trans- 
fer the cost to the miscellaneous depart- 
ment, when any money was found for 
that department. 

BJCSIQ I NATION AND PROMOTIONS. 

In accordance withjrecommendation of 
Chief Bixby, C. W. II. Boulton was 
granted an honorable discharge as fore- 
man of Engine No. 1, he having removed 
from the city. Edward W. Lyons was 
promoted from assistant foreman to 
foreman, J. F. Horrigan. 2nd, from liosc- 
man to assistant foreman, B. F. Tripp 
from substitute to foreman, tho appoint 
ments to date from Sept. 15th. 

Alderman Nickerson presented the 
petition of I.. G. Pratt and others for 
the straightening and widening of Ho- 
mer street, from Chestnut street to Val- 
entine street; referred to Highway com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Johnson presented tho peti- 
tion of the Newton Centre drum corps, 
for permission to parade in the streets of 
the city tho balance of the year; grant- 
ed. 

A. R. Mitchell gave notice of intention 
to build three dwelling houses, 25 feet by 
40. on Court street, Ward 2. 

On motion of Alderman Johnson, II. 
H. Hunt was granted a permit to erect a 
dag pole on Davis street. 

WATER IlONDS. 

On motion of Alderman Childs, the 
City Treasurer was authorized to sell 
$10,000 of 4 per cent, water bonds, the 
proceeds to be devoted to water con- 
struction. 

Alderman Childs said that the bonds 
were to be sold to the sinking fund com- 
missioners who had that amount of mon- 
ey on hand. 

DOG TAX. ^ 

On motion of Alderman Childs, tho 
$2,000 41 received from the county treas- 
urer, from the dog tax levied in l$$7,waa 
given to the general appropriation for 
schools. ^ 

NEW WATER LOAN. 

In accordance with Chapter $3, acts of 
the|Legislature of 1SSS, the Mayor and 
City Treasurer were authorized to have 
prepared certificates of debt of the New- 
ton water loan, of $1,000 each, bearing 4 
per rent, interest, payable senr-annual- 
iy. running 30 years, to tho amount of 
*100,000, and that the certificates when 
sold be registered by the city auditor. 

AMENDING THE RULES. 

On motion of Alderman Childs the 
joint special committee on rules and ord- 
ers, were directed to consider the joint 
rules and orders with a view to making 
such changes as might be necessary. 

LIGHTING TIIE STREETS. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, the 
Street Light Committee authorized to 
continue the present contract for lighting 
the streets until otherwise ordered. | 

On motion of Alderman Chadwick, the 
Newton Electric Light and Power Co., 
were granted license t« * put up poles on 
Bridge street. Irotu Watertown to Cali- 
fornia streets, to place an arc light at 
Bemis bridge; when the workmen wish to 
work late in order to iinisli the bridge 
contract, a plan of the location of the 12 
poles were tiled. 

J. C. Coombs and others asked for a 
stieet lamp on Oakland Street, Ward 1; 
rufen ed. 

HIGH WATER SERVICE HEARING. 

•Hie hearing on the petition of resi- 
dents of Chestnut llill for a high water 
service was then opened, both boards 
meeting in jointennventiun. 

Hon. Leveret t Saltonstall was the first 
speaker and said that the petition stated 
tne ease so plaiuly that there was but 
little to add to it. Several of the gentle- 
men who were directly interested were 
uuahlc to he present, and had asked him 
to represent them. Mr. Knapp, who had 
bought a tract of font acres on South 
street, wrote to him that he was very 
much interested in having high service, 
as he wanted to Guild a house for himself 
there as soon as he sold his property on 
Beacon street. Boston, hut he could not 
do it uu1c.sk the city put in high service. 
Mr. Stearns who had also bought a lot ou 
South street had written to him that the 
absence of a water supply was a great 
objection to his building. C. 11. Black- 
well of B »ston bad also bought a lot of 
laud intended to build if the city would 
put in a high water service, and tliore 
was a good deal of vacant land in tl.e 
most desirable part of Chestnut Hill, 
which would be brought •iuto the mar- 
ket as soon ;is high water service was 
provided. He had had no time to pre- 
pare any facts, and did not kuow all the 
residents that would he benctittcd. but 
bo could speak for UitQsoll and Mr. 
George C. Lee, who was present, lie 
had come to Chestnut Hill 33 yetir* ago, 
whun the place was ouly a bare hill side. 
He au«yiis neighbors were very fond of 
tlie city, which was admitted to lie tho 
m ist beautifully situated suburban city 
in the vicinity of Boston. The lack of a 
water supply was a great annoyance. At 
his house the water would drip into the 
kitchen, hut it took a man an hour a day 
to pump water iuto the tank to supply 
the rest of the house, so that in this re- 
spect lie was no better off than before the 
city water was introduced. The pump 
iug a great annoyance, as in the bu- 
sy season tho man was cubed away from 
work that needed to bo done, to pump 
water. Hu had to pay the same water 
rates as people who were free from this 


annoyance, and it did not seem exactly 
fair. He know that the high water ser- 
vice would involve a largo expense, and 
for this reason th: resident* of Chestnut 
Hill had submitted and said nothing, but 
they now felt that the time has come for 
something to bo done. Chestnut Hill 
was a growing place and would grow 
rapidly if it had the benefit of eity wa- 
ter. Mr. R. H. White was perhaps tho 
most unfortunately situated, as tho water 
only came to his premises and hnd to bo 
pumped to his house by steam. All of 
Waban Hill, tlio most beautiful location 
in the eity, must depend on high service, 
and also all that district between Mr. A. 
D. S. Bell and Mr. Edward Sawyer. The 
introduction of a high service would 
greatly increase tho value. of property in 
that section and would therefore not be 
an extravagance on the part of tho city, 
as in time the increase in taxable proper- 
ty would more than pay all the expenses 
Involved. We ask for It now, if itehould 
be consistent with the present state of 
the city’s finances. We can’t say what 
would lie the best way, but the top of 
Waban Hill is one of t lie most beautiful 
spots in the vicinity of Boston, and he 
thought, it would be a groat pity for the 
city to lose it as a place of public resort. 
All can go there now and enjoy the mag- 
nificent view, which would be more at- 
tractive every year as the surrounding 
country was built up and improved, amt 
if a small lot on tho top of tho hill be- 
longed to the city, every one who was 
driving through Newton could go there 
and enjoy the scene, and it would prove 
an attraction to draw people to New- 
ton. It was tho fittest place for a reser- 
voir that could he found. 

MR. W. F. SLOCUM 

was the next speaker, and appearod for 
Mr. A. D. S. Bell, who was absent on a 
Western trip. In Mr. Bell’s kitchen the 
water dripped slowly, and it had been 
necessary to lower the wash-room three 
feet in order to get water tliero, and the 
water had to bo pumped into tho sec- 
ond story. On the high part of Bea- 
con street it took seven minutes to till a 
pail. of water in the houses there. The 
three houses on South street had to 
pump to get water into tlieir houses. 
Mrs. Johnson could only get it on the first 
story and other cases might l»e cited. The 
petition boro the names of citizens who 
paid $7,000 in taxes annually, and tho 
residents in the district who would be 
benetitted paid about $14,000 yearly to 
the city. The section also needed water 
for protection from fire. and the facts were 
well known to the Water Board. When 
water was introduced in 1872, tho high- 
er distiicts were not occupied* Now 
the higher laud is in demand for the 
La st class of residences, the land is in- 
creasing in value, and was rapidly being 
tiken up, and it is only fair that all 
citizens should be treated alike, and 
g.ven equal advantages. Ti e e now were 
s one 1000 acres in the city mat needed a 
high water service, one eighth of the 
t rritory of Newton. Brooklinu 
gives her residents high water 
service on ground quite as high as any in 
Newton, and ou that side of the line 
more new buildings are oeing put up 
than on this, which is attributed largely 
to tho high water service. lie should 
dislike very much to have any people in 
that corner of Newton ask to bo set otT to 
Brookline, on the ground that Brookline 
ottered more advantages, as Newton 
ought to do as much for tier citizens as 
Brookline did. He knew something of 
the controversies over the division of 
towns, and they had arisen in every case 
because one part of the town became 
dissatisti *d and thought they were not 
receiving fair treatment from the rest ot 
the town. In this matter Newton can- 
not afford to delay and have the resi- 
dents in Chestnut Hill , become dissatis- 
fied. lie was not authorized to speak on 
j this point, but it was only natural for 
people to want to be where thoy could 
get the most for their money. It was 
time that Newton decided to pu _ in a 
high water service and have it re idy for 
: use as soon as possible. 

MR. S. L. POWERS 

1 appeared for Mr. R. II. White, who was 
unable to be present, but was very anx- 
ious to have something done as soon as 
possible. He had built a fine residence 
in Chestnut Hill, on a lot comprising 
some 17 acres of land, and his estate wa*. 
assessed at nearly $100,000. He gets no 
lienelit now from the water service, as 
tlie water is brought only to his grounds, 
from whence if has to be pumped to his 
house. His is only one case out of many. 
The report of the water hoard in 1*83, 
stated that one twentieth of tho popula- 
tion was not properly served, and "tie 
eighth of the territory. This questi u 
involved both a matter of justice and "t 
policy. It was not just that one twenti- 
eth of the people should pay the same 
proportion of taxes as the rest of the 
eity and then not teceivo the same ad- 
vantages. It gave them a right to come 
here and complain. As to the policy, it 
was very foolish "of to .’furnish the best 
portions of the city, such as 
Mount Ida, Waban Hill, Oak Hi 1, 
ami Chestnut Hill, where the liuest resi- 
dences were being built, and when the 
most desirable building sites were, wit i 
just as good advantages as the less de- 
sirable parts of the city. Tho best 
residences were being built on the high 
lands, and the more of such residence* 
wo had the greater would he tho addi 
tion to tiic valuation of the city. No 
town near Boston, save Newton, lets one 
eighth of its residents go without water. 
The original surveyor thought a low ser- 
vice better, and it answered for a time, 
but in IN'*! the water hoard reported in 
tavor of a high service and the question 
had been agitated ever since. The high 
service would bring into tho market a 
great deal of valuable land, and in the 
end the eity would be the gainer. People 
now object to building on Waban Hill or 
Oak Hill ou account of the lack of water. 
It is the business view to adopt a policy 
that will add to the valuation of the eity, 
the citizens would support you in doing 
this, as the citizens of Newton believe in 
a liberal and broad-mi tided way of 
managing city a Hairs. The citizens of 
Chestnut Hill have paid high taxes and 
have put up with lack of water, when 
other sections had Muter iu plenty; as 
Collector Saltousiall said, they ask you 
to give them high service if you can do 
it with no linancial injury to the city. 

Mr. George C. Lee said that lie did not 
get water in his house at all but ouly iu 
liis cistern. 

Mr. W. It. Dupee said that he endorsed 
the remarks of tho other speakers, and 
that lie had heard yesterday of an instance 
of the injury the lack of water was doing 
to Chestnut Hill and to Newton. A 
gentleman was looking for laud on which 
to build a house, and found some iu 
Chestnut Hill which just suited him: 
when lie heard tluit there was no water 
service lie gave it up and went across 
to Brooklinu and bought 35 acres there. 
It would be good business to put iu high 
i service. 

Mr. Justin Wiusor and Mr. John 
Lowell, Jr. also endorsed what had been 
said by former speakers, as to the need 
ol a high service. 

Mr. Midway of Newton Centre thought 
i 'the petition was a reasonable one and 
should be granted; be hoped also that the 


plan of having a small park on Walmn 
Hill would bo carried out, as it would 
add to the attractions of Newton and 
provo a paying investment. 

Mr. Gilbert said that Judge Bishop had 
intended to be present but was suddenly 
called away. His houso could not he 
served by the present water service, and 
he hnd expressed the hope that the ton 
of Waban Hill would bo chosen for the 
reservoir, before it was bought by pri- 
vate parties. 

Ex-Alderman Mason of Newton Centre 
said that ho was not personally interested, 
as bis houses did not lack for water, but 
ho was interested in the growth of the 
w ard, and tho developement of the most 
desirable section of the city. He argreod 
with all the arguments that had been ad- 
vanced, and as vice-president of the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion ho was interested in having a park 
on Waban Hill, whether thoro wns a high 
reservoir or a standpipe. The water 
board Shy that a reservoir and uugino is 
needed: if so, ho hoped the reservoir 
would be built on tho highest point of 
Waban Hill, which was the most, availa- 
ble site. If the whole bill could not be 
secured, the best part of it should he, and 
he hoped an observatory woul t be added. 

MIL E. W. CATE, 

president of the water board, said that 
in 1SS3 tho water board had 
gono over tho ground, and investigat- 
ed the details attending the introduction 
of high water service. They were try- 
ing now to find somo scheme which 
would not involve a large expense, but 
so far none bad been found. The water 
board appreciated the difficulties of 
thoso who dwelt in the higher parts of 
the city and would like to furnish assist- 
ance. The low servico had boon intro- 
duced under the theory that lighter ser- 
vico pipo could bo used and so save ex- 
pense, Imt the high service, if it was made 
general, would render necessary a new 
system of servico pipes all over the city, 
lie heartily agreed in the statement that 
something ought to be done, but just 
what should bo done ho could not say. 
The water board hoped to bo able to re- 
port some plan in two or three months, 
with estimates of the cost, etc. 

In answer to Judge Slocum, Mr. Cate 
said that it did not seem advisable to 
have a separate set of pipes for the high 
service. 

In reply to Alderman Petteo he said 
that the fire service on Mt. Ida was not 
just what it should be, as in ease of a 
fire on the highest point, it was feared 
that the water could not bo used effect- 
ively. The pipes in the sliced- were 
strong enough for the high service, but 
not those in the houses. 

Tho hearing was then declared closed. 

OTIIER MATTERS. 

M. J. Mullaney asked for damages, for 
being thrown from ids carriage, through 
a detect iu tho street; referred to claims 
committee. 

Edward Corrigan objected to the lay- 
ing out of Clinton street, and withdrew 
his name from tho potitiou. 

An order was passed, on motion of Al- 
derman Pettee, paying $500 to Mrs. Nan- 
cy Bakonian, for damage toiler property 
on Winter street, Upper Falls, by chang- 
ing the grade of the street, on condition 
that the tilling oil from tlie. sidewalk 
could bo taken for the completion of the 
work on the street. 

A number of Gills were reported and 
ordered p id. The license granted to W. 
B. II. Dowse, under suspension of the 
rules, for tho erection of a 
stable on Winthrop street, Ward 
three, was revoked, it having been 
granted under a misapprehension of tl»e 
facts, and a hearing was appointed for 
the 15th at N p. m. Mr. James Leighton 
appeared to nrotest against it. as the sta- 
ble was to he within 12 feet of his bay 
window, and directly on a lino with his 
house. He said that nothing had so far 
been done save staking out r.liu ground. 

EVENING SCHOOLS, 

An order was passed appropriating 
$800 for evening schools, from now un- 
til January 1, and it was explained by 
Alderman drills. Mayor Kimball read 
a loiter from Rev. Dr. Shinn in regard to 
the necessity for tho order, as tin* lew 
provides that such schools must be hoid. 

The order granting Dr. Dean permis- 
sion to use an iron service pipe came 
from tho Council refused, but the board 
of aldermen adhered to its action. 

In the Common Council a large amount 
of concurrent business was disposed of 
and the order appropriating $5.00) for 
work at tho stone crusher was tabled. 


GENERA It MEETING 

OF THE NEWTON NATURAL HISTORY SOCI- 
ETY IN ELIOT HALL. 


This society held its first meeting of 
the season in Eliot Block on Wednesday 
evening, Oct 3rd, and was of unusual 
interest. Mrs. Henry G. Spaulding ex- 
hibited a line, large double-specimen of 
fungoid growth, obtained iu the .Moosi- 
lnnko mountain region, iu which hoi son 
Harry had etched a very pleading picture 
| of the Moosilanko House and its sur- 
i roundings, li was a penknife picture, 
l ami showed womiorful skill in it> execu- 
, tion. The specimen and picture were 
i greatly admired by the audience. 

Dr. J. F. Fiisbiu exhibited several 
huge, beautiful shells from the Keys, oil 
tin- Gulf coast of Florida and the south- 
ern shore of (’ape Cod. They wore vari- 
eties of the Pyrnla. 

! The specimens Horn the Florida coast 
wore such as were used lor some pur- 
poses by the Mound Buildeis. Frag- 
ments and sometimes nearly perfect 
specimens of these shells were fo uni iu 
some of the mounds far up tuivaros the 
copper mines iu the vicinity ot the Gut u, 
Lakes. 

These shells formed an article o unde 
with the Indians, being carried fat in- 
land, and were used tor knives, chisels, 
hoes and other various purposes. The 
smaller shells were used for ornaments. 

One large specimen came from Capo 
Cod. This was obtained there by Mrs. 
Henry G. Spaulding. When taki n irora 
the water it contained the iviug niol- 
lusk. 't he uuim. 1 was kil ed by pulling 
i the shell iu boiling water uudl tueu re- 
moved. The operculum was shown ai d 
the manner of closing the front door 
when the auim il retreated within his 
shelly home. He has a powerful “toot”, 
by the aid of which ho moves himself 
and house from place to place in sea bot- 
tom. In this “foot” he carries a saw, 
which he uses to saw olf the edge of a 
clam or oyster shell, and then he makes 
a meal otf the other mollusk at his leis- 
ure. A distinguished scientist relates 
that once he saw a pyrnla saw oil the 
edge of a bivalve, and (hen holding the 
shel iu his stro ig foot, insert the edge 
of his own shell between the valves and 
pry it open, evidently using reasoning 
powers, and applied mechanics to obtain 
the animal within. 

Dr. Frisbie also exhibited a string of 
tho eggs of the pyrnla, at least two feet 
long, consisting of a large uiiuil or of 
discs, all joined together, each one of 
which contained from ten to thirty little 
pyruluH. When these eggs were laid by 
the female, the smaller end of tho strii.g 
sometimes stuck in tlie soft sand or mu I, 


and then tho wholo would wave with the 
sea weeds and grnsses ns tho waves 
moved backwards and fovewards. After 
a time, on the side of the disc opposito 
the string, a small opening is formed, 
ami the littio animal, in his own little, 
perfect, shelly house, drops out and sots 
up housekeeping and independent ex- 
istence on his own account. Tho lesson 
taught was a beautiful illustration of tho 
won lers found In ti e lower forms of an 
imnl life, which science is constantly 
unveiling and opening to tho understand- 
ing of all who desire a closer knowledge 
of the works of tho Creator. 

Tho follow ing officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, Geo. L. 
Chandler; vice-president, W. (’. Bates: 
sccrctaiy, Prof. S. E. Warren; treasurer, 
11. J. Woods; curator. Jesse Fewkcs. 

The President then delivered his annu- 
al address on“Trninps and camps around 
the Sandwich Mountains.” From Mr. 
(’handler’s well known abilities and sci- 
entific attainments a rare treat was an- 
ticipated and tho result proved their ex- 
pectations well founded. Last summer 
lie took a party of his pupils and friends 
to Squam Lake and camped on it< shores, 
making a long “Field Day” of their mid- 
summer vacation. He rapidly sketched 
their camp and its surroundings, des- 
cribed Squam and Winnopesaukeo Lakes 
and then outlined their fishing excur- 
sions and tramps through the valleys and 
to tho mountain heights in the vicinity. 
So vivid was his description of tho beau- 
ties they saw from Red Hill, Sandwich 
Dome and Chocorna summits, of moun- 
tain peaks, vallevs, lakes and rivers, that 
it almost seemed tlie real pictures were 
being shown, and not a person in tho 
audience but wished he or she had been 
with him to see and enjoy and profit by 
the information ho is so competent to 
give. Many bright criticisms and hu- 
morous passages added interest to his 
entertaining and instructive address and 
delighted liis audiero. It istobehopid 
that his paper will be published for Hie 
benefit of those who were unable to bo 
present and enjoy it. 

The society opens its tenth year suc- 
cessfully, and should ho fully supported 
by the citizens of Newton, for, as a pub- 
lic educator, it is continually disseminat- 
ing information among tho children in 
our schools as well as the adult popula- 
tion. At the November meeting Mr. 
Sydney R. Bartlett will give a paper on 
“A tour round the world.” It is expect- 
ed that at that meeting Prof. C. .1. May- 
nard will exhibit some fine specimens of 
corals, shells, birds, etc., obtained by 
him last winter at tho Bahamas. The 
public are always cordially invited to at- 
tend all the nicotines of this society.

Tariff, Progress nntl Wealth. 

To tho Editor of the aRAPinc : 

Tariff reform has become associated in 
the minds of some with the supposed aims 
of the Democratic party; it is assumed 
that Democrats can alone be lelied upon 
to reduce the revenue and reform the 
tariff. The record* of actual legislation 
during the past twenty-two years shows 
nothing to substantiate such a claim. 
Since 180(3 the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties, by virtue of a majority in 
tho House of Representatives, where all 
measures for reducing revenues must 
originate, have had tho power eleven 
years each. In that time tho Republi- 
cans, according to the usual estimates 
made when such legislation is proposed, 
have made these reductions of the reve- 
nue from customs duties:

In tho eleven years of Democratic con- 
trol of tho House, i.e., from March 4, 
1875 to March 4, 1881, and from 
March 4. 1S83 to the present date, 
there was a reduction of internal 
revenue taxes of $0,308,035; no reduction 
whatever of duties upon imports, no 
simplification, no revision, no reform of 
the customs laws. Passing from legisla- 
tion accomplished to pending proposi- 
tions, the case is oqually clear and of 
-similar import. The Republican bill 
proposos a com pleto revision of the tar- 
iff; it simplifies the provisions of the 
several schedules in such a way as will 
render the administration, of the law 
niofe efficient; removes ambiguities of 
expressions and incongruities of classifi- 
cations; provides more effectual checks 
upon frauds of undervaluation, and re- 
duces the revenue over $70,000,000. The 
Mills bill neither simplifies nor revises 
tho tariff. Tho uncertain phraseology 
which has caused endless disputes and 
suits against the government is retained; 
undervaluation frauds are positively en- 
couraged by tho substitution of ad valo- 
rem for specific rates in some instances, 
while tho reductions in duties are so 
hnade as will effect, in many cases, an 
iucrease in tho revenue, from tho encour- 
agement of enlarged importations. lu 
the words of a Democratic organ, the 
New York Sun, Oct. 5, ’88: “Leaving 
partisau polities and party platforms out 
of sight altogether, the senate plan is the 
surer, safer and more practical remedy 
for tho evils which President Cleveland 
so forcibly describos in his message of 
last December.” The underlying motive 
of the Mills hill was thus aptly indicated 
in a speech in Congress in 1832 by Mr. 
I lay no of South Carolina “an ad valorem 
duty on all articles protected and unpro 
teeted.” This principle was embodied 
in tho tariff for revenue of 1840, under 
which, in olevon years, tho National 
debt increased nearly ono hundred per 
cent. ' 

History repeats itself strangely: the 
probablo effect of the enactment of 
the Mills bill is tersely indicat- 
ed in a sentence pouned bv Presi- 
dent Adams in 1828: It would “only 
alloviato ono great National interest by 
the depression of another.” The scope 
of the Senate bill of 1888 is singularly 
well outlined by President Jackson in 
his first message in 1821). Ho says, “The 
general rule to ho applied in graduating 
the duties upou articles of foreign 
growth or manufacture is that which 
will place our own in fair competition 
witli those of other countries. Discard- 
ing all calculations of political ascendan- 
cy, the North, tho South, the Last and 
the West should unite in diminishing 
any burden of which cither may justly 
complain. The duties oil those articles 
of importation which cannot como in 
competition with our own productions 
are the first that should engage the af ten- 
lion of Congress in tile modification of 
the tariff.” 

Surely, no candid man, with such in- 
disputable records of history before him, 
cjui support tho Democratic party as a 
tariff reform party. If wo turn to past 
and present conditions of life here and 
in Kugland, the only free trade country 
of the first class, the facts seem equally 
cogent against Demociutio hypotheses: 
The preamble to the first tariff bill of 
1781) has a present applicability : “Where- 
as, it is necessary for the support of the 


government, tho discharge of tho debts 
of tho United States, and the encourage- 
ment and protection of manufactures, 
that duties be laid on goods, waros and 
merchandises imported.” None can deny 
that under tho protective tariffs of 1780, 
1810, 1824, 1828, 1832, 1842, 1801, tho ma- 
terial prosperity of tho country has 
shown a continuous gain. Tho undeniu- 
blo statistics of the English compiler, 
Mulhall, show :

Thus under tho existing fiscal system, 
which is that advocated by Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, 
Jacksofi, Clay, Hamilton and Webster, 
we have tho most wealth, the greatest 
value of manufactures ami of agricultur- 
al products, and most rapid progress, as 
well as tho smallest debt, the lowest 
rate of taxation per head, tho small- 
est number of failures and tho lowest 
ratio of pauperism, as compared with 
England which has a tariff for rovenuo 
only. Many well meaning tariff reform- 
ers think that everything is dear hero 
and cheap in England. Here again Mul- 
hall gives us faets. In 18S0 tho daily cost 
of living per inhabitant was; in the 
United Stntes8i 1-5 cents, 1880 30 cents, 
in the United Kingdom 41 3-5 cents. The 
cost of a workingman’s food in 1880 was in 
tho United States 33 per cent of his wages, 
in the United Kingdom 45 per cent. A 
fallacy which affects the imagination of 
tariff reformers is that import duties in- 
variably enhance the cost of both the 
imported and tho home made article. 
President Cleveland lias made this state- 
ment. Quite apart from any theories, 
experience has frequently demonstrated 
that il is a fallacy. Before tho duty on 
plate glass made the manufacture of the 
article practicable here, the price of 
imported plate glass was from $2 to 
$2.50 per foot. American plate glass 
brought the price to an average of $1 
per foot. Tho Meriden Britannia Co. 
state that when they were dependent up- 
on impoi ted nickel, the cost was from 
$1.50 to $2.00 per lb. After a duty was 
placed upon nickel, the production of 
native nickel was thereby stimulated, 
the price became 05 cents per lb. Mr. 
John Hopewell, treasurer of the Sanford 
Mills, states that as a direct result of tho 
manufacture of plush by his mills, ren- 
dered possible by an import duty on 
foreign plush, the price of plush in this 
market has boeu reduced some 40 per 
cent. It was proved beyond question 
during the hearings of the sub- 
committee of the Senate Finance 
Committee upou undervaluations, that 
tho foreigu manufacturer quotes his 
price and grades his terms and discounts 
to suit the necessities of this market; to 
circumvent our tariff, he is ready to sac- 
rifice his profits; when tho rate of duty 
is reduced, the price or tho discount will 
move too, so that the foreign producer, 
not the American purchaser, or consumer, 
receives the major benefit. Nor is tho 
duty tho sole element in the determina- 
tion of the selling price of the domestic 
manufacture. When the Grafton, Mass., 
Flax Mills were started in 1880, largely 
to make a stroug thread used in sowing 
the sole to the upper of shoes, on a 
sewing machine, standard threads for 
that purpose sold at from 70 cents to 75 
cents per lb., the duty ou such thread 
was 40 per cent ad. val. Today this thread 
sells at 54 to 57 cents per lb; the duty is 
Btill 40 percent ad. val., the cost of man- 
ufacture has not materially changed, tho 
thread sold now is quite as good, many 
think better, than in 1880. Competition 
is often a more potent force than tariff, 
as in this instance. 

But why reiterate a thrice told tale? 
It cannot ho gainsaid that wo are tho 
wealthiest, and tho least burdened peo- 
ple, with tho blessings of life more evenly 
and more generally diffused than in any 
other country on earth ; facts, observation 
and history prove this. Those who doubt 
the oflioacy of tho protective policy in 
superinducing this happy condition 
should prove that this country would be, 
or ever has been, or that any other coun- 
try is, similiarly blessed under a different 
fiscal system. This they have not as yet 
demonstrated; until tliev do, wo will 
subscribe to the patriotic sentimeuts 
Uttered by Henry Clay iu 1844 “Let the

TIIE PLEA FOR TARIFF REFORM. 

Eilltor of tho Newton Graphic: 

First let us clear our minds of cant. 
Tho question heforo the people in the 
presidential election this year is not Free 
Trade vs. Protection. It is whether the 
people of this country shall be taxed be- 
yond the reasonable requirements of the 
government. The earlier advocates of 
Protection never dreamed of laying taxes 
beyond tho country’s need of revenue for 
tho purposes of that policy. They look- 
ed upon Protection ns a temporary 
expedient to assist in the growth of our 
“infant industries,” It remained for the 
Protectionists of this day to favor unnec- 
essary taxation for tho sake of Protection, 
nnd to look upon Protection as a perma- 
nent policy, with tho avowed purpose of 
restricting foreign commerce by maintain- 
ing a higher level of prices inside our 
boundaries than outsido of them. 

Tho growth of this idea dates from the 
late civil war, when the tariff was made 
high for the purpose of securing the 
lnrge revenue needed, and still higher to 
compensate for tho taxi s levied for the 
same purpose on domestic manufactures. 
All Riich internal taxcB have been abol- 
ished, but the tariff is as high as it was 
when they were in existence. It has 
been maintained by tho influence of a 
comparatively small number of manu- 
facturers, who have been able by means 
of it to accumulate enormous fortunes. 
All the arguments we hear about the 
effect of tho tariff on tho wages of labor 
are made for the purpose of maintaining 
monopolies of capital. They do not 
hold water for a moment. Rates of 
wages are fixed by a thousand influences, 
but tho tariff is not one of them. The 
most powerful factor is the law* of supply 
and demand. Protectionists are very 
fond of comparing wages in this country 
with wages iu England— they seldom go 
farther and make the comparison with 
France, Germany and other Protection 
countries. Tho fact is that wages are 
higher in this Protection country because 
the conditions of Labor are more favora- 
ble here that anywhere else in the world, 
and next highest In Free Trade England, 
because the conditions of Labor, though 
less favorable than in this country, are 
more favorable than in any other. 

The position of the Republican party 
in this campaign is not honestly taken. 
A largo part of its members believe that 
tho revenue should be cut down to the 
requirements of the government, and 
that it would bo wiser to do this by 
lowering the tariff and abolishing the 
taxes on crude materials used in our 
manufactures than by removing the tax 
from spirits and tobacco, — about all that 
remains of internal taxation. Leading 
Republicans of all sections of the coun- 
try are on record in favor of reducing the 
tariff as much or more than proposed, 
for instance, by tho Mills bill. The Re- 
publican position is not honest because 
it has made this issue believing that, 
through tho selfish interests of monopo- 
lies and the ignorance of the wage- 
workers, it could carry the country on it. 
Tho issue was formulated by the same 
politician who saw, in a former cam- 
paign, “ono more President in (lie bloody 
shirr.” In view of this hope thousands 
of Republicans swing into line, some of 
them very reluctantly, no doubt, and 
denounce the Mills bill as a step towards 
free trade, insisting that the question be- 
fore tho people is Protection vs. Free 
Trade. 

I have not space to go into details as 
to the urgent . need of the country 
for markets for its surplus products; 
the effect of the war tariff, especially the 
taxes on crudo materials, in placing our 
manufacturers at a disadvantage with 
their foreign rivals; tho immunity which 
the Chinoso Wall of tho tariff gives to 
combinations for putting and keeping up 
prices, whereby tho people are swindled 
and monopolies are fattened; and the dis- 
astrous results to our merchant marine, 
once the prido but now the shame of the 
country. This last great interest, for the 
dovclopement of which our couutry is 
peculiarly adapted, is of threefold nature, 
involving as it does, the • building of 
ships, the carrying trade, and the trans- 
portation of our products to the markets 
of the world. Here is an interest, of 
more valuo to tho country, iu ali that 
makes a people rich, powerful and re- 
spected, than all our manufactures which 
depend on Protection for their profits, 
almost utterly destroyed by a policy 
which is powerless one inch beyond our 
shores. 

There is no chance to hopo for or to 
fear Free Trade in this country for a gen- 
eration to come. Tho need of a large 
revenue and that policy of taxation des- 
cribed by Colbert as the way to pluck 
goose so as to get the largest amount of 
feathers with tiio least squealing, will 
maintain custom houses for a long time 
to come. All the Protection needed can 
ho secured incidental to raising the reve- 
nue required, and this could be done 
under a more liberal modification of the 
tariff than any party has yet presented.

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The letters on the tariff question which 
are given in this issue of the Graphic 
will be read with interest by all thought- 
ful voters. The truth is of more impor- 
tance than the success of any political 
party, and the tariff question is one on 
which there are wide differences of 
opinion, both between the two parties, 
and among the different members of each 
party. The question is being discussed 
more thoroughly than ever before, and 
there is little doubt hut that the intelli- 
gent voter will have a fair idea of its 
bearings heforo the day of election. 

Mr. J. R. Leeson is probably one of the 
highest authorities in this section on the 
enefits of a protection policy, and as to 
the plans and purposes of the Home 
Market Club, of which he is a leading 
member. His letter is one of the strong- 
est campaign documents of the cam- 
paign, and as he is a citizen of Newiou, 
it is a matter for congratulation that it 
was given to the public through the 
Graphic, and in this way the city will 
secure a valuable advertisement. With 
the large number of able writers among 
the citizens of Newton, a Newton paper 
ought to at least equal the other surbur- 
ban papers, in regard to the value of its 
contents, and the series of letters which 
are being published in the Graphic show 
that the citizens are always ready to co 
operate in any scheme to advance the 
interests of the city. Mr. Leeson hacks 
up his statements with figures, and gives 
an able history of the Republican party’s 
policy in regard to the reduction of 
the tariff. 

Hon. E. B. Haskell takes up another 
phase of the question aud discusses the 
necessity for a reform of the tariff in a 
vigorous manner, which shows that he 
thoroughly believes in a reform policy. 
It is a valuable letter from a tariff reform 
standpoint, and from Mr. Haskell's pos- 
sition as one of the leading Independents 
of Massachusetts, will be accepted as in 
some sense an authoritative statement 
of their views. 

The two letters make a brilliant begin-

This is an educational cam- 
paign, we are told, and such letters can 
not help having a great educational influ- 
ence.

MORTGAGE FRAUDS. 


The recent discovery of mortgage 
frauds in New York city has called pub- 
lic attention to the work of title insur- 
ance companies, which make such frauds 
impossible. Bedell and Foster were able 
to perpetrate these frauds because of the 
carelessness of investors in regard to 
mortgages. If an investor lias not time 
himself to make a careful examination 
of title and registration, lie should place 
tliematteriu the bauds of some responsi- 
ble insurance company. 

The guaranteeing of titles lias already 
become an important business, and is 
dustiued to become more aud more so. 
When investors come to recognize this 
fact, as business men recognize the ne- 
cessity of insurance against fire, such 
scoundrels as Bedell aud Foster will find 
these frauds impossible. There has cer- 
tainly been gross carelessness on the part 
of Now York investors, and it is possi- 
ble that due precautions have not been 
taken in other large cities.

The Prohibitionists held a rally in Eliot 
hail, Newton, Wednesday evening, and the 
auditorium and gallery were completely 
filled. The exercises opened with a cor- 
net solo by Miss Parks, followed by a 
song bv Mrs. Alice Osborne. Mr. W. H. 
Partridge then made a short address, 
welcoming the large audience and intro- 
ducing Judge Robert C. Pitman, who was 
greeted with hearty applause. Before 
proceeding with his address, he called 
upen Rev. W. II. Cobh to offer prayer. 
After the reverend gentleman’s exhorta- 
tion. Judge Pitman addressed the gath- 
ering. upon the great moral issues advo- 
cated by the Prohibition party, and al- 
luded to some of the fallacious doctrine 
of the opposing parties. What is poli- 
tics? said the speaker. Some vounger 
men enter into politics for fun and some 
of the older ones too, I am afraid. There 
is a tendency to create an impression 
that politics is dirty, low business, in 
which the better men aro degraded by 
being mixed up with politicians and po- 
litical controversies. This idea is kept 
up by the politicians who desire to ex- 
tend this impression among the respect- 
able classes iu the communities in order 
to keep the management of affairs in 
their own hands. Some persons tliiuk 
that miuisters should have 

NO VOICE IN POLITICS, 
as it degrades their positiou. I haVe 
been attacked for venturing into a polit- 
ical contest, and I simply mention it to 
show the idea which remains in the 
minds of many, that men representing 
the better class had better keep oitf of 
politics altogether. The women are told 
that politics is a dirty pool, iu which 
their sensitive and delicate natures 
would receive a rude shock. If this be 
true, it is time that women entered into 
political contests armed with brooms to 
sweep away the garbage. The State is 
in the hands of the people, and every 
citizen has the right to enter into the po- 
litical light when the interest of the gov- 
ernment is concerned. To exercise the 
right of suffrage is a sacred duty. 

What are the issues iu the present con- 
test? 

1 remember an address which was de- 
livered by Mr. Mead before a convention 
of women, in which that geutlemuu said 
that there never had been a contest in- 
volving so little as the present. This I 
believe to be true. The attempt which 
is being made to mike the tariff a politi- 
cal issue is an attempt to lmmbug the 
people. If the Mills hill had been re- 
ported by the Repuhlicaus.it would have 
caused no excitement. In it, however, 
the Republican party saw a chance to 
stir up the manufacturers and laborers 
by a great cry about the reduction o the 
tariff. The taking off the duty on salt, 
lumber and wool is a clear benefit to New 
England. The lumber dealers in dis- 
tricts iu Maine don’t like the idea, hut 
every man who wants to build a house 
would he benefited. If lumber is cheap- 
ened there would he a boom in building, 
our mechanics would find employment, a 
demand for labor would be created and 
wages would he necessarily advanced. 
With regard to taking off the tariff ou 
wool, it would increase the profits of the 
wool business hv opening a foreign mar- 
ket for our manutnefurers. When you 
talk about reducing the tariff, the Re- 
publicans talk about the vast protective 
system, by which is meant a big trust to 
keep up the war taxes. It is a shameful 
' thing to have this matter ot business the 
; football of politics. Everybody under- 
stands that changes iu tho adopted sys- 
; tein must he altered with great care, that 
no hasty or inconsiderate changes 
should be made, lmt the necessity of re- 
forming the tariff is obvious even to the 
most enthusiastic Republicans. 

Another old issue is trotted out— the 
Southern question, aud even the hoys are 
unable to refiaiu troui crying out Chest- 
‘ nuts. It is wrong to count out a man’s 
| vote; it is wrong for a man to sell his 
i vote; lmt wliat has the Republican party 
•lone in the way of securing the suffrage 
rights in the negroes in the South? It 
lias simply trailed the colored men for 
political purposes. 

Gov. Long says the Republican party 
favors temperance legislation, hut the 
grog shops exist hv law, aud the law 
could not be enacted except by consent 
I of a Republican legislature, 
i The question for you and mu to uu- 
1 swor is, “can we escape the responsibili- 
ty of the grog shops iu Boston aud hi 
this state if wo allow the Republican 
party to legislate concerning tin* tariff'.’ '

You had better 
buy your crape for mourning now, for 
probably Blaine will form a trust and 
the price will go up. Seriously, my 
frionds, the Prohibition party is the par- 
ty of progruss|today ; eventually it will 
bocome the national party. The speak- 
er read some of the planks in the plat- 
form of the Prohibition party and com- 
pared them with the last clause in the 
Republican platform concerning the 
question of temperance.

Mrs. Osborne then told a 
short story, which she had read some- 
where, instead of again singing. The 

story was worth repeating “There 

wore twenty-five snakes in a street— that 
represents the liquor sold yearly, A 
man built a box with twenty-live holes 
in it for them, that is low license. An- 
other nmn built a box with fifteen holes, 
whereby they could all got out.— that is 
high license. A mau came and killed 
those snakes — that is prohibition.” 

When Rev. W. D. Haven, formerly of 
this village, rose to speak, ho was warm- 
ly welcomed. II is yoint was to show 
that the liquor question was of far great- 
er importance than either the question 
of tariff or surplus. 

After Mr. Haven’s address Miss Park 
gave another selection on the cornet and 
for an encore gave “Annie Laurie” which 
is always popular. 

Rev. O. P. Gifford of Boston was the 
last speaker of tiie evening. He wished 
every one to lie aroused to the import- 
ance of Prohibition, if one understood 
it, let him go forth and stir up the peo- 
ple. The country would never improve 
while the two leading parties were 
wrangliug over wool. His party looked 
higher than a sheep's back, and was 
pledged to carry out a great movement. 
5 Mrs. Osborne gave another selection 
and then the meeting closed.

Mr. J. Wallace Goodrich’* organ recit- 
al at tho Baptist Church on Thursday 
evening, Oct. 4, was very largely attend- 
ed. Wo have watched with tho groatest 
interest tho mimical dovelopomont of our 
young friend when, years ago, he aston- 
ished und delighted large audiences with 
his remarkable piano playing, ami gavo 
every promise for future distinction ns a 
musician. Wo are more than pleased 
tlint the promises of his boyhood hnvo 
ripened into tho rich fruition of his 
approaching manhood; and wo predict 
that, ere long, Mr. Goodrich will easily 
take rank with the leading organists of 
this country. HiH musical nature is 
remarkable for its strength nnd depth of 
teeliug. nnd, combined with these quali- 
ties, extreme tenderness and grace arc 
not lacking. 

Tho organ selections, five In number, 
represented a large variety of styles and 
were rendered in a thoroughly satisfact- 
ory manner.

The 
beautiful quality of tone which Nowell 
draws fiom a violin ought t.o bo studied 
and imitated by others who are too early 
satisfied with ordinary scraping, rasping 
ami fiddling upon the violin. His bow- 
ing is extremely graceful aud his phrasing 
clear, sympathetic and intelligent.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


TUB HO A HD OF ALDKRMKN HBAHS MUCH 
TALK ABOUT A STABLE. 


The board of aldermen was called to 
order by Alderman Pettee, Monday 
evening, in the absence of Mayor Kim- 
ball. with all the members present The 
reading of the minutes was dispensed 
with. 

A petition was received from Amelia 
P. Barber, for license to erect a stable on 
Summit street, Ward 1, and ordered pub- 
lished. 

J. H. Williams and others petitioned 
for the acceptance of Clifton street, 
Ward 2; referred to Highway commit- 
tee. 

An order was passed, authorizing the 
city treasurer to pay over to the city so- 
licitor $200, for expenses occurred in 
suits against the city, the amount to be 
charged to the miscellaneous fund. 

Thirty-seven thousand and one hun- 
dred dollars was appropriated for the 
expenses of the city during November. 

A communication from E. P. Gallup of 
Springfield was read in regard to ap- 
pointment of special policemen for the 
B. & A. R. R. 

An order, appointing polliug places 
for the November election, was read and 
ordered published. 

A petition was read from Chas. E. 
Billings, chairman of the building com- 
mittee of Eliot church, calling attention 
to the fact that the grade of Church 
street, in front of the church, was not in 
accord with the survey of the city sur- 
veyor, and asking that the grado of the 
street be raised and the sidewalk low- 
ered. so that carriages could drive on to 
the church grounds. Also that the ex- 
pense of the same should bo included in 
next year’s estimates. 

BtThe First Baptist society of Newton 
Centre asked to have the walks graded 
and concreted adjoining their new edi- 
fice on Beacon street. 

An order was passed, transferring $500 
from the appropriation for land dama- 
ges, to that for drains and culverts, Al- 
derman Nickerson explaining that the 
heavy rains had made an unprecedented 
demand on that department^ for tho re- 
moval of sand from the catch basius. 

An election bill was reported and or- 
dered paid. 

HEARING ON FLORAL STREET. 

The hearing on the laying out and ac- 
ceptance of Floral street was opened. and 
Messrs. Lane and Cole asked to have the 
street accepted through to Boylston 
street. The street is to be .laid out 
under the betterment act, and Mr. Lane 
said that although he had given the land 
for the street, paid taxes on it until 
within a year or two, and spent about 
$300 in filling it in, still he was willing to 
pay the betterments if he was not “bet- 
ered” too hard. 

Alderman Pettee said that the objec- 
tion to laying out to Boylston street, was 
that the Boston & Albany intended to 
separate the grades of Boylston street 
and the railroad, and wheu this was done 
the grade of that end of Floral street 
would have to be changed. Consequent- 
ly it would not pay to expend much 
money ou the street at present. 

The hearing was closed after a good 
deal of discussion. 

CHESTER STREET. 

The next hearing was on the laying 
out of Chester street, from Lincoln to 
Forest. Mr. E. II. Tarbell spoke briefly 
in its favor, after which the hearing was 
closed. 

An order was subsequently passed for i 
the laying out of Floral street from 
Walnut street, only a portion of its 
length. 

MR. DOWSE* S STABLE. 

Next came the hearing on the license 
for Mr. W. B. H. Dowes’s stable, which 
was extended at great length, Mr. Steph- 
en Tbacher appearing for the remon- 
strants and Mr. Dowse for himself. 
After an hour or more of an endeavor to 
instruct the board in the points of law, 
tho board was somewhat surprised at 
receiving notification from Mr. Dowse of 
his intention to build a house 00 by 40.on , 
the lot, of brick and stone. 

Mr. Dowse opened the hearing by stat- 
ing that he did not waive any rights ho 
might have had under the ’license, first 
granted an i afterwards rescinded, but be 
would like to hear what possible objec- 
tion there could be to a man’s exercis- 
iug bis right to use his property in tho I 
way ho desired. 

Mr. Stephen Thacher read a strong re- 
monstrance signed by Peter Thacher, 
George I*. Whitmore, LI. L. Pike, N. C. 
Pike, Mr. Putnam. L. G. Pratt, H. A. In- 
man. Rev. Francis Tiffany, Mr. Leigh- 
ton, and every resident of the vicinity. — 
He also read a letter of remonstrance 
from Mr. Tiffany. He called ou Mr, 
Leighton to testify as to the reasons why 
Mr. Dowse wanted the laud, to which 
Mr. Dowse objected, but Mayor Kimball, 
who occupied the chair, overruled the 
objection. Mr. Leighton said that he 
sold the lot to Mr. Dowse, us he said he 
wanted it kept open to have a view from 
his house; and he gave me this reason as 
an inducement to sell to hi in. I removed 
the fences to which he objected as un ob- 
struction to bis view, and also trimmed 
up my trees to accommodate him. 

Mr. Thacher called ou Alderman Nick- 
erson to state why be favored granting 
the petition. Thu hitter said that lie 
gathered from what he heard that the 
stable was to be in the rear of Mr. 
Dowse's lot, and no one could object to 
it, and lie had told Alderman Johnson 
of the license committee that he thought 
it would be all right to grant the license. 

Mr. Thacher then showed a map of the 
street, and the proposed location of the 
stable, which would be on the corner lot, 
17 feet from Mr. Leighton’s Lay window 
and six feet in advance of the line of his 
house. 

Mr. Dowse explained that he really 
hud not decided unou the location for the 
stable; be bud told bis man to drive 
some stakes, so lie could see how it 
looked and get the opinion of bis neigh- 
bors 

Alderman Childs said that it seemed to 
him that the board was working in the 
dark. Tho neighbors objected and any 
one would to having a stable on a corner 
lot. It would be well for the board to 
wait until Mr. Dowse found out whether 
he really wanted to build the stable or 
not, ami where lie wanted to build it, as 
the bearing seemed to be wasting t lie 
time of the board. Besides, the Repub- 


licans of Wards One and Seven are mak- 
ing a tremendous effort to savo the coun- 
try to night, and several members of tlie 
board, myself included, want to see them 
do it. 

Mr. Thacher called on Councilman 
Hunt to testify in regard to tho injuri- 
ous way a stable would affect property 
in that locality. Mr. Hunt stated that 
tho value of the adjacent estates would 
be lessened by from $2,000 to $3,000 each, 
whilo it would be impossible to sell them 
for anything near their present valuation. 
To Mr. Dowse, he said that Mr. Dowse’s 
own estate would bo injured in the same 
proportion. 

Mr. Dowse claimed that this had no- 
thing to do with tho caso. The board bad 
only to dowith the fire risk and the danger 
to life, and he quoted at length from the 
Belger decision to favor his statement. 

Mayor Kimball reminded him that the 
laws had been changed since then, and 
new ordinances framed to meet the re- 
quirements of law. 

Mr. Dowse said that eminent counsel 
had tohl him that the present ordinances 
gave the city no additional power, ami 
in reply to questions from the Mayor 
said that the stakes did represent sub- 
stantially tho proposed location of bis 
barn and it would bo as handsome ns any 
house on the street. If Ins neighbors 
had only called on him and stated their 
objections there would havo been no nted 
of tho hearing. 

Mr. Thacher said that tho deed from 
Mr. Leighton restricted any building be- 
ing placed within 40 feet of the street. 
He did not believe tho board would es- 
tablish the precedent of nllowing stables 
to be placed on front corner lots. A 
stable in such a place would certainly 
prove a great nuisance. 

Mr. Secromb said that Mr. Dowse bail 
said that this was not a question of senti- 
ment or esthetic taste, be knew that Mr. 
Dowse’s policy was pursued in Brooklyn 
and New York, where soap lactoiies ami 
cheap tenement bouses were built next to 
handsome dwellings, the owners claiming 
that they had a right to do as they 
wished with their own property, but 
New England men boasted that it was 
different in New England. It was one of 
tho charms of Newton that property ow- 
ners were protected from offensive 
buildings being placed next to their resi- 
dences. If such a permit was granted be 
could only say that he considered it 
fortunate that he had sold his house 
in Newton, and ho should certainly not 
build a cottage for his mother on the lot 
opposite the stable, as he intended. He 
thought the inauguration of such a pol- 
icy would be of trre.it and lasting injury to 
Newton. The claims of good fellowship 
and neighborly feelings ought to be con- 
sidered and if his neighbors objected to 
a stable lie certainly should not wapt 
to build one^ 

Mayor Kimball ruled that Mr. Dowse’s 
claim that the board had no right to re- 
scind his license was unfounded, and 
that the board had a right to rescind the 
license, as it srated that the license was 
granted through misrepresentation. 

Mr. Dowse objected to the word, and 
said that he knew of no misrepresentr- 
tion. 

Mr. Nickerson stated that he recom- 
mended granting the license, from the 
belief that no one would object, and for 
that reason tho application was not ad- 
vertised. 

Alderman Childs said the board had a 
right to rescind, and a man had no moral 
right, even if he had a legal right, to in- 
jure the property of his neighbor. He 
believed that there was a cat in the meal 
somewhere, of which the board did not 
know, and he thought the board should 
wait until it understood the matter. 

Alderman Johnson condemned the 
practice of suspending the rules and 
granting licenses, without proper adver- 
tising, which so often caused trouble. 
He thought the question whether a man 
had a right to injure the property of his 
neighbors, and that the board was pow- 
erless, should be looked iuto. and on his 
motion the question was referred to the 
City Solicitor. We assume that wo have 
the right, but it wouldr be well to get a 
legal opinion, he *a‘ia. 

Mayor Kimball stated that if Mr. 
Dowse assumed that he had a license, he 
should have to have an injunction served 
upon him. 

After a good deal more of rambling 
discussion the hearing was declared 
closed. 

CHESTER STREET. 

The motion to have Chester street laid 
out was defeated, as it called for an ex- 
penditure on the part of the city. 

Alderman Johnson opposed it, and 
said that ho believed in treating all alike, 
and not in charging one party and giving 
to another. 

Alderman Pettee claimed that the 
street was one of the old town roads and 
an exception should be made. 

Alderman Ward said it made but little 
difference when a street was laid out, all 
should be treated alike. The order was 
defeated 3 to 2. It was afterward amend- 
ed. providing for its acceptance when 
laid out to the appoval of the City Engi 
neer.

W. B. Colligan gave not ice of intention 
to build a house 30 by 40 on Waltham 
street. 

W. B. II. Dowse gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a stone and brick house 00 
by 40 on tho corner of Perkins and Win- 
throp street.

An order was passed that all sums 
from the sale of the old steam engine, of 
horses, road material, and from rent of 
street roller, be added to appropriation 
for highway general repairs. 

The board then adjourned to next 
Monday evening, to elect an Overseer 'of 
the Poor.

POSITION OF THE INDEPENDENTS. 


Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

At your request I present my view of 
the position of the Independents. 

The existence of distinct political par- 
ties is advocated ou the ground, that rep- 
resenting different tendencies and prin- 
ciples, one corrects the defects and er- 
rors of another, aud that thus, on the 
whole, they secure such legislation as 
best promotes the common welfare. 

This theory presupposes in a party, 
the single purpose to seek, as the only 
justification of its existence, purity of 
government and wisdom in legislation: 
and in order to secure these ends— calm 
and deliberate judgment, an honest de- 
sire to got at the truth, and a disposition 
to weigh fairly the merits of the ques- 
tions before the public. 

But practically, parties seldom con- 
form to these conditions. They com- 
monly tend strongly to engender an un- 
due party spirit, which makes party suc- 
cess the primo consideration in political 
contests. When this is the case it is ob- 
vious that the greater interests of the 
country as a whole, aro likely to suffer. 
Measures are proposed or opposed, less 
with regard to their intrinsic merits than 
to their probable influence upon the par- 
ty’s prospects. Measures intrinsically 
good are opposed by one party, lest the 
other should get the credit of passing 
them. Much needed legislation is re- 
tarded and many interests suffer, while 
forensic combatants waste weeks or 
mouths in worfly squabbles or angry dis- 
putation. 

The ponding Presidential election af- 
fords ample and lamentable evidence of 
this effect of party ties, in influencing 
men’s views and conduct, making them 
unjust to their opponents, false to their 
•own previous professions, and ready to 
circulate any “campaign lie” that will 
seem to aid their cause. 

This disgraceful character of the con- 
test shows how important is the exist- 
ence of a body of meu, who, free from 
party bondage, will labor with honest in- 
dependence to elect the best men, with- 
out regard to their party names, to 
promote the best measures, originate 
with whom they may, and who, by the 
weight of their influence, may turn the 
scale in favor of purer politics and bet- 
ter government. 

Belonging to no party, the Independ- 
ent is the critic of all parties. He holds 
the position of a judge, who hears the 
pleas of opposing parties, but, exempt 
from the influences which bias them, can 
form a more impartial judgment concern- 
ing the men and measures they advo- 
cate. As the true object of political 
contests should be, not merely the as- 
cendancy of one or auother party, but 
the better promotion of the common 
welfare, the Independent stands on 
the vantage ground of being able to la- 
bor distinctly, for no merely party issues 
but for the one paramount object— the 
beuellt of the whole community. 

The day for the Independent, then, has 
not gone by with one change iu the ad- 
ministration. This function is needed to- 
day, and will be needed w’liile popular 
government is carried on by the machin- 
ery of parties. 

In this campaign, Independents, acting 
ou their own convictions, will favor one 
or the other party, without ceasing to 
respect iu each other conscientious dif- 
ferences. The position of the largo ma- 
jority of Independents, so far as I can 
judge, is this— they credit President 
Cleveland with a generally satisfactory 
administration, under which the couutry 
has prospered as fully as under any Pres- 
ident of late years. They think that he 
deserves great praise for his independ- 
ence in vetoing so many fraudulent 
claims for pensions. Aud iu regard to 
the tariff, that he advocates uothiug like 
“free trade,” but only proposes such 
moderato changes as many leadiug Re- 
publicans, both dead aud liviug, have 
strongly advocated. 

While the fact that each party offers 
its own reform bill, making changes aud 
reduciug the revenue, shows clearly that 
both recoguize the necessity of some re- 
form of the tariff, and makes it certaiu 
that whoever is chosen President, some 
chauge is sure to be effected. 

As to civil service reform, which many 
regard with Mr. Curtis as the most vital 
topic before the couutry, Independents do 
not think the President quite so black as 
his opponents delight to paint him. They 
udmit freely that he has uot come up to 
their expectations. Their leadiug peri- 


odicals have spokon in no uncertain tonus 
tones on tho subject. The Baltimore 
Civil Service Reformer has boon strong- 
ly— o von bitterly, denunciatory, Tho 
Boston Civil Sorvice Record lint, spoken, 
though moro tomporately, in tho same 
vein, and has published tho official sta- 
tistics of all tho changes and removals in 
tho different departments, so far as they 
could be obtninod, iu ordor that the pub- 
lic might bo fully informed ns to the 
character and extent of tho changes 
made. 

But however much Independents may 
condemn the President for his shortcom- 
ings, they do nevertheless recognize that 
he has done much to aid Civil Service 
Reform. Though they do not condono 
his faults, they see no prospect of advan- 
tage in tho election of Mr. Harrison. 

Tho changes under President Cleve- 
land have boon so extensive that many 
more cannot be made should he bo re- 
elected. With tho Presidency secured, 
he will feel less need of propitiating the 
spoilsmen of his party, and will proba- 
bly make fewer changes, and extend (as 
he has already shown a purpose of do- 
ing) the operation of the Civil Service 
law to other departments. But should 
Mr. Harrison bo elected, there would 
surely bo a renewal of partisan changes 
on au extensive scale. For we have no 
reason to expect, even if ho had ever 
shown any decided interest in Civil Sor- 
vice Reform, that he would have more 
stamina than President Cleveland to re- 
sist the demands of his party for the 
spoils of office. For that party in its 
day has acted most thoroughly upon tho 
spoils theory. During five years Re- 
publican collectors in New York made 
removals in ono office of mon of their 
own party at tho rate of moro than one a 
day— 1078 removals being made in 1505 
days! nearly equal to tho romoval of 
every official twice in that time! And 
this feature of party spirit has not been 
outgrown, for campaign orators speak 
freely now of the expected overturn in 
the public offices if Mr. Harrison is elect- 
ed. There can be no gain to Civil Ser- 
vice Reform if such partisan removals 
are to follow every change of adminis- 
tration. We need more stability to ena- 
ble the reform to be oxtended and to 
crystalizo until wo approach much near- 
er tho results iu England, where four 
changes in the government have occurred 
within a brief period, without causing 
any removals except in a few of the 
most important offices. 

Independents think that more pro- 
gress will be made iu that direction by 
tho election of President Cleveland than 
by tho election of Mr. Harrison.

EXODUS OF THE INDEPENDENTS. 


MR. JAMES T. ALI.EN SHARPLY CRITICISES 
TIIEIR COURSE. 


That was a melancholy spectacle— the 
procession of the Newton* Independents 
from Nickerson’s Hall, on the night of 
October 3rd. It was undoubtedly intend- 
ed to be as august as the procession of 
the Equinoxes. Extended notices of the 
celestial movement were published the 
next morning in those moral reform or- 
gans— the Herald and Globe, “par nobile 
fratrum ,’’ that those mortals whose eyes 
were not dazzled by the actual sight 
might ho gladdened by its reflection; but 
to me the procession was intensely sad- 
symbolic of the moral decadonce or 
blindness that is sure to follow a too fa- 
miliar association with the Democracy — 
they “first endure, then pity, then em- 
brace;” shadowy forms they seemed— 
ghosts of their former solves, dancing at- 
tendance as it were, at their own politi- 
cal funeral. 

I thought of the venerable Robert C. 
Winthrop and the brilliant George S. 
Hillard heading a similar procession of 
Irreconcilables at the formation of the 
glorious Free Soil or Republican party, 
looking towards sunset in the vigor of 
their manhood, and celobrating their po- 
litical obsequies. Noble and brilliant 
meu they were, but politically dead and 
useless ever afterwards, honorable and 
gracious mon there, but alike destined 
to political extinction, left behind in the 
magnificent uprising of a great people, 
determined to re-establish the principles 
of the fathers — to blot out the disgrace- 
ful record of a party subservient to the 
South, now as thou, li Ave atyue «aZc” — 
“Peace to their ashes.” 

A fow words to their relations and 
friends may be allowed, not so much in 
the nature of reconciliation as of solemn 
warning. Nearly every ono whose name 
appears in this list of the immortals, uot 
originally a Democrat, is on record while 
in the flesh politically, as having said: 

“If the Republicans nominate a good 
man at Chicago, I shall vote for him.” 
Indignantly they exclaimed, “I am uot a 
Democrat,' I am a Republican; I defy you 
to read me out of that party.” 1 differ 
with you only in your estimate of Mr. 
Blaine. With Edmauds in 1884, with 
almost any Republican (save only aud al- 
ways Blaine) iu 1888, I am with you.” 
Well, wo havo nominated Messrs. Harri- 
son aud Morton— has any word been ut- 
tered derogatory to either of those gen- 
tlemen? Honorable, clean, able meu, 
Mr. Harrison like ox-Governor Robinson 
in the Butler campaign, growing iu 
public estimation with every public ut- 
terance, astonishing and delighting his 
friends and coufouuding his euemios, a 
a typical American, a loyal soldier, an 
able lawyer, an houorublo senator. Air. 
Morton, a wise, successful merchant, 
whose name is associated with that of a 
Boston merchant, tho honored father of 
one of these Newton Independents, iu a 
deed so rare, us to cast a halo of gloiy 
about the actors, viz., the voluntary pay- 
ment of a debt of *200,000, from which 
the law absolved them, a distinguished 
representative of our government iu Par- 
is, always a gentleman aud au honest 
mun. Will any one of these Independ- 
ents venture to compare Mr. Cleveland 
or Mr. Thurman with these patriots 
either in reputation or character? Why, 
theu, have these Independents experi- 


enced this change of heart? Is It that 
they may illustrate their Indopondence 
of any charge of consistency? 

Tho -Independent movement was a 
movement against Mr. Blaine and for 
Civil Sorvico Reform. Tho country lias 
not forgotten, if these gentlemen have, that 
Civil Servico Reform emblazoned upon 
all tho banners, was tho oriflamme of the 
Independents. "/»» hoc ni(/no vlnchnun ,” 
was their stridulent monologue. Wo 
will swallow Mr. Cleveland witli his un- 
savory reputation, we will consort with 
unrepentant rebels and make our beds in 
tho sty of the city democracy — we will 
risk all, wc will venturo all, because of 
Mr. Cleveland’s promise to Messrs. 
Schurz and Curtis— ‘to bo t*uo to tho 
principle of Civil Service Reform.’ ” 

Well, these gentlemen succeeded in 
defeating Mr. Blaine and installing the 
democracy In the departments at Wash- 
ington. Are they satisfied with their ex- 
periment? Arc men generally satisfied 
when they fail utterly in their aim? 
Where nre tho Imnners of 1884 which 
they so proudly bore? Rent and torn iu 
the mad rush of the democracy, who, as 
victors, demanded the spoil’s and got 
them too, Mr. Cleveland’s promise to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

In whose keeping are those civil sor- 
vice banners to-day? Where they should 
bo— in tho keeping of the party that gave 
birth to the principle. 

Read tho significant utterance of the 
Chicago platform. Never before was 
that principle so completely and satis- 
factorily embodied in a political plat- 
form; all the more significant and in- 
spiring when compared witli the brief 
perfunctory statements of the St. Louis 
platform, to which, meagre as they are, 
the Cleveland administration giv«’s the 
lie. 

The Independent movement, then, is a 
failure. What reason was there for its 
continued existence? None whatever. 
Yet it lived in a moribund state, to he 
seen between the date of the Chicago 
convention and the lauding of Air. Blaine 
in New York. Slowly the party was dis- 
integrating, its particles moving in obe- 
dience to tho law of affinity, either to- 
wards the Democratic party, as the party 
of Free Trade, or to the Republican, as 
the party of Protection. A few, proba- 
bly, effervesced in the direction of the 
Prohibition party. When the electric 
tones of this natural leader of men were 
heard in generous advocacy of the elec- 
tion of a rival, sinking all personal consid- 
erations in the interests of his country, a 
shiver, a tremor went through the Inde- 
pendent mass. Messrs. Curtis, Jones 
and Godkin were seized with convul- 
sions. Again was seen a sad but most 
interesting illustration of that strange 
disease or hallucination, termed by the 
medical faculty, “neuro mimesis,'’ or ner- 
veous mimicry. One after another fell 
a victim to tliecontagion. In the 17th cen- 
tury, among the Carpathian Alountains, 
it took the form of barking in imitation 
of dogs, the victims often skipping 
about on all fours. Here in the Nine- 
teenth Century it was a barking at Air. 
Blaine. The contagion spread aud it 
reached Now England. A cold blast 
from Vermont at election time aggravat- 
ed the symptoms. A north-easter from 
Maine intensified them. A marked fea- 
ture of this disease is the development 
of tho prophetic faculty. Forthwith, 
between the latratic paroxysms, they be- 
gan to prophesy that Harrison might be 
president, nut Blaine would be the ad- 
ministration. Another feature is that of 
intellectual strabismus. Hence their 
seeming inability to see Mr. Cleveland or 
the Democracy as they aro. Take the 
seven reasons some one has given why 
he shall support Air. Cleveland rather 
than Air. Harrison, and to which so 
many names are subscribed, some it is 
known without authority and others 
hopefully so— seven reasons forsooth ! as 
though there were some magic iu that 
number: 

First— “He is honest, able patriotic.” 
Was he honest when he voluntarily 
placed himself as utterly opposed to a 
renomination, and theu began to plot to 
secure that renomination, or aro tno two 
consistent acts? Was he honest when he 
said public office is a public trust and 
then subscribed *10,000 and his cabinet 
*50,000, and allowed a general assess- 
ment of postmasters, Custom House of- 
ficers, and even officers of the army and 
navy, never before known for campaign 
purposes? Was he able and patriotic in 
liis veto messages aud the battle flag epi- 
sode? 

Seoond-“He is reasonably independent 
of party in Ills nominations for public 
office.” It is difficult to conceive that the 
writer of these beatitudes believed this 
to be true. It is notorious — exceptions 
only prove the rule— that Democrats 
alone are appointed to office: that he has 
made more changes than any president 
who has preceded him. 

Third— “He has honestly enforced the 
civil service law.” Will the writer him- 
self maintain that this is true in any re- 
spect whatever in Maryland, Indiana and 
Wisconsin? In Alassachusetts and New 
York he has hypocritically pretended 
to enforce the law in its spirit, tickling 
the tympaui of the Independents who 
catch at these crumbs of comfort with 
hungry avidity, and exclaim, “O! a Dan- 
iel come to judgment!” little thinking, 
seemingly, that it is Daniel Lamont they 
are complimenting. I commend the wri- 
ter of this manifesto to an honest consid- 
eration of /aefs, let him read tlie Tribune’s 
exposure of his appointing of forgers, jail- 
birds and scoundrels by the score. Lot him 
study the list of railway clerks discharged 
in New England, published October 18 in 
the Record— 188 in all and 51 of them vet- 
eran soldiers— and all without cause. 

Fourth— “He has shown himself safe 
aud conservative as to the material inter- 
ests of the couutry.” In auswer to this, 
I will quote the NewYork Sun for March 
28, 1888. “The six, not seven, definite 
enterprises constituting Mr. Cleveland’s 
policy with the result in each case, are: 

1st. Civil service reform policy— re- 
sult, abandonment. 

2d. Suspension of silver coinage de- 
manded— result, relinquishment. 

3d. Extradition treaty — result, col- 
lapse. 

4th. Fishery regulation — result, sur- 
render. 

5th Surplus reduction plan— result, 
repudiation. 

Utli.- Pan eloctrio suit — result, dis- 
grace. 

A melancholy showing in truth. 

I Fifth— This is disposed of by tho Sun 
above, No. 5. It remains only for the 
people to speak out iu November. 

Sixth— “We believe tho Republican 
party to be dishonest, etc.” As this is a 
result of the strange hallucination of tho 
Independents it deserves only our pity, 

Seventh— “Wo believe tho party needs 
to be beaten again for its owu good.” If 
these gentlemen could have listened on 
Saturday last to the remarks of the five 
citizens of South Carolina, representing 
different sections aud different industries 
iu that State— meu who marched out 
with their fathers aud brothers and 
fought to tho hitter end against the 
North, I question whether they would 
havo blindly signed this septendicate.— 
They would have been electrified; the 
scaleswould have dropped from their eyes; 
once more would they have stood up 


erect and felt that tho contagion had left 
their marrow, and that they were well 
again. 

Five-eighths of the white voters of 
South Carolina, say these representatives 
of that State, nray for the election of 
Harrison and Morton. With the Repub 
lican party again established at Washing- 
ton, say these men, “We Independents 
will carry tho State in 1881) independent- 
ly of the Idaeks who are all with us.” 
An Independent in South Carolina is a 
Republican, protesting against the Bour- 
bon light-box voting scheme; against the 
distinction of ballots; against all the vi- 
cious and illegal methods hv which a free 
government is rendered a farce and the 
crime of tho 10th century is perpetrated. 

I would like to havo set these five rep- 
resentative Independents over against 
the ono hundred Newton Independents. 
Possibly, after such au interview, even 
the Herald would not shriek “bloody 
shirt” whenever wo refer, however mild- 
ly, to Southern outrages. 

Tho defeat of the Republican party in 
1888, means tho election of Cleveland and 
Thurman, and the South continued sol- 
id. It means the reconstruction of the 
Supreme Court, as one after another of 
the judges become incapacitated for 
work, in the interests of Southern States- 
rights ideas .and Northern copperhead- 
ism; it means the possible if not the 
probable assumption of the rebel debt, 
the pensioning of its soldiers with no 
vetoes from the Democratic president. — 

It means the reversal of the grand re- 
sult secured by the arbitrament of arms. 
The South right, the North wrong. It 
means to reestablish the compromises of 
1850 in principle, admitting States only 
in pairs— ono Republican, the other Dem- 
ocratic; it means, iu short, the disintegra- 
tion of tho national idea— the nation 
looking towards sunset. 

O for a blast from the clarion toned 
Garrison, Phillips and Parker, from Sum- 
ner, Wilson and Andrew ! “Such chains 
as theirs were sure to bind.” Hardly in 
their presence would George William 
Curtis and Thomas Wentworth Iliggin- 
son like to be seen dancing attendance at 
a Democratic barbecue at the North or 
in the Ku Klux at the South.

THE PROHIBITION PARTY. 


PIIOFESSOR C. C. BRAGDON DISCUSSES ITS 
MISSION. 


To the Editor of the Graphic : 

“ It is the mission of the Prohibition- 
ists to destroy the Republican party,” 
was declared recently and publicly by a 
prominent “Third Party” citizen of New- 
ton. 

This may have been meant as a proph- 
ecy— a statement of a personal convic- 
tion as to the unavoidable outcome of 
the present agitation. In this case no 
one can quarrel with it— any one, even a 
woman, may prophesy in Massachusetts. 
Or, it may have been the statement of 
what, iu tho stater’s opinion, the Prohi- 
bitiouists are trying or ought to try to 
achieve. In either of the latter mean- 
ings, in the name of a very large number 
of earnest friends of Prohibition I repu- 
diate it as any part of either hope or 
creed. It has been with reluctance and 
regret ihat many of us have felt forced 
by its failure to keep its promises, its 
frequent truckling to the liquor interest, 
its time-serving policy in dealing with 
what scents to us to be a burning and a 
pressing question, to express with empha- 
sis our dissent by leaving the Republican 
party with which we have grown up, un- 
der whose leadership wo have helped 
tight the light for free manhood for 
America, which we have loved as if it 
were the principle for which it stood. 
But we have felt its action to be inade- 
quate to express profound convictions, its 
pace too slow to express our sense of the 
dangers threatening our Republic and of 
tho possibilities iu legislation to avert 
those dangers. We have been forced by 
delay after delay, by falsehood after 
falsehood, to believe that that party (and 
if the Republican, surely also the Demo- 
cratic) does not care for or intend earn- 
est anti-liquor legislation. 

I fully believe three quarters of the Re- 
Republican party to be advocates of tem- 
perance. If these three-quarters could 
be persuaded to use their power as vot- 
ers together, to materialize their wishes 
as to the manufacture and sale of strong 
drink and focus them on this one point, 
who doubts that the result would be next 
winter temperance legislation that would 
be irresistible? 

If the temperance men in the Republi- 
can party would unmistakably announce 
their purpose to stand and be counted ou 
this one question, many thousands of 
Democrats, also temperanco meu, would 
join them and the result would he a tem- 
peranco vote such as would at once do 
the work which many men feel it right 
to do, and wish wore well done, but dare 
not cotne out from the old ranks to try to 
do, so long as they see the result to be 
doubtful. 

It is to call attention to the need of such 
action, to raise a standard around which 
temperance men of both parties may ral- 
ly, that the Prohibition party has been 
begun. Iu this hope and purpose many 
I think I may say most— of us combiue 
to vote according to our convictious on 
this point, to rouse people to lot a dead 
past bury its dead, to give up rallying 
around banners whose mottoes belong to 
a by-gone condition of national affairs, 
to solved problems, aud to uuito on au 
issuo where all good temperance lovers 
can join hands aud hearts and voices. 

Our fathers and brothers fought sla- 
very. For that purpose tho Republican 
party was made It has done its work; 
whv longer imagine we are lighting that 
dead foe? Wo may pretend we aro but 
we kuow we are not. We caunot rouse 
the enthusiasm of 18(11-34 again. Our 
orators try it but tho people will uot en- 
thuse. Tho issue is past. Why uot go 
forward to the uext vital issue, the cue 
that cries most loudly to heuveu aud 
good men for action? He would have 
been a traitor who in 1801 would have 
tried to divert interest and votes from 
tho slavery question or secession to any 
other. We are us good Republicans as 
wo were theu, but tho name stands for 
no idea. We can’t go ou voting on that 
corpse. The party leaders see this aud I 


have taken up the tariff question. But 
as compared to the temperance qtieation 
it is, to our land under*ottr conditions, it 
is as nothing. The tariff question in- 
volves no moral issuo. If a high tariff 
wastes its thousands, intemperance 
wastes its hundreds of thousands. As a 
financial matter it is far more essential 
to our prosperity that intemperance he 
stopped titan that the tariff should he low- 
ered or raised. And the tnriff lays waste 
no homes, debases and destroys no broth- 
ers, kills no women and children. We 
beg the serious thought of good citizens, 
whether any issue is so vital to our state, 
to our homes, to our present and fu- 
ture welfare as this of strong drink. If 
eitiier party— if that can be called a “par- 
ty” which lias no live issue to push, no 
real sin to fight— would or could make 
this its shibboleth, declare itself wholly 
for temperance, my friends and I would 
gladly flock to its support. A name is 
nothing to thinking men, au idea is ev- 
ery tiling. 

For one I wish the Prohibition party 
had not joined hands with women suf- 
fragists— not because I am not willing for 
woman suffrage. I don’t care much either 
way and it does not seem to me impor- 
tant — but because it weakens the cause 
by presenting two very unlike questions. 

I, for one, wish the Prohibitionists 
would never nominate a man, except on 
the National ticket, when either party 
had put in nomination a pronounced 
temperance man. For we wish to further 
temperance, not multiply candidates. and 
we want to promote temperance. not men, 
always and everywhere. But I must 
ask myself as a voter, what do we as 
good citizens most desire for our beloved 
land? The answer is clear. The land 
needs temperance legislation; needs the, 
joining of hands of all enemies of liquor 
against its friends. How can I express 
mv conviction? By voting with the party 
which was raised up iu God’s providence 
to fight slavery aud preserve the Union 
and has gloriously done its work, which 
lias no strong sentiment against li- 
quor as it has proved by its loud voice 
hut feeble action, or by crystalizing my 
conviction into a vote* for a party that 
seems equal y to have been raised up in , 
God’s providence to unequivocally and 
singly fight the damnable liquor death 
that kills my neighbors aud their sons 
and shuts Heaven against so many souls?

A VIGOROUS REPLY TO CITIZEN’S ARTICLE 
FROM MR. SAMUEL SHAW. 


To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In your issue of Oct. 5, I read an arti- 
cle signed .“Citizen,” in defense of the 
Republican tariff hill, which I think mis- 
leading to your readers. It unjustty 
denounces the Mills bill, and claims “it 
will destroy our home manufactures.” 
Many other of his assertions are too 
absurd to mention. If he had been more 
familiar with statistics he would never 
have made them. 

Being a manufacturer and knowing 
something as to its requirements, and 
the hindrances caused by the present 
tariff, I will give him a few points per- 
taining to it. The Republican bill, he 
claims, adheres to the Chicago platform, j 
which is uot true, as it said, “If there 
shall still remain a larger revenue than 
is requisite for the wants of the govern- 
ment, we favor the entire repeal of 
internal taxes, rather than the surrender 
of any part of our protective system.” 

They have “gone back” on “free whis- 
key” aud struck a heavy blow at sugar. 
The drift of public sentiment has been so 
outspoken that some of the leaders have 
become frightened and are flattering 
themselves that by giving the working 
classes free tobacce, a few acorns, and 
uneatable bulbs well sugared, it will ap- 
pease their hunger, and quiet their cry 
for the lessening of the present burden- 
some tax upon the necessaries of life; 
and falsely believe that the manufactu- 
rers will be content to have their alcohol 
free. 

Surely, this is a striking contrast to 
what our leaders advocated in the past. 
Let me quote from a few. 

I recommend an enlargement of tho 
free list so as to include within it the 
numerous articles which yield inconsid- 
erable reveuue, a simplification of the 
complex and inconsistent schedule of 
duties on certain manufactures, particu- 
larly those of cotton, iron and steel, and 
a substantial reduction of the duties up j 
on those articles, and upon sugar, 
molasses, silk, wool and woolen goods.— 
Message of President Arthur, Dec. 4, 
1882. 

This department adheres to its convie- 
tiou, that ultimately the just aud 
expedient method of relief from taxation 
and of limitiug the revenues to the needs 
of au economical government must be 
found in a reduction of the duties on 
imports.— Report of Secretary Folger, 
Dec. 3. 1883. 

The existing duties on raw materials, 
which are to be used in manufactures, 
should he removed. . . , The duties 
upon the articles used or consumed by 1 
those who are least able to bear the bur- 
den of taxation should he reduced.— 
Report of Secretary McCulloch, Decem- 
ber, 1884. 

Grave public questions confront us. 
There is a large, perilous, and increasing 
surplus in the revenue. It must he 
removed, not by needless and extrava- 
gant expenditure, nor by abolishing the 
proper taxation of w hiskey and tobacco, 
uot by a stupid and injurious horizontal 
reduction for polities only, hut hy plain i 
business methods: hy freeing entirely 
those great necessaries of life which cu- 
ter into the daily consumption of every 
houshold, aud by wise and discriminat- 
ing reductions, etc.— Henry Cabot Lodge, 
April. 18&4. 

There aro only two ways to reduce tho 
surplus revenue; one, hy raising the 
tariff to a prohibitroy height, which no- 
body advocates; the* other, the free list. 
The free list is the honest reformer’s 
hope. (Hep. John 1). Long.) 

McKinley of Ohio said; “The free list 
might be enlarged without affecting in- 
juriously a single American iuterest.” 

Many more quotations might be giveu 
from the leaders of t he Republican party 
showiug their positiou ou this subject 
before President Cleveland placed his 
party squarely upon a reform basis. 

Notwithstanding their chauged posi- 
tiou, the condition of the country calls 
more loudly than ever for reform. They 
now oppose this revisiou because the 
Democracy has taken the lead upou the

Works nt Upper Falla, where they have 
been made successfully for some time 
and can he scon in operation in the best 
mills, standing side by side with English 
machines, made by the same establish- 
ments as thoRo in the new , Jefferson mill. 
It is even said that a critical comparison 
will fail to discover which is the Ameri- 
can and which the English, so that they 
can hardly be called an experiment. 


The politicians are complaining that 
Governor Antes does not make a large 
contribution to the State campaign fund, 
which they seem to think is a sign of a 
hard winter. If Gov. Amos lias refused, 
it is much to his credit; lie is certain of 
a re-election, and it is certainly timo that 
some one made a stand ngainst the cor- 
ruption which money brings into politics. 
If one half the statements of the papers 
are to bo believed, each party has a cam- 
paign fund largo enough to buy up all 
the doubtful States twice over. Tho le- 
gitimate expenses of the campaign do 
not call for one tenth of the sums that 
are said to have been contributed for use 
in New York or elsewhere. 


Our readers will find all the issues dis- 
cussed in this number, by prominent 
Newtou citizens, and a great variety of 
opinions are presented. All parties can 
find something to agree with their views 
and the letters make one of the most im- 
portant issues of the Graphic ever print- 
ed. The letters of last week caused a 
great demand for the paper ^nd were 
generally read and discussed, and this 
week a large number of extra papers have 
beeu ordered in advance, which shows 
tho interest Newtou people have in cam- 
paign matters. 

The letters of Representative Slocum 
and Mr. James T. Alleu are quite as val- 
uable campaign material as the speeches 
made at the Republican rally in Eliot 
Hall, and much more suited to a Newton 
audience, Besides, they will reach sev- 
eral thousand more voters than could bo 
gathered into any hall in Newton.

Smith, one of the Newton Independent 
committee of 100, will discuss the origin 
of the existing tariff laws, and Mr. He- 
man M. Burr will present the Republican 
side of the civil seryice reform issue. 


TnERE has been a good deal of criti- 
cism of Mr. Spinney’s letter; which ap- 
peared in the Graphic in regard to Miss 
Ilapgood, and we have received several 
communications in regard to st, but we 
do not think any good can come from 
publishing them. Mr. Spinney was 
placed in a very difficult position, and 
should uot bo blamed for writing the let- 
ter, although it really did not contradict, 
in any essential particular, the facts as 
stated by Miss Ilapgood. 


It was a remarkable but not unusual 
stroke of enterprise for the Boston Sun- 
day Herald to print the whole of Dr. 
Mackenzie’s book in one issue. Tho 
demand for copies of the paper inNewton 
shows that the enterprise was appreciat- 
ed by newspaper readers.

There w as no opposition to the rouotn- 
iuation of Representative W. S. Slocum, 
who made such an excellent record last 
year that, his return was a matter of 
course, and it is confidently expected 
that still higher honors await him iu 
the future, which he is in every way 
qualified to till. During the whole cam- 
paign there has been but oiie sentiment 
iu regard to him, and he would have 
been chosen even were it not the custom 
to return a representative for the second 
term. 

For the other representative there has 
been something of a contest, Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Cate beiug favored by some 
aud Mr. G, D. Gilman by others. It 
was feared thut some of the other wards 
would avail themselves of the opportun- 
ity to return to Ward Seven some of the 
“favors” they have received from that 
ward in the past, but happily wiser coun- 
sels prevailed, and as Mr. Gilman was 
the choice of Wards One and Soveu, that 
was allowed to settle the matter.

THE REPUBLICAN RALLY. 


TORCHES AND CAMPAIGN UTTERANCES 
BY HON. J. W*. CANDLEIt AND OTHERS.

The Republicans hold a grand rally in 
Newtou on Monday evening. The ball 
was set in motion by a torchlight parade, 
about 1000 men being in line. The line 
formed on Washington street about S o’- 
clock and marched over the following 
route: Vernon, Park, Franklin. Centre, 
Bellevue aud Washington streets, Walnut 
park. Hovey and Washington streets 
to Eliot Hall. Capt. John C’. Kennedy 
acted as chief marshal, assisted by the 
following aids: Lieut. George A. Applin 
and Color Sergeant Charles A. Hill of 
tho 3th regiment, E. F. Smallwood, Har- 
ry Whitmore, Charles Kepuer, Nathan 
Cutler, Herbert Potter. Harry Brackett,

Arrriviug upou Vernon street, a half 
was called at theUuderwood schoulhonse 
for refreshments, and hot coffee and 
sandwiches were served by Paxton. — 
Along the line of the route many resi- 
dences were illuminated and the grounds 
festooned with lanterns. 

When the procession arrived at Eliot 
Hull it was dismissed. The parade was 
witnessed by a vast crowd of people 
from the Newtons and elsewhere. 

After the parade, many went tip to El- 
iot Hall to listen t « » the addresses ami the 
hall was soon filled. Tho platform was 
reserved for invited guests and members 
of the Newton Republican Club. Among 
prominent gentlemen present wore no- 
ticed : Mcssis. W. P. Ellison, Levi ( .

element of protection must he preserved 
in all tariff laws. I do not believo in a 
taviff liko a Chinese wall, said the speak- 
er, but ono so carefully regulated that it 
will promote the prosperity of tiro coun- 
try. I believe that reciprocity should l*o 
encouraged, but that while encouraging 
trade with southern republics and other 
countries, we must retain the principle 
of protection. Up to 187(1 England 011- 
joyod free trade in all of Europe, and 
supplied Franco. Belgium, Russia aud 
Germany with hor manufactures. Tho 
result was in impoverishing the manu- 
facturing interests of these countries, as 
w ould be the result in this country could 
she send her manufactured goods here 
free of duty. These European conn trios 
then adopted the policy of protection 
with gratifying results. Today Germany 
is supplying 2o per cent, of the woolen 
goods of England, and lias been shipping 
to that country hor surplus goods nml 
selling them in competition with tho 
English goods. I can’t see, said the 
speaker, now any man can vote for a 
policy that might lead to tho same re- 
sults iu this country. 

Turning from the protection issue ho 
spoke of the record of tho Republican 
party, and said it scorned strange that all 
tho more important Congressional Com- 
mittees should be practically controlled 
by the Representatives from the South- 
ern States. lie referred to the outrages 
at the south in preventing tho polling of 
the nogro vote, and cited the caso of a 
Mr. Cole in Florida who had been invit- 
ed to leave his home and family until af- 
ter the 6th of November. 

Mr. Candler dwelt upon tho frauds at 
the ballot box in the South at some 
length and said that it seems strange 
that we who sustained the Hag of tlm 
Union should be humiliated bv having 
these Democrats in the South elected to 
office by such methods, to make laws in 
opposition to the wishes of tho best citi- 
zenship of tho country. 

In conclusion, the speaker criticised 
President Cleveland’s action in vetoing 
the numerous pension bills, believing 
that it was tho best policy of America to 
be not only just but generous to the sur- 
vivors of the late war. Ho alluded to 
the solid South and said it would bo 
broken if Harrison and Morton were 
elected, il was time for tho Republicans 
to assert themselves and condemn the 
notorious frauds in tho Southern States. 
He could never vote fora party that gave 
to the Southern States seven out of ten 
representatives in the national govern- 
ment by fraudulent means. 1 believo 
that if the people study 'this tariff ques- 
tion and tho Southern question without 
prejudice, that the votes will be record- 
ed on the right side and that Harrison 
and Morton will be elected on November 
6th. [Applause.] 

Hon. A. A. Whcolock of New York 
was the next speaker. Ho paid his com- 
pliments to the President at great length 
aud pronounced him the greatest politi- 
cal boss of the age. His election had 
resulted in the solid south and the logic 
of it means also a solid north. But times 
were propitious for n change. After the 
election the Republicans will be singing 
this chorus: 

‘•Down iu the corniiclil 

Hear that mournful sound. 

All the Democrats are weeping, 

For Grover’s iu the cold, cold ground. ” 

The concluding speech of tho evening 
was delivered by Hon. F. T. Greenlutlge 
of Lowell who presented the issues of 
the campaign in an able and argumenta- 
tive manner. The speaker said that the 
protective tariff had built up Lowell and 
Lawrence, developed other communities 
and brought comtort and prosperity to 
the laboring classes. The argument that 
you could buy clothing cheaper under 
free trade amounts to nothing if the fur- 
naces in the great manufactories are put 
out and the spindles lay idle and neglect- 
ed. In conclusion he spoke of the much 
talked about surplus and urged the sup- 
port of HaWison and Morton. It was 
after eleven when the meeting broke tty*.

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


question. Thanks to the press and the 
intelligence of our people, the cloud is 
lifting, revealing the long looked for 
relief which tho Mills bill would surely 
bring. It retains the tax on whiskey 
and tobacco, articles above all others that 
should bear the burdens of taxation; 
releases to the workingman the necessa- 
ries of life; protects the manufacturers by 
allowing them to purchase their mutcri- 
ials for the making of their goods where 
they can obtain them tho cheapest, and 
protects their product beyond tne entire 
labor cost of any other country. In all 
honesty what could any manufacturer 
require or even ask more than this? 
With this protection, if they cannot 
succeed, they should go to tho plow or 
bench where they evidently beloug. I 
don’t bolieve in our government entering 
into partnership with such men. What 
our manufactures and labor neod is an 
additional market for the surplus pro- 
duct. It is conceded that our factories 
can supply in nine months the entire de- 
mand of the United StateR. 

Consequently the market is glutted, 
stoppage of mills and strikes invariably 
follow, a condition of things that must 
continue uutil a market is found for this 
surplus product. 

Where are the available markets? In 
Mexico and South America. 

President Grant, during his last term 
of office, saw tho immense advantage to 
be obtained by a commercial treaty with 
Mexico.wliich he formulated, to be killed 
by the Republican Senate. 

The commercial treaty with the Sand- 
wich Islands is a strong proof of the 
benefits to be derived from the possession 
of such a market. Previous to our 
treaty of I860, the entire commercial 
trade with these Islands was $1, 500, 000, 
carried in foreign vessels. Last year the 
trade between the Islands and the States 
was :?13,000,000, 95 per cent of which was 
carried in American vessels built on the 
Pacific coast. 

Let us consider the leather industry. 
There was a tax on hides previous to 
1872, when it was wisely removed by a 
Republican Congress. Predictions of dis- 
aster to that industry were as clamorous 
then as they are today regarding the free 
list on the Mills Bill. What was the re- 
sult? The following table will show: 

IMPORTS. 

1872. 1887. 

Leather, $11,879,000 $10,963,000 

Raw Hides, $14,345,000 $24,225,000 

EXPORTS. 

Manufactured Leather. $3,G81.000 $10,436,000 

The population in 1872 was about 40,- 
000,000. which in 1887 had increased to 
about 00,000,000, showing a decrease of 
imports and a large increase of exports. 
Every hide produced by the United 
States had been used excepting $705,000 
WOr h. We have not only sup- 
plied this increase of 20,090,000 of people, 
but the iucrease of imported hides has 
given uew life to the boot and shoe in- 
dustry. of which labor has received its 
share. This is not surely indicative of 
disastrous results, should the free list 
be extended, nor has it brought its labor 
to a level with the ‘’pauper labor of Eu- 
rope.” 

That our labor is the cheapest in the 
world is proven in the case of the Amer- 
ican Watch Company of Waltham. Their 
material being a small factor of the cost, 
the product is mostly labor, for which 
they pay among the highest w ages of any 
in the States. The large production from 
their skilled labor enables them to ex- 
port in large quantities to Europe where 
wages are at a minimum. 

Then what we want is the tax lifted 
from the material that enters largely in- 
to the manufacturer’s product. This 
will enable us to take the marketB spok- 
en of, keep our mills running for the re- 
maining three months, and increase the 
demand for labor. Increased demand 
for labor means better pay. Our ‘’Citi- 
zen” objects to “free wool,” yet it would 
enable our woolen mills to manufac- 
ture largely the $45,000,090 said to have 
been imported the past year, which 
would call for a large force of laborers in 
itself. 

If protection protects labor, why is it 
that tho State of Pennsylvania, having 
the two largest protected industries— 
coal and iron— pays the least wages, and 
has more labor troubles than any other 
State in the Union? The following il- 
lustration will show that it does not pro- 
tect: 

Sir Lowther Bell, the greatest iron mas- 
ter of England, started a puddling mill 
in protested Russia where the wages 
were twenty cents, while in England he 
kad to pay $1.00 for every puddler. lie 
tried it and found his ton of puddling 
iron cost him a great deal more with the 
low paid labor than with the better paid 
labor of England, therefore he had to 
give it up as he did also in other highly 
protected countries where he made the 
same experiment. He dually came to 
the conclusion that the highest paid labor 
is the cheapest aud turns out the great- 
est product. 

The advantages of low tariff vs. pro- 
tection are well illustrated in the sta- 
tistics of Victoria and New .South Wales 
— two British colonies very much alike 
in natural resources, inhabited largely 
by a similar people. Tho social, the eco- 
nomic, and the nolitical conditions of 
each, excepting their treatment of taritf, 
are practically tho same. In 18410, Vic- 
toria adopted the policy of protection in 
order that they might build up their 
manufacturing industries. New South 
Wales adopted almost a free trade policy 
with the following result:

Iu 18641 the foreign trade of Victoria 
was $130,000,000. while New So. Wales 
bought from and sold to foreigners hard- 
ly $91,000,000. In 188(1, Victoria’s ex- 
change of product with foreigners was 
$130,04X1,000, that of New South Wales 
$200,000,000. iucrease of Victoria, $140,- 
000,000; that of Now South Wales, $110,- 
000,04X4. Manufacturing Works 18841- 
Victoria, 2,813; Now South Wales, 3, <112. 
The laborers from protected Victoria are 
leaving for that “free trade” country 
where wag* s are 20 per cout higher and 
the neccssaiics of life cheaper. 

It will be seen that in spite of the arti- 
ficial methods resorted to by Victoria, 
New South Wales is far iu advance, 
while iu the beginning the advantage 
was in favor of Victoria. One of the 
chief occupations of both colonies is tiie 
wool iudustiy. Since 1875. the number 
of sheep iu New South Wales has in- 
creased 12,500,000, while Victoria's flocks 
in the same time have diminished by 1,- 
000,4X10 head. New South Wales exports 
yearly about $341, 000, <100 of wool: Victo- 
ria not quite $14,000,0041. These are hard 
statistics for our protective “Citizen” to 
answer.

REPRF.SENTATIVK SLOCUM OX THE 
COURSE OF T11K REPUBLICAN 
PARTY. 


To the Editor of the Orauiiic: 

The course of the Republican party 
upon the tariff question has always been 
consistent, straightforward and honest. 
It lias always favored a protective tariff. 
At the National convention in 1860 this 
plank was inserted init9 platform ; “That 
while providing revenue for the support 
of the general government by duties up- 
on imports, sound policy requires such 
an adjustment of these imposts as to en- 
courage the development of tho indus- 
trial interests of the whole country; and 
we commend that policy of National 
exchanges which secures to the working- 
men liberal wages, to agriculture renum 
crative prices, to mechanics and manu- 
facturers an adequate reward for their 
skill, labor aud enterprise, and to the 
Nation commercial prosperity and 
independence. 

In the campaigns of 1864 and 1868 the ' 
question of the expenses and debt of the 
wur were so prominent and urgent that 
revenue was raised by both internal tax 
and by a tariff, which was protective. 
There was no issue then upon the question 
and all stood in favor of such a tariff. 

In 1872 tho Democratic party avoided 
the issue by remitting the question to 
the people in their Congressional District, 
but the Republican party affirmed that 
“revenue, except so much as may be de- 
rived from taxes upon tobacco and 
liquors, should be raised by duties upon 
importations, the details of which should 
be so adjusted as to aid in securing re- 
munerative wages to labor and promote 
tho industries, prosperity and growth of 
the whole country.” 

In 1876 the issue was squarely made 
between the tw’o parties, for the Demo- 
cratic party declared “Wo demand that 
all Custom-house taxes shall be only for 
revenue;” while the Republican party re- 
affirmed its principles with these words; 
“The revenue necessary for current 
expenditures aud the obligations of the 
public debt must be largely derived from 
duties upon importations, which, so far 
as possible, should be adjusted to pro- 
mote the interests of American labor and 
advance the prosperity of the whole 
country.” 

The Democratic party in 1880 again de- 
clared itself for “A tariff for revenue 
only,” while the Republican party stood 
I upon its former platform with these 
words; “We re-affirm the belief avowed 
in 1876 that the duties levied for the pur- 
j pose of revenue should so discriminate 
as to favor American labor.” 

In 1884 it would be difficult to say what 
the policy of the Democratic party was 
upon the subject, and the platform ap- 
pears to have been constructed, and was iu 
fact, used to catch votes of free traders in 
some parts of tho country, and protec- 
tionists in others. The Republican party 
again declared its devotion to protection 
for American labor and American indus- 
tries as follows; “It is the first duty of a 
good government to protect the rights 
aud promote the interests of its own 
people. The largest diversity of indus- 
try is the most productive of general 
prosperity and of the comfort and inde- 
pendence of the people. We therefore 
demand that the imposition of duties up- 
ou foreign imports shall be made not for 
revenue only, but that in raising the req- 
uisite revenue for the government such 
duty shall bo so levied as to afford 
security to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages of the 
laborer, to the end that active and intel- 
ligent labor, as well as capital, may have 
its just reward, and the laboring man his 
full share in the National prosperity.” 

In the present campaign the Presi- 
dent’s message declaring it to be the 
duty of Congress, “to reduce taxation to 
the necessary expenses of an economical 
administration of the government,” the 
endorsement of the message in the plat- 
form of the Democratic party, the inter- 
pretation put upon it by the Democratic 
speakers, and the affirmation in Mr. 
Cleveland’s letter of acceptance, have 
again committed that party to the doc- 
trines of a “tariff for revenue only.” 
The Republican party true to its princi- 
ples dedai es, “We are uncompromisingly 
in favor of the American system of pro- 
tection. We protest against its destruc- 
tion as proposed by the President and his 
party. They serve the interests of Eu- 
rope, we will support the interests of 
America. We accept the issue and con- 
fidently appeal to the people for their 
judgement. The protective system must 
be maintained. 

What an honorable straightforward 
record. 

The Republican party may well he 
proud of its steadfast, consistent course 
upon this great National question. Thu 
prosperity that lias ahvnys accompanied 
the adherence to a protective tariff at- 
tests the truth of tho principle. 

It is not much of an answer to such a 
long continued, steadfast adherence to 
principle to say as certain self-styled “in- 
dependent voters” have, that, “We 
believe that tho Republican party is dis- 
1 onest on the question of the tariff.” 
Uepublican* have always adhered to pro- 
tection, and to-day, wo find chief 
among the ranks of the so-called 
independents, those devoted to a differ- 
ent theory* Perhaps the steadfast 
adherence to this principle by the Re- | 
publican party may have bail something 
to do with tiie departure of those who 
profess ideas tending towards free trudu 
or a “tariff for revenue only;” the faith 
avowed by the Democratic party. We 
will inant them the privilege of again 
setting up their idol, battered though he 
may be. and falling down and worshiping 
hi in. Republicans do not envy them nor 
begrude them the privilege. But they 
protest that steadfast adherence to prin- 
ciple is not dishonesty. Neither are 
fellow citizens of the Republican party, 
in a city largely of that party aud firmly 
believing iu its principles, to be branded 
iu such a manner. Iu a campaign gen- 
erally remarkable for its freedom from 
abuse aud personal vituperation, it is ill 
becoming iu respectable citizens to resort 
to such epithets. Why don’t they grant 
the request of members of their own 
party; “O, give us now a decent cam- 
paign with no personal abuse?” 

The foregoing history of the two par- 
ties illustrates the difference between 
them upon the tariff, which is as great 
to-day as ever. 


When the Democrat speaks of tariff 
reform lie still bases it upon tho old par- 
ty dogma of “A tariff for revenue only.” 

When tho Republican speaks of tariff 
reform he still lias boforo nim his princi- 
ple of protection. 

The one says that revenue shall he 
raised by imposing the duty or tax upon 
foreign articles imported here, which do 
not compete with those produced here. 
That l* English too. 

Tho otlior declares that the articles 
which we cannot produce in this country 
and which wo must import from abroad 
(except luxuries) shall come in duty free, 
and those things which are sent here to 
compete with what wo make and pro- 
duce shall hoar the burden and tho duty. 
Tho non competing foreign product to 
be imported duty froo, tho competing 
one to hear tho duty. 

The Republican party says further that 
tho application of the principle of a pro- 
tective tariff ought not to he sectional 
but National, not for one class but for all 
classes of Americans; that the farmer who 
raises wool and the lumberman ought to 
be protected as well as the cotton and 
tho sugar planter; that the laboring man 
nnd the tiller of the soil should be pro- 
tected as well as the manufacturer and 
the merchant.

TEMPERANCE REPUBLICANS. 


HON. F.. II. HASKELL TELLS WHY TEM- 
PERANCE 3IEN SHOULD HE REPUBLICANS. 


Editor of Boston Traveller: 

You ask mo to give you the reason 
why, in my opinion, all friends of tem- 
perance in Massachusetts should act 
with tho Republican party. This I shall 
be glad to do. 

To me the reasons are very clear why 
every honest and conscientious friend of 
the temperance cause should support the 
Republican party and its candidates. 

First. Because I take it that the or.e 
great purpose and desire of all true 
friends of temperanco is to secure as 
soon as possible some practical results, 
and this can never be attained by any 
sort of political action whatever, whose 
first result is the defeat of tho very per- 
sons by whom and by whom alone can 
any restrictive or suppressivo legislation 
be secured. 

An illustration of this is afforded in 
the defeat, during the past few years, by 
Third-party nominations, of pronounced 
friends of temperance, and more recently 
in the election of 1886, in the defeat, 
largely by Third-party nominations, of 
enough Republican representatives and 
senators to prevent tho passage of the 
resolve, providing for the constitutional 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. But for 
this action this resolve would undoubt- 
edly have been before the poople for 
their action the present year. Such ac- 
tion has also imperilled, at various 
times, sever.il important temperance 
measures, and must always prove, not 
only a hindrance to temporance legisla- 
tion. but serves at the same time to dis- 
courage temperance workers, who be- 
lieve in securing whatever restrictive 
legislation it is possible to secure, under 
our present laws. 

Now however honest may have been 
the leaders of this Third-party move- 
ment, in seems to me impossible that 
they should be blind to the results of 
their action, or that they can justify it, 
unless they desire the defeat of the Re- 
publican party more than the advance- 
ment of the temperauce cause. 

Now’, whatever charges may have been 
brought against the Republican party of 
this State in the years that are past, for 
its insincerity in dealing with temper- 
ance measures, such criticism cannot 
justly be applied to it at the present 
time. The record of the Republican 
party during the past three years , aside 
from its declaration to submit tiie con- 
stitutional prohibitory r< 8 five, shows the 
most persisteut and vigorous attempts to 
secure the utmost restriction possible 
under our present laws, and the results 
secured have been such as to rejoice the 
hearts of all sincere temperance work- 
ers.and this legislation lias been secured, 
as is well known, by every friend of tem- 
perauce, by the almost unanimous sup- 

E ort of the Republican members of the 
legislature, and in spite of the almost 
unanimous opposition of tho Democratic 
members. 

And now when the party has again de- 
clared itself in the most uneuui vocal 
manner against the saloon and {lie rum 
traffic, now when the party has again 
pledged itselr that, so far as its power 
can accomplish it, the resolvo in favor 
of constitutional prohibition shall go to 
the people at this critical time, when 
tho vote of every true friend of temper- 
ance should be thrown so as to lie effec- 
tive against tho rum power, and should 
allow no consideration to swerve it from 
such a purpose, now to withhold that 
support is to cast a vote against all that 
has been accomplished, as well as to be- 
tray the temperance cause iuto the 
hands of our common enemy, and to 
give a deliberate set-back to the temper- 
ance cause generally. 

Therefore I repeat, I cannot conceive 
of a true friend of temperance aiding by 
his vote to defeat tiie very means, the 
onl f y means by which ho can secure any 
legislation. 

Second. The Republican party, by its 
actiou in convention assembled, has put 
upon every Republican nominee to the 
Legislature the duty and responsibility 
of acting in accordance with its une- 
quivocal utterance in its platform, aud 
no one who accepts a nomination for 
such a position eau do so without an ob- 
ligation to stand by the party upon 
the position it lias taken witli reference 
to this great question. 

And now that it has taken this posi- 
tion, iu the name of the cause which all 
true friends of temperance have so much 
at heart, in the name of suffering hu- 
manity over our laud, is it iiot time, is it 
not the duty of every temperauce voter, 
is it not the special duty of our Third- 
party friends. who. we know are in sympa- 
thy with theRepuhlican party on all other 
great issues, to so cast their vote that it 
may be immediately effective iu tiie elec- 
tion of those fiom, and from whom 
alone, can wo expect to secure further 
legislation in behalf of our cause.

CROSS-CUTS.

Years ago, when fences began to liar 
row privilege, an ancient Duxbury wor- 
thy, who, like Silas Wegg, was prone to 
drop into poetry, thus gavo vent to her 
indignation: 

“I’m an old woman of c : ghty-onc; 

Cranberry law* have just begun; 

Men mav make laws, but I won’t mind ’em — 

I’ll {lick cranberries where I cun find 'em. 
but the fencing by law and rail still 
went on, and berries became private 
property, where once they were as free 
to man as to the birds. 

Still, we havo heie ;i little corner which 
is not so crowded but that there are 
blueberries to bp had for the picking, and 
grapes and plums enough and to spare, 
though when we look at tho burned 
forests we think tho tirst are dearly 
bought indeed. Look at the stone walls, 
the matted thickets of cletbra, alder 
roso and hazel, and the scattered bowl- 
ders, all witli their tanglcB of wild-grape, 
loaded heavily with palo or purple 
globes, and spicing tho lields with per- 
fume! Yonder, whore they climb into 
the Tupelo trees, layiug their golden- 
brown and yellowing leaves among the 
small, brightly varnished llantes of the 
thorny branches, the thicket is a 
swamp barrier, and they never lack mois- 
ture to help till their winocups. And 
see where the clusters lie in piles on the 
top stones of the wall, for they are lovers 
of warmth as well. 

Our guide is intimate with every vino 
and bush, uud cun tell, two lields off, 
which wall or thicket holds good fruit 
uud which is barren, or carries only the 
tiny sour frost grapes, not worth the 
picking. Her eyes have been open all 
summer, so she spends no time search- 
ing p uui thickets, which have small and 
scattered fruit, but goes directly to 


heavy laden bushes, whose purple ovals 
with their orange-red pulp, will bring 
back to the winter tea-table many a 
spicy memory of sparkling waves, whis- 
pering pines, and bird-haunted fields. 

Today she takes us over fields crisp 
with white moss and lighted with golden 
star. Tho bay is dark blue, a smart 
wind crisps tho wave edges into foam, 
and sails shine white against it. Over 
the shoals flit a company of Handlings, 
whoso blithest gossip lias always a pa- 
thetic tone, and inland, jays are calling. 

Tho bluff is carpeted with white and 
violet asters, goldon rod, and crimson 
blazing stars, and the dry grass is sal- 
mon yellow against tho blue of tho bay. 
With the breatii of the sea comes also the 
spice of sweet gale and bayberry. 

Away through the plum thicket and 
into the pine forest, where mushroons 
of overy tint, from white through orange 
and scarlet to brown, with here and there 
one of violet satin, dot the brown need- 
les, wo come to a cranberry bog. It has 
had no care of into, and rushes, pink and 
yollow, with soft, brown illumes, march 
In line across the reddening sod; bushes 
are encroaching upon its borders and tho 
irrigating ditch is dry; for several years 
the swamp lias been in litigation, and 
tho fence may be said to he “down.” 
but someone is here before us. Is the 
law suit decided, and the owner come 
to gather his crop? At any rate we will 
make sure, and we advance “boldly,” 
but to the question, a familiar, bronzed 
face laughs up at us, and w6 fall to work 
merrily. There is a murmuring and 
tossing among the forest barriers above 
our heads, but the place is sheltered and 
warm, and seems remote from the whole 
world. 

but other “poachers” havo been at 
work here; they have left their “shell- 
heaps” under every grass tuft, stratified 
perceptibly too; one can almost count 
tho berries disposed of at a sitting, for 
atop the red bits are as fresh as though 
just dropped; more and more wilted as 
one explores the piles to the bottom. 
What an army of quaker-coated mice to 
have left relics of so many feasts! but 
then it must take a great many berries 
to satisfy, for tho plump little fellows 
eat only tho seeds. 

We form acquaintance with multitudes 
of small peoplo, and are a highway for 
crickets and grasshoppers of all grades; 
there is one of the natives, with exag- 
gerated bow legs and a mahogany-col- 
ored mail, who becomes much attached 
to us. The daylight wanes: we pick by 
feeling tor some time, when on the in- 
stant the place is glorified, and glancing 
up, there is a great pink fluff of cloud 
above tho trees. As it floats across and 
pales, we regretfully (though our bas- 
kets are running over full,) turn our 
faces homeward. It is duskv among the 
pines, and when we reach the open, the 
western sky is heaped with ashen clouds, 
and tho beacon is shining brightly across 
the bay. L. E. C.

A Remarkable Prophecy.

I planted them among the 
people of tho forest. 1 sustained them, 
and while they were humble I blessed 
them and fed them and they became a 
numerous people, but now tlioy have be- 
come proud and lifted up and have 
forgotten mo who nourished them, and 
protected them in the wilderness, and 
are running into every abomination and 
evil practice of which tho old countries 
aro guilty, and have taken quietude from 
the land and suffered a dividing spirit to 
come among them. 

Lift up thine eyes and bohold; — 

This division began in tho church ou 
points of docliine. It commenced in tho 
Presbyterian Society, and went through 
the various religious denominations and 
in its progress and close its effect were 
the same, those that dissented went off 
with high heads and taunting language, 
and those who kept to their original sen- 
timents appeared and when tho dividing 
spirit entered the Society of Friends it 
raged in as high a degree as in any 1 had 
before discovered. As before, those who 
kept to their ancient principles retired 
by themselves. It appeared in lodges of 
Freemasons. It broke out in appearance 
liko a volcano in as much as it set the 
whole country iu an uproar for a length 
of time, then it entered politics in tho 
United States, and did not stop until it 
produced a civil war; and abundance of 
human blood was shed iu the course of 
the combat, the Southern Suites lost their 
power and slavery was annihilated from 
tuoir borders. Then a monarohial power 


arose took the govern inent of the States 
established a national religion nud made 
the people tributary to support its ex- 
penses, 1 saw them take property from 
Friends to a large anioiiut; I was amazed 
at beholding all this, and I heard a voice 
proclaim. “This power shall not always 
stand but with it I shall chastise my 
church until they return to the faithful- 
ness of their forefathers, thou seest what 
is coming on thy nutivo land for its iniq- 
uities. and the blood of Africa.” The 
remembrance of which lias eome up be- 
fore mu. This vision is yet for many 
days.” 

I luul no idea of writing it for many 
years until it became such a burden that 
for my own relief 1 havo written it.

observed and a general advancement in 
Christian interest was noticeable. 

Mr. G. B. Putnam gave an interesting 
account of the Fellowship meeting 
which he had attended as a delegate 
from this Club and then referred to the 
death of one of tlieir members, Mr. 
Francis G. Barnes, which had occurred 
siuce their last meeting, and to other 
mattors which had taken place during 
the interim. 

The subject for the evening “Our Chil- 
dren and Youth, in Christ and His Ser- 
vice,” was then taken up and the 
speakers for the evening were selected 
from the pastors, superintendents of the 
Sabbatli schools, and members of the 
Young People’s Society of Christian En- 
deavor, as representing the three cliiel 
motive powers which were productive ol 
success in bringing the young people in- 
to the church. The first speaker was 
Mr. E. A. Marsh, superintendent of the 
Sunday school at West Newton, who hav- 
ing enjoyed tlie position of leader of a 
Sabbatli School for many years, said lie 
could thoroughly appreciate tlie value of 
that institution anu its direct influence 
in preparing children for tlie church 
work, to come later on, Tlie ultimate 
objects of tlie Sunday schools are to in- 
still into the .voting a love ot Christ and 
encourage a complete Christian devel- 
opement, thus fitting them for perfect 
work in the church in after years. The 
young are doing much and are w illing to 
do more and olioulil be encouraged. 

Mr. Frank W. Gaffield, superintendent 
of tlie .sabbath school of the Central 
church, said lie was happy to see that out 
of tlie last sixtv three admissions to his 
church, forty-three of them were under 
age and lie felt that this was owing di- 
rectly to the influence of the Sabbatli 
school. We should pay more attention 
to tlie young in the church and make 
them feel that they are a part oi it, thus 
inspiring them with responsibility. 
While Cmist loves all. we consider that He 
is especially devoted to the chi ulreii and 
we should leucli them to love Him while 
they are young and not allow mem to 
fall into tlie pit for the sake of n noting 
them afterward. 'Hie Sunday school is 
tlie direct means of accomplishing this 
result; wo have been apt to consider that 
tlie children could not do anytiiing in the 
Church but I assure that they can be 
taught tlie love of Christ and, as first im- 
pressions are lasting, tliat is everything, 
After twenty years of experience in the 
Sunday school i am thoroughly convinced 
that it is the best channel through which 
to guide tlie young to work in Christ’s 
service afterward I well remember my 
first Sunday school and my teacher 
whom [ thought an angel and 1 believe 
those influences exerted themselves ou 
my alter life to ail extent only equalled 
by my mother’s prayers. Tlie cumpau- 
ionships of tlie school are another im- 
portant factor and tlie outside associa- 
tions have much to do with tlie 
formation of good lives. Tlie talks 
among tlie children on tlie way home 
and during tlie week have as much or 
more influence than tlie hour spent in 
class each Sunday. There are now about 
seven million member* of our Schools in 
this country and a* many more who 
ought to become members, and there is 
work, delightful missionary work to bo 
done right here at home, laboring fur the 
Sunday school. 

Mr. J. I*. B. Fiske of Auburndale spoke 
very strongly in favor of the Young 
I'eople’s Society of Christian Endeavor. 
He heartily believed in it and was always 
glad to speak a good word for what fie 
I believed in. The Society bad been of 
great benefit to him personally. It hud 


had a wonderful career n« was shown bv 
the fact that a few years ago tlie organi- 
zation was unknown and now the coun- 
try was dotted over with its branches. 
It occupied a very important position as 
tho connecting link between tlie Sabbath 
school and the church and was produc- 
ing men and women who would lie work- 
ers mid shining lights in tho good cnuHo 
for tho years to come. The distinguish- 
ing characteristics of tho Society were 
then referred to and the speaker showed 
how each member did what he or site 
could individually for the causo in which 
they are engaged. Much good was ac- 
complished by tlie work performed on 
t lie different committees. Tho pastors 
all over tho country have much faith in 
the organization and frequently refer to 
the improvement in the work done by 
tlie young people since its influences 
have been felt. One tiling that was 
needed was more encouragement from 
tlie older members of tlie church. 

Rev. F. E. Clarke spoke highly of the 
work being done by this important Soci- 
ety and believed it would raise up a hand 
of workers ami they would ho intelligent 
workers too. It is surprising fo see the 
amount of misinformation about tlie Bi- 
ble which is afloat evon among tho chil- 
dren of Christian fnmilies. The speaker 
gave several incidents of peculiar mis- 
takes about facts in tho Bible which 
were supposod to be known by overyono. 
Tho prayer meeting pledges of the 
Young People’s meetings was a strong 
fenturo ami might lie considered tlie 
backbone of tho whole tiling and lie be- 
lieved in speaking and talking tlie matter 
over frequently; as outspoken Christians 
are sure to be working Christians. The 
recurrence of thoughts about Christ aro 
wliat make and keep people good. The 
speaker closed with a description of the 
recent Conference at Chicago where five 
thousand people were present and all 
anxious to bo heard from in rulntion to 
the great work. 

Rev. Mr. Lamb was the last of the 
speakers who had been announced to 
take part and gavo his views ns to the 

K osilion to lie taken by tho pastors in 
ringing the children to Christ. Some- 
tiling must, be done to raise up young 
strong Christians to offset the opposing 
influences which aro constantly present- 
ing themselves. Tlie Christian mother, 
lie believed, laid the foundation of all 
good, as she occupies a place in refer- 
ence to her children wiiicli could be 
reached by no one else. The position of 
tlie pastor is clearly at tho mother’s 
r.glit hand. That is whore lie can do tlie 
most good and lie should remember them 
nil the time, give them words of encour- 
agement when lie meets them and also 
in some cases remind them of tlieir duty. 

Rev. Dr. Horr of East Boston was then 
called upon and mado a few remarks 
after which the meeting adjourned.

MR. PULSIFER’8 DEATH. 


Dll. WOODMAN “HOWS THAT IT WAS DUK 
TO NATURAL CAUSES. 

To the Editor of the Graphic : 

In connection with the sad bereave- 
ment which this community has recently 
suffered in the loss of one of its eminent 
citizens, certain newspapers have given 
currency to shocking reports, as cruel as 
they were false.. Havingihad special op- 
portunity to inquire into and learn the 
facts about the case, 1 desire to state my 
views of the cause of his death: 

For many months Mr. Pulsifer had 
been under the pressure of excessive 
work, the stress of financial anxieties 
and probably depressing disappoint- 
ments. His friends could not fail to ob- 
serve that his health was breaking. .Many 
remarked a noticeable effect on his ap- 
pearance and physical condition. He 
lost appetite for food, suffeied great pri- 
vation of sleep and was brought to a 
state of physical depression and exhaus- 
tion, bordering on nervous prostration. 
Repeated attacks of dizziness and mo- 
mentary loss of consciousness warned 
him of the gravity of his condition, and 
he could but have realized that his 
strength was failing, and that without 
sleep he could not hold out longer. He 
was unwilling to ask medical advice, be- 
cause he felt that he could not subject 
himself to the restraint from work which 
any judicious physician would have in- 
sisted upon in his state. He could not 
give up the hope that he might he en- 
abled to hold on and work out his busi- 
ness plans to the re-establishing of his 
fortune. 

On Thursday evening after a day of 
extraordinary effort and anxiety. Mr. 
Pulsifer undoubtedly realized his fearful 
exhaustion, and that if he went home to 
his family at the Kensington a physi- 
cian would he summoned, and he would 
be forbidden to carry out his plans. Ac- 
cordingly he wrote a note to his wife, 
saying he should try to secure a good 
night's rest at Young’s Hotel, in order to 
he ready to go to Springfield on the fol- 
! lowing day. 

’ It was probably late in the 
evening when he changed his mind as 
to where to spend the night, for we 
found in his pocket the key to a room at 
Young’s Hotel; also the papers which he 
; had prepared to use at Springfield, prov- 
; ing that his purpose was fixed to go to 
I Springfield on the following day, to at- 
tend to that business. 

Accustomed to the quiet of his loved 
home at "Islington.” it is not unnatural 
that he thought of that retired spot as 
more favorable to his obtaining the 
much-needed rest than any Hotel in 
Bo.-ton. The comparative quiet of a uight 
at Islington had often been refetred to 
in his family, and a knowledge of 
all the circumstances clears up the sus- 
picious inferences which stiangeis de- 
duce from his going there to spend the 
night. 

To make sure of sleep for a period of 
six or eight hours he might have taken 
an ordinary dose of some bypniotic, (al- 
; though uo trace of any medicine or drug 
was found about his person or on the 
premises.) Such a dose, taken simply 
to secure sleep. may have had theeffect,in 
his depressed state, to precipitate a fatal 
culmination of the brain, exhaustion and 
heart failure which terminated his life.

A memorial service for the late Hon. 
R. M. Pulsifer will be held in the New 
Church chapel on Highland avenue, New- 
tonville, at 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 


The Sioux Indians. 

Monday evening a meeting was held 
in the Baptist church to listen to an ad- 
dress by Mrs. Collins, medical mis- 
sionary for 13 years to the Sioux Indi- 
ans. The scriptures were read by Mr. 
Joshua Davis, who introduced the speak- 
er. Miss Collins pictured in a life-like 
manner the habits and homes of the lu- 
diaus, presenting them as individuals, 
showiug that they have the same human 
traits as ourselves. The affection of the 
Indians for their children and families 
was shown by several instances in which 
a lather suffered physical pain that he 
might propitiate a God aud thus gain 
his favor and save the life of his child. 
The quickness of the Indian to respond 
t > the touch of sympathy was clearly 
shown and impressed upon the listeners. 
The injustice of the government 
iu seadiug commissioners to make a new 
tii aty with the Indians without an- 
uouueiug their coming or in any way 
preparing the Indians for it. aroused the 
suspicions of Hie Moux and caused great 
opposition. Had the agents and mis- 
sionaries nrepared them, much less op- 
position might have been found. The 
reservation of the ludians of 11,000,000 
acres, if bought at 50 cents an acre, would 
he a verv different matter fioin the se- 
lecting for the same price only the best 
lauds ami leaving the poorest upou the 
Indians’ hands. 

The necessity of rousing the people 
that justice may he done the Indians, 
w as poiuted out as a great and important 
duty.

ATH OF EX-MAYOR Pl LSlFER. 


Both branches of the city government 
wero in session Monday ovening, tho 
board ot Aldermen meeting in special 
session. Aldermen Petteo ami Childs 
were absent. 

City Messenger Wellington was elected 
clerk pro tern, in the absence of Colonel 
Kingsbury and sworn in by the Mayor. 
The following message was received 
from Mayor Kimball: 

To the City Council: It is with feel- 
ings of profound sorrow that 1 perform 
the duty of communicating to yon the 
painful intelligence of the death of ex- 
Mayor Itoval M. Pnlsifer. Mr. Pulsifer 
was M**vorof our city during the years 
1 He was previously alderman for 
two years. The important duties and re- 
sponsibilities pertaining to these offices 
he carefully and successfully performed. 
Mr. Pulsifer was actively interested and 
influential in all public matters: as a pri- 
vate citizen he was liberal and (always 
kind. His noble traits of character, his 
usefulness, courtesy and generosity have 
endeared him to all. His memory will 
long be cherished by the poople of this 
city. Anticipating and appreciating 
your wishes that our affection might be 
appropriately manifested, the City Hall 
was closed during the funeral services, 
while the bells mournfully tolled his age 
— l.j years ; the National Hag was low- 
ered to half mast: a floral tribute was 
made in the name of the city, and the 
portrait of ex-Mayor Pulsifer in the 
Mayor’s office draped in mourning. I 
recommend that a joint special commit- 
tee be appointed, consisting of three al- 
dermen and such as the common couucil 
may join, to draft appropriate resolu- 
tions. 

Aldermen Johnson, Childs and Ward 
were appointed as the committee on the 
part of the Aldermen. 

TUF. LATE GEORGE E. AI.LEX. 

Alderman Nickerson from the commit- 
tee appointed to draft resolutions on the 
death of the late George E. Allen. report- 
ed that the committee feel that nothing 
they could say would add to the high es- 
timation in which he was held, but ap- 
proving of an official recognition of his 
public services, therefore he it

er faithful and efficient public servant, 
one who was always sought for, rather 
than seeking official position, hut hon- 
estly and fearlessly administrating all 
public business entrusted to him. 

That we esteemed him highly as a 
friend, genial and courteous iu his bear- 
ing, honest and true to Ins convictious. 

That the city council of Newton ex- 
presses its sympathy with the family and 
relatives in the loss which extends to a 
wide circle through his connections with 
omr city and state governments and his 
educational work.

LEAD AND IRON SERVICE PIPE. 

The petition of I)r. Dean for permis- 
sion to use iron Instead of lead service 
pipe, passed by the aldermen, was taken 
from the table on motion of Councilman 
Hale, who described the way inwhi h 
Dr. Dean had made his application, and 
its refusal by tho water hoard. The 
petitioner than applied to the city coun- 
cil. the only recourse left him. It seemed 
perfectly reasonable that he should he 
allowed to use iron pipe if he desired. 

Councilman Wiswall said tho applica- 
tion did not come before the water boaid 
in the proper form, and so they could 
not act upon it. 

Councilman llond thought the water 
board ought to he supported, and as they 
had given the petitioner a chance for 
a hearing, which ho did not attend, he 
did not think I)r. Dean ought to he al- 
lowed to come before the city council. 
If Dr. Dean had stated to the water 
board why he wanted an iron pipe, and 
made an application in the proper form, 
it would probably have been granted. 

Councilman Kennedy thought it was 
only lair to allow a petit! »uer the right 
of appeal from tho water hoard, which 
had only given him leave to withdraw. 
Dr. Dean’s opinion as to water pipes 
was entitled to some consideration. 
Other applications for leave to uso iron 
pipes had been granted under certain 
conditions. 

Councilman Wiswall said that Dr. 
Deau refused to come before the hoard 
and state why he wished an iron pipe. 
If he had done so he would probably 
have got it. 

Councilman Hamblen thought that if 
Dr. Dean wanted an iron pipe he should 
he allowed to have it. 

Councilman Hale read a letter from Dr. 
Dean, stating that he would rather pay 
for the iron pipe than to have the lead 
pipe. 

Councilman Wiswall said that if Dr. 
Dean would stand by his letter, he would 
have no difficulty in getting the iron 
pipe. Iron pipe cost no more, but it did 
not wear ah long as lead pipe, abd he 
thought the petitioner should pay the 
expense ot the first laying. 

Councilman Hale said that Dr. Dean 
applied in the regular way. and some 
discussion followed between Councilman 
Hale and Wiswall, as to the comparative 
healthfulness of iron and lead pipes. 

The order was then amended that Dr. 
Dean should pay the cost of laying the 
pipe and the order was passed.

Pulsifer’s portrait at the Mayor’s office 
wnn drnpod in mourning. A beautiful 
floral tribute was nent by the city offi- 
cials. At noon, Monday, opportunity 
was given to the many friends of Colonel 
Pulsifer to take their last look at the 
face of the deceased, and a large number 
visited the house. A memorial service 
will he held on Sunday morning at the 
Sweden horgeau church. 

Mr. Pulsifer was horn in Newton, Juno 
2, 184.1, and has lived here all his life. 
He was educated in the Newton schools, 
and intended to go to college, hut in- 
stead he entered tho office of the Boston 
Herald at tho ago of 18. The Herald was 
then owned by E. C. Bailey, and Mr. 
Pulsifer’s abilities soon brought him to 
the attention of his employer, and he 
was appointed to tho responsible office 
of cashier. In 1805, only four years after 
his entrance into the journalistic field, 
his merits were recognized by promotion 
to a junior partership. In the spring of 
180P there was a fundamental change of 
proprietorship, Mr. E. C. Bailey sold 
his interest in tho paper to a new firm, 
composed of members of staff, Mr. Pul- 
sifer being associated in it with Messrs. 
E. B. Haskell, Charles II. Amlrows, Jus- 
tin Andrews and George G. Bailey. The 
two last named gentlemen were after- 
wards bought out by the other threo 
partners, who for nearly twenty years 
maintained the paper under the firm 
name of R.M.Pulsifer«&Co.,and built it up 
to its present proportions. Mr. Pulsifer 
was tho business man of the firm and he 
made the lit raid tho best newspaptr 
property iu Boston, if not in the country. 
His title of colonel, by which lie was 
commonly addressed in Boston, came to 
him by an appointment on the staff of 
Governor Talbot, long his business col- 
league in the management of the Com- 
monwealth Bank and the Safe Deposit 
Company, and a \% arm personal friend. 
He was instrumental in procuring tho 
city charter of Newton, a member of the 
first board of Aldermen, and i ’8J.tr.tl ’81 
was mayor of the city, receiving a unan- 
imous nomination and only accepting the 
office after urgent solicitation. Ho made 
an excellent mayor, inaugurated the 
same business methods that had made 
the Herald so successful, aud here as 
elsewhere making warm friends of all 
with whom he was brought in contact. 
He was also a member of the board of 
water commissioners which had charge 
of introducing city water into Newton, 
and tho work was done within the ap- 
propriation, so carefully and wisely was 
it managed. Mr. Pulsifer was active in 
establishing the Newton Cottage Hospi- 
tal, as he was in any project to benefit 
the city or increase its attractions and 
comforts, and held the office of president 
of the corporation. In spite of ins many 
and urgeut business cares, he was never 
too busy to attend to his duties as a citi- 
zen. and it was probably tho strain at- 
tendant upon so many duties that in- 
jured Ins health and led to his early 
death. He was one of the most active 
citizens in forming the Newton Club, and 
has held the office of president ever 
since its organization. 

At the organization of the New Eng- 
land Associated Press in ISOb he was 
chosen to actus its secretary and treasur- 
er, and he always maintained his interest 
in the management of the association. 
Later lie became a director of the Com- 
monwealth Bank, as well as of the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit & Trust Company. Di- 
rectorships in railroad companies, min- 
ing companies and other financial associ- 
ations were showered upon him, and two 
years ago lie was elected president of the 
Marietta A* North Georgia Railroad, a 
corporation in which he had for some 
time been largely interested.

Southern Outrages and 
the Tariff.

TIIE TARIFF QUESTION. 


1ION. LKVKHETT SALTONSTAI.I, REPLIES 
TO MR. J. It. LEESON. 


To the Editor of the Graphic : 

In accordance with your request, I 
will point out briclly what T consider to 
bo some of the errors in the communica- 
tion of Mr. J. It. Leeson, published in 
the Graphic of the 12tli inst. 

The main proposition of Mr. Leeson, as 
I read it, is contained in this statement: 

“None can deny that under the protec- 
tive tariffs of 17$0, 1810, 1824, 1828, 1882, 
1842, 1801, the material prosperity of the 
country has shown a continuous Rain ” 

From which it is inferred that the in- 
creased prosperity of the country during 
the entire period of its history has 
been caused by the prevalence of the 
protective policy. 

As a subsidiary proposition, it is al- 
leged that the Republican party, during 
its control of federal legislation since 
then, has reduced tariff taxation some 
$78,000,000 in the annual revenue from 
customs, from which it is inferred that 
the same party should be intrusted with 
the work of making further reductions 
of the revenue now necessary, and that 
the senate tariff bill must bo considered 
better applicable to the situation than 
that of Mr. Mills. 

It is hardly necessary to say, with re- 
gard to the first proposition, that it is an 
illustration of the familiar fallacy of post 
hoc erijo propter hoc; that is, that because 
the country has prospered under a pro- 
tective tariff, it follows that the prosperi- 
ty is due to such a tariff. With equal 
reason it might be claimed that the 
country has prospered in spite of the 
tariff; and with more reason, indeed, 
since the period of greatest general pros- 
perity has been enjoyed under the tariff 
of 1840, which approached more nearly 
to free trade than any other in the series. 

But it is an error to represent the 
country as continuing, from the begin- 
ning of its national existence, under the 
operation of a protective tariff, as that 
term is now understood. The tariff act 
of 1789, which heads Mr. Leeson’s list, 
was essentially a tariff for revenue, its gen- 
eral line of duties being 5 per cent, ad- 
valorem, with higher rates on luxuries. 
The theory of protection, indeed, did 
not find definite expression in law un- 
til the tariff act of 1824, and theu to an 
exteut which now' would be thought 
k moderate. This, with variations by the 
“compromise act” of 1888 and the act of 
1842, continued until the definite change 
in the policy of the government marked 
by the tariff bill of 1840. Of the period 
from the war of independence to the 
war of the rebellion, then, only twenty- 
two years wore passed under a tariff 
w hose provisions in these days would be 
considered “protective” in character. 
During this timo, the country iucroased 
in population, wealth aud manufactures 
in the same way that it continued to in- 
crease under the low revenue tariff of 
1840. Indeed, the greater prosperity 
was found under the latter. Under each 
system there were periods of greater 
and less activity iu business, of ease and 
of depression, of speculation and of pan- 
ic. Except that the duration of “good 
times” has been longer uudor a low tar- 
iff than under a high tariff, and recovory 
from the periodic depression of “hard 
times” has been quicker and more natu- 
ral, there is little difference; but to 
charge the prosperity of the country to 
the protective system is to blot out one- 
lialf the facts of record. in the history of 
our lands. 

But the tariff uudor which the country 
now lives is an altogether different 
thiug from the comparatively innocuous 
custom laws euacted iu the first half of 
this century. It had its origin iu the ex- 
traordinary necessities of the war, which 
compelled the government to levy upon 
everything taxable to provide the neces- 
sary revenue to meet the enormous ex- 
penditures of those days, aud was built 
up to offset the heavy taxes of tho Inter- 
nal Revenue. The Internal Revenue act 
of 1802 imposed specific and udvaloreui 
taxes on many manufactures, required 
licenses of others, established an income 
tax, levied upon the gross receipts of 
railroad and other transportation compa- 
nies, aud, iu short, created burdens for in- 
dustry nnd business which were bravely 
endured at the time, but which now are 
among the nightmuro memories of tho 
war for the Union. As a balance to these 
internal taxes upon manufactures, tho 
tariff upou imported articles was in- 
creased. As Mr. Morrill said, iu intro- 
ducing the tariff bill of 1802: “If we 
bleed manufacturers, we must see to it 
that the proper tonic is administered at 
the same time.” 


Now, what has happened when theso 
Internal Rovcnuo war taxes woro removed 
from domestic manuiacturos? Hnvo the 
duties on foreign manufactures, imposed 
only to offset the internal taxes, been re- 
moved also? Mr. Leeson shows that 
$284,421,200 of internal taxes have boen 
abolished, and only #78,088,309 of tariff 
taxes. Even this small fraction might 
havo given more relief, had it been taken 
from tho duties on raw materials for use 
in our industries or from manufactured 
articles; but nearly #10,000,000 of it rop- 
rcsonts tho removal of tho duty from tea 
and coffee, which was a purely rovenuo 
tax, and only tho most insignificant por- 
tion represents relief for the artisan and 
the consumer. 

The reductions of the tariff effected by 
the Republic m governmou s of 1805-188"). 
have been carefully and intelligently 
made to preserve the war rates instead 
of abolishing them, as is clearly shown 
by tho flgureR of your correspondent; and 
it is for this reason, and because the ef- 
fect of the senate tariff bill is to continue 
the saino policy of taxing the multitude 
of consumers for the excessive profit of 
tho comparatively small number of manu- 
facturers, that the work of tariff reform 
should bo intrusted to other hands.

BOURBO.NISM. 

REPRESENTATIVE WALWORTH ON ELEC- 
TION FRAUDS IN THE SOUTH. 


To the Editor of the Gkaimiic: 

Tho systematic suppression of all votes 
in opposition to the Democratic party in 
certain Southern States is a fact admitted 
and even defended by the Democrats 
themselves; but it has become tho fash- 
ion of tho day, in the opposition to the 
Republican party, to sneer at any 
attempt to discuss this question or 
make any issue about it. Judge Pitman 
says that when Republicans allude to it, 
even the boys cry out “chestnuts.” This 
is just as logical and convincing a retort 
as Mr. Mills’ refined and crushing reply to 
tho New. Haven gentleman who asked 
him a respectful but hard question relat- 
ing to free trade, “you go and soak your 
head !” 

Is the existing state of suffrage worthy 
of some attention as a political question, 
or is it now to be dropped as a past and 
dead issue ^labelled contemptuously by 
those who do not wish to have it dis- 
cussed with the title “bloody shirt?” 

The shirt of southern suffrage is not 
to say “bloody,” but rather soiled with 
dishouesty and fraud. It is not tho 
fashion of the southern chivalry to-day 
to shoot down their political opponents 
with shot-guns, but to steal their ballots, 
manipulate tho returns, count out all un- 
desirable votes, and outwit the opposite 
party by every device of fraud, treachery 
and cunning that can be devised. 

What are the admitted facts in evi- 
dence to-day? We have in several states 
an absolute nullification of tho fifteenth 
amendment to the constitution, and not 
only that, but the constitution itself set 
at naught; for that instrument, Article 
IV, Seetion 4. guarantees to every State 
a Republican form of government. Does 
such a form obtain to-day in South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, or Louisiana? Tho for- 
mer State with 225,000 voters, of whom 
90.000, or white , are ruled by an oligarchy 
of 33,000— Bourbon Democrats. 

Should we consider that we lived un- 
der a Republic iu Massachusetts if only 
50,000 votes werocast, or rather counted, 
at a State election? 

The doctrinaires, by whose advice uni- 
versal suffrage without regard to intelli- 
gence was established in the South, many 
of whom, for example Daniel Chamber- 
lain aud Col. Uigginson, are to-day vot- 
ing tno Democratic ticket, thought that 
this right wns synonymous with liberty. 
They ueed not have looked further back 
thau the last French Empire for an ex- 
ample to the contrary. There almost 
absolute despotism existed under uni- 
versal suffrage, and the figures of the 
plebescite endorsing Louis Napoleon, 
are only comparable for unanimity and 
volume with recent returns from Louis- 
iana. It is an observed fact in political 
history that about 75 per cent, of the 
voting population vote in a normal elec- 
tion under great excitemeut tho propor- 
tion may rise to 90 per cent., but a vote 
of over 90 or less than 50 per cent, is a 
sure evidence of fraud. What shall we 
say, then, to a vote of 105 percent, or of 
15 percent.? Do we need evidouce of wit- 
nesses beforo committees as to what this 
means. We can have enough if we Want 
them; wo even have volunteer witnesses, 
as, for instance. Senator Enstis, who, in 
his recent article iu the Forum states ex- 
plicitly what tho Bourbous propose to 
do and not to do with reference to the 
rights of suffrage of the negro and uudor 
what conditions they can live and under 
wlmt they can’t live. But wo notice in- 
variably that it is the ignorant colored 
man, not tho ignorant ivhite man that is 
a danger and terror to the community. 
They don’t proposo to draw a lino be- 
tween intelligence and illitoracy.aud leave 
the ignorant negro and tho ignorant 
white on the same side of that lino; their 
line is to run parallel to tho color lino at 
the point where the faintest tinge of 
African blood can no longer bo detected. 

Not this only, but in South Carolina 
tho Bourbons (wo use a well understood 
word to avoid a circumlocution), do not 
now and do not proposo iu the future to 
havo white votes agaiut them counted. 
Tho meu who are tho nucleus of the In- 
dependent party in South Carolina to- 
day believe that with a free ballot and 
fair count they could poll a majority of 
tho 90, (XX) white votes in that State. As 
to tho negroes, with their docile uud in- 
offensive nature, they havo very nearly 
abandoned hope of obtaining any repre- 
sentation iu either State or national gov- 
ernment. Thu details of thV) modus op- 
eraudi of the Bourbons are familiar to 
ull, the eight ballot boxes usually placed 
so high that the labels cannot be road by 
any one aud conveniently shuffled from 
time to time, ballots shitted from box to 
box, miscounted or destroyed, returns 
falsified, and every invention of chicanery 
and fraud brought to boar to count out 
uu auti-Bourbon candidate. 

In Robert Smalls’ district in South Car- 
olina, a district especiaii^>errymandered 
to take iu us many blacks aud as few 
whites as possible, resulting in a census 
of 27,000 colored voters against 5,000 
white, in this very district two years ago, 
Mr. Smalls was deliberately couutod out 


nnd a Bourbon seated iu Congress where 
lie has remained nearly t ho whole term. 
Mr. Smalls appealed t<> Washington, nyd 
lias spoilt about 87,000 in vain in law suit, 
before the committee on election for a 
seat that of right belongs to him with 
one hundred times more probability 
than the President's chair to Mr. Cleve- 
land. It was shown in this case that in 
one-half the precincts in the district no 
polls were opened. 

Is this any kind of a Republican form 
of government that is permitted in this 
State by Mr. Cleveland's administration, 
and will the cotton States have, under 
any democratic administration, that form 
of government, which under the consti- 
tution, is to be guaranteed by the central 
power? 

The very csscnco of free government 
and free institution is that the citizen 
shall be subject neither to tyranny of in- 
dividuals nor to the dictation of mobs or 
of any people who claim to he the peo- 
ple. 

The natural result of the seizure of 
the reins of government and all the 
electoral machinery by the Bourbons in 
tlie cotton States, is that this oligarchy, 
this fraction of the whites, control the 
entire representation of tiiose States in 
Congress. The following States now 
have a solid Democratic representation 
in Washington: Alabama, Arkansas, Del- 
aware, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and Texas, 50 votes. It is theso 
50 Bourbon votes that to-day control the 
policy of the Democratic party; these 
men are free traders just as much now 
as when their States were in rebellion; 
the most influential journalist in South 
Carolina is an Englishman, a free-trader, 
a Romanist, and it is hardly necessary to 
add, a Bourbon Democrat. 

And by how many voters were these 50 
Bourbons sent to Congress? Some of 
them by as few as a representative to 
our Legislature may receive. A repre- 
sentative from South Carolina represents 
on the average 4,780 votes, one from our 
State 20,300, one from Iowa 81,4001 That 
is to say the ex-rebel Democratic voter 
in South Carolina balances about 5 voters 
in Massachusetts and 7 in Iowa, not tak- 
ing extreme cases but averages, and ex- 
erts from five to seven times aB much in- 
fluence on the policy of the government 
with reference to every matter of home 
or foreign affairs, finance, morals and ed- 
ucation. to all of which he is in the great- 
er number of cases a stranger. 

This question of tho over-representa- 
tion of the Southern States enters into 
every issue of the campaign. The pro- 
tectionist, the prohibitionist, the civil 
service reformer, will find evory one of 
these voters offsetting his three, five or 
seven votes, as the case may be. It is 
useless to try to ignore or sneer at or 
close our eyes to the mathematical 
demonstrations above given. If what 
Senator Eustis claims be true, that soci- 
ety cannot exist in the Southern States 
by tho side of a free ballot box, which 
few will believe, then in tho name of all 
that is fair and just, let us have a repre- 
sentation based on the number of those 
who can be permitted to vote, not on 
those who cannot; but if it be not true, 
then let tho Nation enforce its own con- 
stitution, letjit draw tho line of intelli- 
gence, if you will, but no color line, and 
insist on a free ballot box and a free voter. 

Because this will never bo done by a 
party which owes its only success to the 
frauds aud violence in tho South, sup- 
plemented by the solid vote of the slums 
of New York, when that issue trembled 
in the bailee, is a most cogent reason 
why every friend of purity, of good gov- 
ernment and of civil liberty itself, should 
cast his vote for Benjamin Harrison at 
the next election.

TARIFF, PROGRESS AM) WEALTH. 

MR. JOSEPH R. SMITH ON THE FAULTS OF 
THE PRESENT TARIFF. 


To the Editor of the Graphic. 

Tho tariff question as now practically 
presented is not that of tho past record 
of parties, but of the position of parties 
and their leaders on that issue to-day. 
The past is valuable only as it illustrates 
the present condition. 

Tho existing tariff cannot be intelli- 
gently discussed without carefully bear- 
ing in miud its origin. The tariff laws 
now in force, are based upon the acts of 
Juno 30, 1804, which passed both houses 
of Congress and were signed by tho Pres- 
ident inside of five days. By these acts 
very heavy internal taxes were imposed. 
To compensate for these internal taxes, a 
corresponding increase in import duties 
was made. The internal taxes on dutia- 
ble goods have almost entirely vanished. 
Tho import duties of corresponding a- 
mount, professedly imposed solely to com- 
pensate for tho iulei na! taxes, still remain. 
By this process, the protective features 
of the tariff have been skilfully and 
largely increased almost without poople’s 
knowing it. 

The figures given in the Graphic of 
Oct. 12 strikingly illustrate this Jfact. 
According to those figures from 1809 to 
1883 the internal taxes were reduced al- 
most four times as much as import 
duties. At no time wore the receipts 
from internal duties much more than 
twice tho leceipts from import duties. Iu 
1870, Senator Morrill, tho fatlior of the 
acts of 1804, said : “For revenue purposes, 
and not sololy for protection, fifty per 
cent., in many instances has been added 
to the tariff (duriug tho war) to enable 
our homo trade to hear the now* but in- 
dispensable burdens of internal taxation. 
Already wo have relinquished most of 
such taxes. So far, theu, as protection is 
concerned * * * wo might safely 

remit a percentage of the tariff on a con- 
siderable share of our foreign importa- 
tions * * * It is a mistake of the 
friends of a sound tariff to insist on the 
extreme rates imposed during the war, if 
less will raise the necessary revenue * * 
Whatever percentage of duties was im- 
posed on foreign goods to cover internal 
taxation on home manufactures, should 
not now be claimed as the lawful prize 
of protection, when such taxes have 
been repealed. There is no longer an 
equivalent.” Eighteen years have passed 
since theso words, yet such percentage 
is not only claimed, but actually exacted 
from every man, woman ami child in this 
country as “the lawful prize of protec- 
tion.” 

Iu 1882, tho tariff commission recom- 
mended a reduction of 20 per cout iu 
duties. Duties have iu some instances 
since then been increased uud the aver- 
age is higher now than then. 

That the tariff issue has not for years 
followed party lines is true. Tlmi the 
tariff should not be a question of party 
politics is equally true. If, however, it is 
to be iu politics, it should he there asja 


vital, important question to-day, and 

paify lines should ho drawn upon it. 
That It has now become a vital issue is 
flue to President Cleveland. For his 
courage iu placing it there lie merits 
intelligent, earnest support. Had it not 
been for his message of last December 
the Mills hill would probably not have 
existed. To him, too, more than to any one 
man, is duo the existence of tho Senate 
bill, reducing tho tariff on far other lines 
but as much, us the Mills hill a id show- 
ing tho insincerity of the Chicago plat- 
form. This bill wns only presented by 
the leaders of tho majority in the Senate 
because they dared not go before the 
country without at least tho semblance 
of action, in the face of the feeling 
which arose in response to tho message 
of last December. 

To quote tiie New York Sun ns repre- 
senting fairly Democratic opinion of t.o- 
dayis unfair. From the first that paper has 
strcnously opposed tho President and its 
opposition is now stronger than ever. 

The article in the Graphic of Oct. 

12 states that the Mills bill would 
” alleviate one great National interest by 
the depression of another.” To what 
this refers it is difficult to see unless it is 
to tho woolen manufacturing interest 
and tho placing of wool on the free list. 

If this is so, the article contains an im- 
portant admission; for it states that the 
woolen manufacturing industry would be 
“alleviated” or benefited, a fact which it 
is hard to doubt. Unless, then It 
clearly appears that the wool growing in- 
terest is injuriously affected, this import- 
ant provision of tiie bill is justified. It 
cannot lie shown that tho price of wool, 
the number of sheep or the production 
of wool in this country has been depen- 
dent upon a tariff to protect it. From 
1847 to isr>4 the duty on wool was 30 per 
cent and the price varied from 39 cents 
in 1849 to 59 in 1853,a fluctuation as great 
if not greater than is found in the same 
time under any tariff changes within tiie 
last 40 years. Sheep raising for wool 
only is not, and cannot be, profitable in 
this part of the country. Except in 
Texas, and possibly country adjacent to 
it, the demand for mutton and lambs 
controls the production of sheep. Wool 
is the smallest single source of income 
the sheep grower has from his flock. 
There is at least as much authority, that 
placing wool upon the free list will raise 
its price of it, as that it will reduce it. 

To quote the tariff of 1789 averaging in 
tho main about 5 per cent as a justifica- 
tion if the present tariff of 47 per cent 
is remarkable. To a less extent, the I 
same, tiling is true of the other tariffs 
mentioned in your issue of the 12th in- 
cluding even that of 1S01. It is true that 
no one can deny that under these tariffs 
the material prosperity of the country 
has shown a continous gain and, if we 
cxcludo our shipping, the same is true <>f 
the subsequent tariffs. But it is equally 
true that the most rapid advance in ma- 
terial prosperity iu all departments 
including shipping which the country 
has ever seen, was under the low tariffs 
of 1840 and 1857. 

That the country has advanced, no one 
denies. That people here are better off 
than in any other country is probably 
true. The question is, have this advance- 
ment and prosperity depended chiefly 
upon the existing tariff, tho product of 
five days discussion in Congress. This is 
not to be|assumed, but to be proved. 

The tariff is a tax. A protective tar- 
iff is taxation of one person for the bene- 
fit of another. The principle taxes a 
people because they have natural advan- 
tages. Under it, but a small part of the 
money taken from the people goes to the 
public treasury. When, therefore, t lie 
small part going to that treasury, fills it 
needlessly full, it is time for a decided, 
but not precipitate, reduction, unless the 
advantages flowing from that tariff is 
clearly and overwhelmingly shown. The 
Mills bill is one of the most moderate 
tariff reform bills ever introduced. It 
carefully protects existing interests, is in 
accord with recent opinions of the most 
prominent of its present opponents, and 
should become a law. if it is said it 
leads to free trade: it is an admission 
that free trade will benefit the country, 
for further changes in the same direc- 
tion will not be tried unless those made 
prove beneficial. 

The venerable Hugh McCullough is 
right when ho says in substance, that 
there is more danger that a tariff suffi- 
cient to supply our necessary revenue 
will unduly hamper our commerce, than 
that we shall be injured by too free com- 
merce. 

The reason now commonly relied 
upon for maintaining our present high 
protective system is the higher rate of 
wages paid in the United States than in 
Europe. In dealing with this question, 
the advocates of the present tariff care- 
fully omit to state that wages in low 
tariff England are as much higher than 
in tho high protection countries of 
Europe, as the wages of Massachusetts, 
are higherjthau those of England. and that 
tho difference iu wages paid in manufac- 
turing industries in Massachusetts and 
South Carolina in 1880 was greater than 
the difference in wages between Massa- 
chusetts and England. From 1872 to 
1883 tho United States had a tariff whose 
protective features were the highest tho 
country has ever soon. During this time 
wages advanced iu England 9.74 per cent 
amt fell off in MnssachusettsO.41 per cent. 
The best authorities show that wages in 
the United States are higher than iu 
Europe, because workmen do as much 
more work hero than they do there, as 
their wages are higher, i. e. that the labor 
cost of the product is as low here as 
there. This being so, there surely can 
he no excuse for a tariff equal to, if not 
exceeding, the entire labor element in 
! goods produced here. Yet, such is the 
present tariff. Shall it bo changed ?

ISSUES AM) CANDIDATES. 


MIL ROUKRT It. GARDINER REPLIES TO 
MR. SAMUEL SHAW. 


To the Editor of tho Newton Gkaimiic: 
j I have derived much pleasure and, 1 
! trust, some profit, from Mr. Shaw’s able 
i reply to my attempt to state a few of tho 
J principles which should lead all intulli- 
j gent citizens to vote for a President and 
a Congressman pledged to tho protective 
system. 1 infer from Mr. Shaw’s article 
that he is honest enough to call himself 
a free trader, it tul iu that respect, as well 
as iu the ability and intelligence with 
which ho treats the question, he is far 
superior to his candidate for President, 
who presents hackneyed free trade argu- 
ments in a manlier of which any capable 
Sophomore would be ashamed, and then, 
fearful of having cut his own throat, tries 
to recover himself by rejecting the con- 
sequences of his own argument aud 
thinks he can persuade us that he is uot, 
as far as his capacity permits, what his 
own words show him to be. 1 was about 
to say that Mr. Shaw was superior also 
to his candidate for Cougress, but re- 


membered in time that I bad never heard 
of any expression by Mr. Burnett of Ids 
opinions on that or any other subject. 
How can an intelligent district like ours 
consent to lie represented by a man who, 
though lie lias nearly completed a term 
in Congress, yet can not write or say a 
word on questions of tiie greatest public 
importance. 

Mr. Shaw’s statements that the Senate 
bill does not conform to our platform 
and that the Republicans had “gone 
back” on free whiskey are the only blots 
on his argument. He cannot believe 
them himself and he is quite right in 
saying that the question is one of statis- 
tics, aud that no honest or intelligent 
man will think that lie has dealt fairly 
with the question when he makes reck- 
less and sweeping assertions, such, for 
example, as these, or tlioso of Mr. Haskell 
and his paper, the Herald, or of tiie self- 
elected committee of Newton Wise Men. 
Mr. Shaw would have disposed of me 
more effectually, if he had been able to 
point out more than one of my assertions 
which are “too absurd to mention.” This 
failure to specify others justifies me in 
believing that he could not. 

As to his quotations from Republican 
speeches, I should not care if he had pro- 
duced a thousand. The question is what 
is right now ? not what any one, or any 
thousand men thought or said before 
they had studied the subject. Mr. Lodge 
comes out man fashion and admits that 
when he left college he was a free trader, 
and now that he has studied the ques- 
tion on both sides, with the help of sta- 
tistics, and not simply a prior argument, 
he has become a protectionist, and the 
other gentlemen who are quoted, 
would do tiie same except Secretary Mc- 
Culloch, who joined tiie Cobden Club in 
1871. We can credit Mr. Shaw with the 
same manliness and trust that when he j 
has studied more, he too will change his 
views. 

Mr. Shaw says it is absurd to say that 
the Mills bill will destroy our borne man- 
ufactures. The Mills bill is only one 
step towards that result, but if Cleveland 
is re-elected, other steps must be taken, 
Spite of all the efforts to conceal their 
true position, every one thinks, perhaps 
wrongly, that Cleveland and Mills ate 
free t ciders, and Cleveland and Mills 
would be perfectly justified in thinking 
tha' their re-election meaut that the 
people, whose servants they are. had in- 
structed them to establish free trade. 
Tiie effect of the Mills bill in reducing j 
the surplus can only be guessed at. The 
majority of the Senate Committee, whose 
report I trust Mr. Shaw and every other 
intcdligent man will read, estimate that 
the changes in the cotton and woolen 
scln dules will give foreign manufactur- 
ers a quarter of the market now held by j 
our own cotton and woolen mauufaclur- ; 
ers,-and that the increased importations 
in the schedule alone will increase the 
revenue sixty millions. If this or any 
thing like this, proves true, Mills will in- 
crease the evil which he pretends to re- 
move. It was supposed that the reduc- 
tions made in 1870-72, would reduce the 
revenue fifty-seven millions: — they 
increased it eight millions, for though 
four hundred dutiable articles had been 
placed upon the free list, the reduction 
of duties on other articles so stimulated 
importations that the loss of revenue 
from the additions to the free list were 
more than overcome. 

Perhaps to one who really wishes sim- 
ply to reform the tariff, the most objec- 
tionable features of the Mills bill is the 
system of ad valorem duties. They vary 
according to the foreign prices. When 
Business is depressed and prices are low, 
that is, when our manufactures most 
need protection, tho duties will fail and 
foreign goods will Hood our markets. 
The foreigner will be the first to recover 
from the depression, and our manufac- 
turer if he survives at all, will have to 
enter on a fiercer struggle with a lival 
who has strengthened his position* The 
amount of fraud possible under such 
duiic-s is measured only by the readiness 
with which the foreign manufacturer 
will commit perjury, aud until we can 
get for our custom-house officials, men 
who kuow everything, like the Newton 
Hundred, the perjuries can seldom be 
detected. Has Mr. Shaw anything to say 
in defence of ad valorem duties? Is he 
bold euough to say that our manufactur- 
ers do not constantly suffer from the 
system? Secretary Fairchild says they 
do. 

Your space will not permit me to 
enumerate the manufactured articles 
which the Mills bill puts on the free list. 
It takes thirty-six lines of small type in 
the Congressional Record to enumerate 
them, printing two columns in this space. 
Again in the case of some of the manufac- 
tured articles put on thefree list.theduties 
are retained on the materials from which 
they are produced. This is true, for 
example, of soap, German looking-glass 
plates, tin plates, irou aud steel cottou 
ties and needles. Some products are put 
on the free list, and the expensive ma- 
chinery necessary to produce them is 
left dutiable. 

A great out-cry is made about the ad- 
vantages of free timber, ami it is taken 
for granted that with the removal of 
duties on timber the price will fall. Do 
the free traders know that, when in 1S70 
the duty of #1 per thousand was removed 
from logs, the price remained the same, 
because, Canada put on an export duty of 
#2, which she still retains. 

There is five times as much domestic 
trade in our home market as exists be- 
tween tho same number of people any 
where else. People who are not as wise 
as the hundred Solous of Newton, think 
it is “safer” to hold on to a good thing 
than to try something new. As we have 
au excellent market here, which, more- 
over, is constantly improving, had we 
not better devote ourselves to securing 
that? But they say free wool will give 
us control of the markets of 
tho world; how do those markets 
I compare with our own” It is estimated 
that the net importations of woolen 
goods by all tiie world, except ourselves, 
probably do uot exceed ninety millions a 
; year; last year we imported more than 
torty-llve millions. Our importation of 
woolen goods was largely increased by 
tiie reduction made in duties on wool 
, ami woolens, bv tiie act of 1883. Let as 
remedy that mistake. 

For many years we have bad tree cot- 
tou and “taxed” wool.

DEATH OF EX-MAYOK PULSIFER. 


Seldom has there been Radder news 
to Newton people than the announce- 
ment of the death of Ex-Mayor rulsifer. 
It came without a hint of warning and 
most of those who heard it felt a keen 
sense of personal loss. No man in New- 
ton had more or warmer friends, and the 
city has lost one of its most public- 
spirited and generous citizens. Born in 
Newton, Mr. Pulsifer always had a warm 
attachment for his native town, and did 
much for its advancement, his labors in 
behalf of the city charter, and the ex- 
cellent system of water works, being too 
well known to need recalling here. He 
never sought office, but when his friends 
called upon him to assume the duties of 
mayor of the new city, and he was 
honored with a unanimous nomination, 
he accepted the responsibility and in- 
augurated the same business like system 
in city affairs that had made the Boston 
Herald so prosperous. For these and 
many other services, rendered quietly 
and without osteutation, but of the 
most valuable character, Newton owes 
a heavy debt to his memory. There is 
hardly a city institution, such as the Cot- 
tage Ilospit.al, the Newton Club, the 
Free Public Library, to which he did 
not contribute largely both in mouey and 
in time, which was much more valuable 
to him thau money. 

Mr. Pulsifer was a man of sound and 
fine nature, with abilities that placed 
him at the head of Boston business men, 
and his kindly personal qualities were 
such as to make friends of all who had 
dealings with him. None ever went to 
him for sympathy and advice and were 
turned away unsatisfied, and he was ever 
ready with more substantial help when 
it was needed. The world is poorer by 
the death of such a man, and the gener- 
ous tributes paid to his memory by the 
press throughout the country show that 
his excellent qualities and flue abilities 
were recognized by his journalistic 
friends. All regret his too early death, 
and the too intense devotion to business 
cares that led to it. lie had made a 
name anil a business career for himself 
at an age when most men are just begin- 
ning their life work, and in his short life 
he has accomplished more than most 
men whose years have been exteuded to 
the limit of three score and ten. 

In the social life of Newton he was 
one of the prominent figures, and few 
men were more delightful companions, 
or could make a social hour pass more 
pleasantly. When a president was need- 
ed for the new Newton Club, established 
about a year ago, all the members turned 
towards Ex-Mayor l’ulsifer as the one 
man best titteu for the position, and he 
did much to make the club a success. 

The sad e\eut has been the chief topic 
of conversation in the city during the 
week, and there has beeu hut one spirit 
manifested, that of deep sorrow at the 
loss of such a friend, and the most heart- 
felt sympathy for his sadly afflicted 
family. 


THE HOSPITAL TO BE ENLARGED. 


A very important meeting of the Hos- 
pital Trustees was held on the 10th. 
Some time ago a gift was received from 
Mr. J. R. Leeson for a new ward. The 
pressure for rooms for private patients 
ami for pupil nurses led the Building 
Committee to secure plaus, the cost 
of which would exceed the amount 
contributed. After a good deal of con- 
sideration the Committee dually couclud- ' 
ed to abandon those plaus, and to con- 
struct a now wing after the stylo of the 
Men’s Ward, which can be done with the 
amount in hand. 

Estimates were presented from reliable 
builders, and the contract will be made 
at once, so that by the lirst of January 
the new ward will be ready to receive 
patieiits. 

The new ward will accomodate ten or 
more patients. The Upper rooms of the 
mum building will be re-urrauged so that 
the Children’s Ward will occupy part of 
the present Women’s Ward, and the 
Matron’s room will bo the present Laun- 
dry joum. 

The construction of this extension, 
while supplying tlm present pressing 
needs of the Hospital, does not give the 
additional rooms needed for private pa- 
tients and the pupil nurses. 

His hoped, howovei, that the generos- 
ity of some of our ciiizeus may before 
loug enable the Trustees to erect another 
building for this purpose. The cost of 
such a structure would probably he 
$ 5,000 and it would he a noble use of 
urouey. 

The training of uursus has become one 


of the moiit valuable features of the Hos- 
pital work, and already the services of 
these nurses are called for outside of the 
Hospital In private families. In courso 
of time there will he a sufficient number 
of these nurses to go out at the call of 
our physicians to take care of patients in 
private houses. 

An interesting course of lectures by 
the members of the medical stall has 
been arranged, and will do much towards 
raising up a class of nurses of superior 
excellence. 


GRAPHIC’ CAMPAIGN LETTERS. 


The Ghapiiic campaign letters aro at- 
tracting considerable attention and it is 
not too much to say that they aro letters 
any newspaper would bo glad to publish. 
There is probably not a city in the coun- 
try of its size that can furnish as mauy 
able writers as Newton, and the instal- 
ment given to-day will bo found to bo of 
unusual interest. Hon. Lovorett Salton- 
stall aud Mr. J. R. Smith criticise the 
letter of Mr. J. R. Leeson, each viowing 
it from a different standpoint, and each 
presenting the cause of tariff reform. 
Representative Walworth discusses the 
Southern Bourbons and their election 
methods and shows the need of fair and 
free elections. Mr. Robort II. Gardiner 
takes up Mr.Shaw’s criticism to a former 
letter of his and makes a very spiiited 
and entertaining reply, at the samo time 
presenting the tariff sidoof the campaign 
and showing up the weak points in the 
Mills bill. Such a variety of campaigu 
matter will give the readers of the 
Graphic enough to think about. 

Next week will close the series, a.id as 
it is the last issue before election we ex- 
pect to have an unusually brilliant num- 
ber. Mr. J. R. Leeson will answer some 
of the points made by his critics; and 
other contributions may be expected 
from Hon. Levi C. Wade, Mr. Ileman M. 
Burr, Mr. Jesse C.Ivy aud others. 


Mr. Heman M. Burr, president of 
the common council, has beeu mentioned 
hi connection with the next nomination 
for Mayor of Newton, and he would 
make a very popular caudidate, provid- 
ed he would accept the position. Mr. 
Burr has been two years in the council 
aud has made au excellent record. As 
its presiding officer ho has been conserv- 
ative and dignified, his decisions have 
always been sustained, and no question 
has ever come up which found him un- 
prepared. There have been mauy able 
presiding officers in the common council, 
and although comparisons are said to bo 
odious, they would not be to Mr. Burr’s 
disadvantage. The older men are show- 
ing such a disinclination to accept office 
that it would bo au excellent thing this 
year to make a decided change and put 
up some youug man who is well ac- 
quainted with city affairs, and against 
whom no objection could be brought. 
As Mr. Burr is a native of Newton, and a 
graduate of Newton schools, lie has a 
large acquaintance with the younger vot- 
ers, whom it is essential to the city’s 
welfare to get interested in municipal af- 
fairs. 


We have received a number of com- 
munications in regard to omitting the 
session of the High School when the 
weather is sufficiently severe to close the 
schools in the lower grades. The great 
distance that most of the high school pu- 
pils have to go, either direct to tho 
school or to take a train, the distance 
of Newtonville depot from tho school, 
are urged as the reasons why the com- 
mittee should take some action in the 
matter. On the other side of the city 
the barge from Upper Falls is crowded 
before it reaches Beacon street, so that 
pupils from the Centre have either to 
walk or to take the train, and most of 
the pupils arrive at the school with damp 
feet aud clothiug, In which they have to 
sit through the long morning session, 
with serious danger to their health. Ou 
such a day as Wednesday of this week, 
most parents think that the session could 
have been omitted with profit. The pa- 
rents will be glad to learn that the school 
committee took the desired action at 
their meeting Wednesday evening. 


That was a very pleasant tribute paid to 
thelate Col.R. M. Pulsifer by the Colored 
National League which met iu Boston, 
Tuesday night. One speaker said that 
by his death the colored people of the 
country lost a true and valued friend. 
He was one of the first, if not the lirst 
business man in Boston to make a colored 
youug man clerk in a counting room. 
Another speaker said that Col. Pulsifer 
was always contributing in a quiet and 
noiseless way, to everything which tend- 
ed to the upbuilding of tho race. Tho 
league appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions of respect to his memory. 


— There has been a good deal of unfa- 
vorable comment in regard to the course 
of the Boston Advertiser and the Record, 
in trying to make a newspaper sensation 
out of the death of Col. It. M. Pulsifer. 
Every other newspaper in Bostou lias 
showu the tenderest consideration for 
Colonel Pulsifer’ s memory, and has giv- 
eu only the simple facts, all that thu oc- 
casion called for. 


The Harvard hoys are having a good 
deal of fun with their Tariff Reform and 
Republican clubs, hut wlmt columns of 
taffy are given to thu officers of thu Re- 
publican club by a Republican daily. 


THE SCHOOL HOARD. 


RESOLUTIONS ON THE DEATH OF EX- 
MAYOR PULSIFER ADOPTED. 


A regular meeting of tho school board 
occured on Wednesday evening, Mayor 
Kimball in tho chair, and nil tho mem- 
bers present except Messrs. .Stone mid 
Baker. Tho nominations of tho follow- 
ing assistant teachers were confirmed: 
Miss L. E. Nickerson, Prospect Bchool; 
Miss F. L. Wilson, Williams school; Miss 
F. H. Griffin. Bigelow school; Miss Nel- 
lie II. Rogers and Miss A. M. Small, 
Pierce school; Alice M. Nelson, Franklin 
school, and F. M. Stownrt, unassigned. 
Tho resignation of Mrs.Bowler ns instruc- 
tor of drawing was received, she having 
ncceptod a position in tho Bridgewater 
Normal school. Miss Adeline Pond was 
appointed Mrs. Bowlor’s successor. Miss 

F. E. Herrick and Miss P. E. Churchill 
were granted loave of abseuco. 

On behalf of the committee on even- 
ing schools, Dr. Shinn reported that two 
schools had been established. That in 
the Jackson building had 100 pupils and 
a principal and five assistant tcachors. 
That in the Bigelow building had two 
teacliors. Tho following appointments 
of teachers wero confirmed: Jackson 
oveninct school, George S. Weed, princi- 
pal; Miss Ida L. Collins, instructor in 
drawing and A. A. Weed and Misses G. 

G. Tewksbury, L. E. Stearns and A. V. 
Bunker, assistants; Bigelow ovoning 
school. Miss Ethel Cushing, principal, 
and Miss E. B. Wilkins, assistant. The 
principals are paid $3.00 an evening; 
drawing teacher, $2.50; anil assistants, 
$1.50. 

On the recommendation of tho high 
school committco the superintendent of 
schools was authorized to suspend tho 
session of the High School whenever iu 
liis judgment the health of the pupils 
and good of the school demanded it. 
The signal for such a suspension is to be 
rung at 7.15 a. in. 

The committee on text books recom- 
mended that tho following books bo 
adopted for use in the schools: Normal 
music books aud charts, revised National 
music books, Collcr & Daniel’s Begin- 
ners’ Book in Latin. The recommenda- 
tions went over until next meeting, un- 
dor tho rules. 

On motion of Mr. Barnard, $350 was 
transfored from tho general to tho inci- 
dental appropriation. President Burr 
suggested that it would be well to classi- 
fy as much of the incidental expenses as 
possible in order that the city council 
might carry out tho general plan of clas- 
sification in all tho departments. Mr. 
Emerson promised to submit an estimate 
of the amount required for tho various 
objects now provided for by the inciden- 
tal appropriation. 

On motion of Rov, Dr. Shinn, the fol- 
lowing resolutions concerning the late 
Col. Royal M. Pulsifer were unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

Whereas, Tho late Royal M. rulsifer 
was, during the period of his holding 
the office of Mayor of Newton, chairman 
of this board; and 

Whereas, He performed his duties with 
singular courtesy; therefore. 

Resolved, that the secretary of this 
board be requested to convoy to tho fam- 
ily of the late Royal M. Pulsifer an ex- 

ression of tho deep sympathy of this 

oard in the affliction which has befallen 
them. 

Mr. Barton spoke of the great sorrow 
with which all learned of Mr. Pulsifer’s 
death and recalled the great interest he 
had taken in the schools of Newton, es- 
pecially iu the high school. He also re- 
ferred to tho interest Col. Pulsifor had 
taken iu the Cottage Hospital. 

Dr. Shinn spoke very lueliugly of the 
deceased and told the origin of the hos- 
pital project. He had mentioned to May- 
or Pulsifer, while at one i»f tho school- 
board meetings, the sad plight of a sick 
person whom he had been visiting. 
\V r hen he had finished, Mayor Pulsifer 
said that a hospital was needed in the 
city, and from that time on agitated the 
project and led the movement until his 
death. 

Mr. Frost presented a petition signed 
by Richard T. Sullivan, Otis Pettee and 
about 50 others, praying the board to ask 
the city council to make an appropria- 
tion to pay part of the expense of a 
barge line from tho Upper Falls to the 
High School. This led to a somewhat 
lengthy discussion which resulted in the 
appointment of Messrs. Frost, Converse 
anilBarnard as a committee to thorough- 
ly investigate the subject. The next meet- 
ing of the board will be ou Nov. 21.

—Mr. George L. Bourne died at his resi- 
dence in Auburndale, at 0 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon, after a lingering illness. The 
deceased was an old resident of Newton, a 
man respected and esteemed, honest and 
sincere in all tiie relations of life, a loving 
father nnd husband and a firm and true 
friend. He was born in Kenmehunk, Me., 
Aug. 21, 1825, and was 03 years of age. In 
1845, .when a young man. lie went to New- 
ton Lower Falls to reside, and In 1852 re- 
inoved to Auburndale, where lie has since 
lived. He was appointed postmaster at 
Auburndale by President Pierce, and has 
retained the office since, being reappointed 
under Democratic nnd Republican adminis- 
trations, his entire service as postmaster 
covering a period of 36 years. In March, 
1887, lie was reappointed to the office bv 
President Cleveland, nnd Democrats and 
Republicans alike signed his petition which 
was forwarded to Washington. Tiie post- 
office originally was quite a small affair.and 
was located in the station of tiie Boston 
& Albany railroad at Aulmmdale. in con- 
nection with Ids duties as postmaster, Mr. 
Bourne also held the position of station 
agent, continuing in that capacity 27 years, 
until tiie duties of postmaster required his 
whole attention. He was one of the origi- 
nal members of the Methodist Church in 
Auburndale and a member of tiie hoard of 
trustees. He was an assistant engineer of 
the fire department nnd a mem lx* r of the 
board of health under the old towu govern- 
ment. For 25 years lie lmd been a member 
of Dalhousie lodge, F. A. M., of Newton, 
ami during his residence in Auburndale 
was identified with the best interests of the 
community^ He had always been a Repub- 
lican, but took no active part in politics 
aside from casting his ballot for such men 
and principles as he believed to he for the 
best welfare of the country. A widow and 
three children— Mrs. OliveiL. Harpin, Mi's 
Carrie L. Bourne and Mr. George II. 
Bourne -survive him. His dentil will be 
sincerely mourned bv a very wide circle of 
people in this community.

E. P. Bond, 
Joseph A. Allen, Marcus Morton, Theo- 
dore Flen and W, A. Spinney, represent- 
ing various poBlfctl affiliations. The 
Southern gentlemen stated that the 
power of the Bourbon element in South 
Carolina denied to many people tiie right 
of suffrage through tiie medium of intim- 
idation and force. Tho voting inspectors 
are all of tho Bourbon strain and the 
vote is frequently counted against a win- 
ning candidate. A candidate fm m,ver- 
nor of the Independent party who deliv- 
ered an address and refused to retract 
his statements, was shot dead. His mur- 
derer was acquitted and afterwards 
appointed high sheriff of the county in 
which he resided. Tho Independents of 
tho state seek to institute a reform and 
are determined that the right of suffrage 
shall be enjoyed by all. At the last 
election tho total vote was 30,000, yet 
there are nearly 200,000 voters in the state. 
The gentlemen present were much im- 
pressed by the remarks of the Southern 
gentlemen and were greatly surprised to 
hear of such a condition of affairs in any 
state in the Union.

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other country. ITc does not say how 
this result is reached in the case of those 
articles which are put on the free list, or 
of those where, by reducing the duty and 
retaining the arfvalorcm principle, the 
foreign manufacturer is enabled to 
swear away the protection. Mr. Shaw’s 
assertion is important, and it would 
have been convenient if he had support- 
ed it by some of the statistics, which he 
says, and says rightly, are the only foun- 
dation of useful discussion of the ques- 
tion. The truth of his assertion depends 
on what he estimates as “the labor cost,” 
and that he does n<*t state. I suppose 
lie adopts tho familiar argument, which 
lias beon exploded by tho majority of the 
senato commit toe. ’ The argument, in 
the shape in which it reached them is 
that, to take an example, as the average 
rate proposed by the bill on manufac- 
tures of cotton, is 30.07 per cent, and as 
tho assumed average labor cost in these 
manufactures is but 21.00 per cent, 
therefore tho duty proposed much more 
than equalizes the larger sum, which is 
paid hero for labor. Support is given to 
theso aud similar figures by showimr 
that they are taken f ram the census of 
1S80, and the first report of tho commis- 
sion of labor. The fallacy of the argu- 
ment consists in tho fact that theso 
figures show only the amounf pain for 
labor at a single stage of the process of 
manufacture, which is ali that those re- 
ports aimed to do. Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son. an acknowledged authority on 
■statistics, shows that of the total cost of 
producing medium shirtings, worth 0 1-4 
cents a yard, the proportion paid for 
labor at various stages is 02.12 per cent. 
So of pig-iron; instead of a labor cost of 
from S.55 to 10.71 per cent, which the 
free traders assume, the Hon. A. S. 
Hewitt, who is engaged in the business, 
puts it at 90 per cent. 

Mr. Shaw is also wrong in asserting 
that the Mills bill retains the taxes on 
whiskey and tobacco. It openly pro- 
poses to effect a reduction on these two 
articles of twenty-four and a half mil- 
lions. It does not reduce the tax on 
alcohol used in the arts, though that 
would greatly relieve many manufac- 
turers and reduce the cost of mauy 
articles of general use. The liquor 
dealers from whose sales the greatest 
proportion of crime results are the small 
dealers, men without capital, to whom 
the payment of the tax on dealers is an 
obstacle. This tax is removed, as well 
as the tax on manufacturers of stills. 
The latter is small, but with the tax go 
the present laws which require the 
maker of every still to report to the col- 
lector the place where the still is to be 
set up. These special taxes amount to 
more than four and a half millions, and 
Mills takes off nineteen or twenty mil- 
lions of tobacco tax. These are the 
open reductions. Besides them, the 
present reasonably effective provisions 
for the collection of the tax are changed 
so that there will be a large increase iu 
the amount of whiskey which escapes 
taxation. 

Tho sectional character of the Mills 
bill is shown very clearly by the table 
annexed to the majority Senate report, 
which is so long that 1 can only give the 
total. Taking from the census of 1SS0 
the total production of articles more or 
less affected by the Mills bill, ninety-two 
millions were produced in the cotton 
states, and seventeen hundred millions 
in the others. 

Some of our friends think the tariff on 
their English clothes should be removed. 
We say we are couteut to do as Gen. 
Harrison does, buy clothes made here, 
and that if a man wants better he may 
pay for them, as he pays for other 
luxuries. The Mills bill proposes a uni- 
form rate of 40 per cent on all classes of 
cotton cloths instead] of the present 
specific rates, which are so graded as to 
be higher on the liner and more expen- 
sive goods. A uniform adealorem rate 
will press more heavily on the coarser 
and cheaper goods, which are consumed 
by the poorer classes, and will stimulate 
the importation of the finer goods, which 
are bought only by those who can afford 
luxuries. It is one step towards raising 
the revenue, as is done in free trade 
England, largely from articles consumed 
by the working classes, and relieving 
luxuries. The same change is proposed 
on woolen cloths. 

Mr. Shaw does not say what he manu- 
factures, so that we can not tell whether 
* the Mills bill is going to grind his axe or 
uot. If his product ueeds protection, it 
would clearly be a good thing for him, in 
some ways at least, if he could get the 
duties removed from everything except 
his product. It was a good thing for the 
leather manufacturers when the duty 
was taken oft hides. .Some manufac- 
turers are so shortsighted as to support 
Mills, because their own product has not 
yet been attacked. They can not see 
that voting for a Democratic President 
and congressman means encouraging 
them, if reelected, to take another step 
in the direction in which their arguments 
inevitably lead. The class most ruth- 
lessly attacked by the Mills bill is per- 
haps the farmers. There were in 1880 
7,000,000 persons engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, and about half the number in 
various industrial pursuits. Many of the 
latter will be most seriously injured by 
the Mills bill, but assume that it is ouly 
tho farmers who will be hurt. Is it not cer- 
tain that if the Mills bill passes, a large 
number of these farmers will say at the 
next election, “I guess if free trade in 
my products is a good thing for me, free 
- trade in some one else’s produi t., which 
” 1 have to buy, will be still better.'' I do 
not say the farmer would bo right, but 
will not that probably bo his reasoning? 

Mr. Shaw’s arguments are excellent, ias 
far as they go, but they stop before they 
reach the real point. His figures about 
leather are interesting, but they are use- 
less till he shows that the condition of 
some industry attacked by the Mills 
bill, for example wool-growing and manu- 
facturing, is now like that of the leather 
industry before tho removal of the 
duties. In the example 1 have taken, we 
experimented in 1883. We reduced the 
tariff on the raw material, wool, and on 
the product, and thereby diminished the 
production of wool and increased the 
importation of w >ollen goods. That 
shows that tiie condition of that indus- 
try is different from that of leather. 
Our domestic market for boots and shoes 
is better than any other, because under 
our protection system, the wages of our 
working men enable them to buy shoes 
for themselves and their families. So 
about Australia. The figures given are of 
uu use till it is shown that the conditions 
hero are the same as there. It is ouly 
free traders who claim that their doc- 
trine is a panacea for all ills. All that 
protectionists say is that in the United 
States at the present time the continua- 
tion of the protection system is esseutial 
to the continued prosperity of the coun- 
try. 

1 fear I have encroached unreasonably 
on your space aud ou the patieuco of 
your readers, but 1 do waut to say iu 


answer to almost the only assertion of 
Mr. Haskell’s that is definite enough to 
be corrected, that if be bad taken tho 
trouble to examine the question, he 
would perhaps have seen that, a few 
years of protection in France and Ger- 
many have already not only increased 
the number of workers in protected in- 
dustries, thereby presumably relieving 
the community l»y giving work to the 
unemployed, but have also increased the 
average wages paid. Thus in four years 
after the protection tariff in Germany, 
f>2,000 were added tojtlie number of work- 
ers in iron and steel industries, and their 
wages wore increased 17.4 per cent. So in 
France our state department reported in 
1884 an advance , in tho cost of labor of 
from 20 to 2T> per cent.

1884. Regarding Victoria and New- 
South Wales, the compositor makes my 
figures road, “increaso of Victoria, $140,- 
000,000.” making Victoria’s showing 
8100, 000, 000 more than was her due. It 
should read $40,000,000. Samuel Shaw. 


THE DEMOCRATIC RALLY. 


A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD AT 
ELIOT HALL. 


The Democrats and Independents of 
Newton had a rally in Eliot Hall, Mon- 
day evening, at which campaign issues 
were discussed by the Hon. Wm. E. Rus- 
sell, John W. Corcoran and Wm. N. Os- 
good. Eliot Hall was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity with an enthusiastic audi- 
ence, during the assembling of which the 
American Watch Company Band rend, 
ered national and other airs in a manner 
which called forth enthusiastic applause. 
At 7.45 the speakers came upon the plat- 
form amid round after round of ap- 
plause, accompanied by Mr. Edwin 
O. Childs, chairman of tho Democratic 
city committee, Mr. Thomas B. Fitz, and 
many other, prominent Democrats and 
Mugwumps of Newton and vicinity. 
Soon after Alderman Childs called to or- 
der. It was the first time in the history 
of Newton, he said, when a ratification 
meeting composed of Democrats and In- 
dependents had boon held. He predicted 
Mr. Cleveland’s triumphant re-electiou, 
aud closed by introducing Mr.Thomas B. 
Fitz of the Boston house of Brown, Dur- 
ell & Co., a citizen of Newton. Mr. 
Fitz spoke briefly, and theu presented 
Mr. Osgood as the first speaker. Mr. 
Osgood was given a cordial reception. 
He declared that the Democratic party 
was the people’s friend, while the Re- 
publican party was their enemy. The 
former was represented by an honest 

man, while the latter was represented by 
a political adventurer, a man tatooed all 
over with corruption, Blaine of Maine. 
[Hisses.] 

After music Mr. Russell was intro- 
duced, aud was tendered a very enthusi- 
astic reception, closing with three cheers 
and a tigar. Mr. Russell mads an elo- 
quent and entertaining speech, which 
was listened to with attention both by 
Democrats and Republicans. Mr. Rus- 
sell is, no doubt, one of the best cam- 
paign speakers iu the State, and even if 
his hearers can not agree with his views, 
they cannot help admiring the way in 
which he makes liis points, his ready 
wit, his graceful manner of speaking, and 
his forcible manner of putting his side of 
the question. In the beginning of bis 
speech he asked: “Why is it that Democ- 
racy is winning to-day the young life and 
the young blood of this Commonwealth? 
1 will answer the questiou. It is because 
the shadow of the war has past, and to- 
day there stands forth a great party with 
fixed principles and a living faith, ready 
and anxious to meet the unsettled ques- 
tions of to-day.” 

“A single word as to the Republican par- 
ty. I readily admit, I am glad to admit, 
that it was founded for a great and glo- 
rious purpose. It was founded by men 
of character, men of standing, men of 
whom this Commonwealth and nation 
were justly proud. It had the glorious 
purpose of summoning tho conscience of 
this nation to wipe out the one blot that 
was on the fair escutc heon of our coun- 
try. It did arouse the conscience of the 
North, aud the North, irrespective of 
party, Democrats and Republicans alike, 
joiuud in that great movement for uuiou 
and for liberty. [Great applause.] But 
when that was accomplished and tho re 
suit of the war had been placed upon the 
statute book, the mission of the Repub- 
lican party was ended; and from that 
time until now it lias been drifting, drift- 
ing. drifting backward with no principle 
to guide it. I believe I do not exagger- 
ate when I say that in this Common- 
wealth, iu all at least of its congressional 
districts, the Republican party, repre- 
sents rather a scramble lor ollico than 
fixed principles or a settled policy,” 

Mr. Russell discussed the tariff' ques- 
tion at some length. lie quoted statis- 
tics to show that the rolling mills had 
declined in this State on account of the 
tariff tax on their raw material. “1 
llnd,” said he, “a confirmation of this 
statement iu the evening papers. There 
is the great Norway lion anu Steel Com- 
pany, giving employment to blind) t ds of 
men, closing its doors to-day. Way? 
Listen to tho words of its treasurer, and 
you will see why it has closed its doors. 
He says: ‘The tariff of about 45 i er cent, 
on raw iron is another reason which has 
led the company to take the step noted.’ 
Mr. Geiger expressed the oniuiou that if 
iron, the raw material, could be import- 
ed free of duty, the company would be 

able, despite the competition with Penn- 
sylvania, to continue its business sue 
ccsHHully. Referring to Mr. Long’s aud 
Mi Lodge’s inconsistencies, Mr. Russell 
said: 

“Mr. Lodge said in his Cambridge 
speech that when he caiue from Harvard 
College he cuinc a free trader, because 
they taught nothing else there. Well, if 
Mr. Lodge had the same opportunities 
that the rest of us had, he had the chance 
to study, aud did study Carey, a most 


bitter protectionist, ns well ns Mr. Mills, 
who bad other views. It isn’t Mr. 
Lodge of 1S70 of whom wo nro speaking, 
it isn’t Mr. Lodge suffering under tho 
terrible, tremendous in M nonce of Har- 
vard College of whom I nm talking, but 
Mr. Lodge of 1884, when lie wns the 
mouthpiece of the Republican State con- 
vention. expressing its sentiment, and 
backed by Mr. Long, nlso expressing its 
sentiment and by the whole convention 
that “insisted upon a tariff reduction.” 
In Heaven’s name, how long does the 
tremendous influence of the faculty of 
Harvard College overshadow a man’s 
own indopendonco and his conscience. 

[ Applause] Neither am I criticising Mr. 
jodgo for a change in his convictions. 
Men may and can chnnge their convic- 
tions. But this I say: If tlioro aro some 
of us poor, innocent men to-day who sco 
a little merit in tho old Lodge and the 
old Long, and follow a littlo in thoir 
footsteps, wo do not like to bo denounced 
ns being under British and Southern in- 
fluence. [Applause] 

Mr. Corcoran was tho closing speaker. 
Ho quoted at length from tho tariff 
schedules to show that they were unjuBt 
in that they imposed high duties on ne- 
cessities and low duties on luxuries, his 
witty comments creating great laughter.

Another Tariff Debate. 

[Boston|Conuncrcial Bulletin.] 

Tlioro was a curious parallel tnado in 
tho Newton Graphic botween tho papers 
of Hoik E. B. Haskell and Mr. J. R. Leo- 
son. Mr. Hnskoll opened with tho state- 
ment that tho question to bo discussed is 
not of Free Trade vs. Protection, but 
merely of a reduction of surplus taxa- 
tion. He ends by recommending no pro- 
tection beyond that incident to obtaining 
the necessary revenue and by advocating 
a more liberal modification of tho tariff 
than any yet presented. By modification 
ho means reduction, and no protection 
beyondthat incident to collecting a neces- 
sary revenue is exactly what is practised 
in England and commonly called Free 
Trade. 

Mr. Lceson traces with statistics the 
courso ot' revenue reduction since 1880, 
shows the utter hypocrisy of the Free 
Traders in the mask of Tariff Reform. 
He then compares our progress under 
Protection with that of England under 
Free Trade since tho first half of tho cen- 
luay. His comparisons aro significant, 
for though thoroughly American in sym- 
pathies, Mr. Leoson began lifo across tho 
water and speaks from experience.

To the sincere but utterly theoretical 
and contradictory statements of the 
Free Trader the Protectionist opposes 
hard facts and impartial figures. The 
American laborer can earn more, needs to 
spend less, is taxed less than tho unhap- 
py laborer in a land with more than six 
times as large a proportion of paupers as 
exists in the United States. There is no 
theory that can fight such facts as these 
and consequently the Free Trader in the 
debate is forced to follow one of two 
courses. Either he must, like Mr. Has- 
kell, dodge the point at issue or like Mr. 
Wheeler, manufacttiro facts to fit his the- 
ory.

PostiYely losing Weeks 


A Narrow Ktscnpe. 

"Yes, I had a very narrow escape," said a 
prominent citizen to a friend.
